On Monday, it was an honor to see our Native American tribes recognized at the swearing in 
ceremony on the steps of the Capitol. 


Being here brings back some wonderful memories | have from serving in this chamber. And, it 
gives me a chance to see who's sitting in my old desk. Alan Redfield from Livingston! Alan, 
welcome to the Montana legislature. | hope that your time here is as meaningful as it was for me. 


| learned something important here that is increasingly relevant to our time. Nothing of 
consequence can be achieved alone. In all my years in public office, I've never seen such a time 
of toxic partisanship. 


In the sweep of history, nations are not defeated by external forces. They are defeated by internal 
decay. Which means we have no choice but to work together for meaning results. 


It's a time that begs for the wisdom of people like Mike Mansfield. Mike once told me: "Max, 
remember: the other guy's not always wrong. And you're not always right." It's humbling advice. 


Sometimes it's the small steps toward decency and civility that count the most. 


Take New Year's Day for example. At 2 AM on January 1st, | walked over to Mitch McConnell's 
office. He was catching a couple Z's after a long, tough night of back and forth over the fiscal cliff. 
| Knocked on his door. No answer. | turned around to leave and someone said: he's in there, try 
again. | knocked again. Mitch came to the door, a bit groggy and a bit surprised. | said, "Happy 
New Year!" He looked at me, surprised, and said, "Thanks, Max! You're the first person to wish 
me a happy New Year." 


And, just the other day, | crossed the Capitol to welcome our new Congressman, Steve Daines, 
to Washington. Steve's a good guy. 


WORKDAYS 


As often as possible, | soend a day working at a Montana business. In the last year, | had some 
great days working alongside crews across the state. Everything from the sugar beet factory in 
Billings to sorting mail early in the morning at the post office in Missoula. Heck - the other day | 
found myself crawling in a dark tunnel in a hard rock mine near Troy. 


Recently in Missoula, | worked on an impressive housing project out by the Wye. It's part of the 
NeighborWorks program based in Great Falls. Neighbors work together on each other's homes 
in order to build sweat equity. And no family can move into their new home until all of the homes 
are completed. These families work side by side to build each home. And in turn, they build a 
community. 


| spent a day raising the exterior walls alongside a home owner and some of his neighbors. Odds 


are the neighbors won't always see eye to eye. But, the value of each home is strengthened when 
the entire neighborhood is complete. 
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The program has helped close to 100 families in Montana achieve the American dream in the last 
9 years. 


In this new legislative session, you too, will be working for the people you serve in your own 
districts.

WORKING TOGETHER TO DELIVER RESULTS 

Why are we here? What do people want from us? It's jobs. Cutting waste. When we do our job 
by working together we can cut wasteful spending. We can invest in infrastructure and education. 


We can keep good-paying jobs in Montana. 


For example, working together on the Highway Bill in Congress, we got the job done. And, | made 
sure it was very good for Montana. 


Working together for the highway bill means: 

i 13,500 Montana jobs. 

: Let me repeat that: 13,500 Montana jobs. 

: $400 million in annual federal funding for Montana. 

ij For every $1 Montanans contribute to the Highway Trust fund, we'll get back $2.23. 

You don't see that kind of return on any investment anywhere. 

As part of the highway bill, | was also able to secure support from both sides of the aisle on my 
Secure Rural Schools (SRS) and Payment in Lieu of Taxes (PILT) amendment. Together they 
bring nearly $50 million to Montana counties every year. 


These funds help repair county roads, keep the boilers running at our rural schools and keep the 
lights on for our search and rescue crews. 


We did it without adding a dime to the federal deficit. Not one, thin dime! 

Working together delivers results. 

ENERGY JOBS 

We are so lucky to be Montanans. 

We are outdoors people. We want to hunt, fish, hike, go camping and enjoy the beauty of our 
home. We're here for our majestic views, clean rivers, and the adventure of our outdoors. We are 


truly the Treasure State. 
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We're so lucky to have our natural resources that we must take advantage of. We've been blessed 
with timber, gold, copper, coal, gas and wind. When it comes to energy: Montana has it all. 


And we've got to work together to make sure Montana can use every tool available to maximize 
our energy potential. There are an estimated 18,000 jobs ready for the taking in the Bakken. 
Montanans should get those jobs. 


And, they shouldn't have to leave our state to get the training they need. 

| worked together with Montana's university system and community colleges to launch new job 
training to get those jobs here. We worked with energy companies operating in Montana to hire 
Montanans first. We're making progress because we're working together. 


The oil boom has been a bright spot for our economy. Providing good-paying jobs we need. The 
boom has also strained local infrastructure in communities across eastern Montana. 


That's why | directly urged the President to provide every appropriate federal resource to the 
Bakken. 


And, you can bet, I'm going to keep up the pressure. 
Wind energy is also adding to the diversity of our state's energy treasures. 


Again, working together with my committee in the Senate, | helped extend the Production Tax 
Credit that supports wind farm projects in Montana. 


Projects like the Rim Rock Wind Farm in Glacier and Toole counties and the Musselshell Wind 
Farm in Golden Valley and Wheatland counties. 


This tax credit has helped bring more than $1.5 billion in investment to Montana and supported 
1,500 jobs. That's 1,500 more paychecks supporting Montana families and helping them put food 
on the table. That's 1,500 more paychecks supporting our Main Street businesses in places like 
Shawmut, Shelby and beyond. 


Just two weeks ago, the Rim Rock Wind Farm powered up with the capacity to provide power to 
60,000 households per year. The project has already contributed more than $40 million to 
Montana's GDP. 


Annual property tax payments from the Rim Rock project are expected to exceed $2.5 million. 
That's $2.5 million to help invest in schools and infrastructure that will support even more jobs. 


And of course, we have abundant coal. And we should utilize it responsibly by investing in clean 
coal technology. 


| fought hard to make sure our universities can move forward with a cutting edge public-private 
clean coal demonstration project by supporting $70 million in federal funding. 
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I've also worked hard to make sure regulations on regional haze and coal ash are reasonable. 


And, after well over three years of studies, it's time to cut through the red tape and put Montanans 
to work on the Keystone Pipeline. 2013 needs to be the year we get it done. 


FARM BILL 
One-in-five Montana jobs rely on our number one industry: Agriculture. 
In 2010, agriculture generated $2.6 billion in income on over 29,000 farms and ranches. 


Wheat and beef account for about three-fourths of the state's agricultural receipts. Other important 
crops include peas and lentils, seed potatoes, sugar beets, honey and barley for beer. 


Speaking of beer, did you know we have more small breweries per capita than nearly anywhere 
else in the country? That's jobs. 


Montana is the largest organic wheat producer in the country. 


Working together with Republicans and Democrats, | led the charge to pass a bipartisan farm bill 
out of the Senate this year. A bill that worked for all of Montana agriculture. 


It got stuck in the House, but | worked hard to get a 9-month extension as part of the fiscal cliff bill. 
I'm going to keep fighting tooth and nail for a long-term farm bill. 


Because one in five Montana jobs is counting on it. 
FIGHTING FOR MONTANA PRIORITIES 


The so-called "fiscal cliff" was, perhaps, the most glaring example of people refusing to work 
together. We should never have gotten to that point. 


However, in the end folks were able to come together to stop tax rates from spiking for Montana 
families and small businesses. 


While the final result wasn't perfect, | managed to get others on board to protect Montana priorities. 
We kept income taxes from going up on Montana's working families. 


We provided permanent estate tax relief for Montana farmers, ranchers and small businesses. Let 
me repeat that: permanent estate tax relief! Not one year, not ten years. Permanent. 


We extended tax cuts that allow families to deduct the cost of college tuition. That will help nearly 
30,000 working Montana families send their kids to college. 


We extended tax cuts that help small businesses access the capital they need to grow and hire 
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more workers. 

We extended tax credits to make it cheaper for businesses to hire new workers. 

That includes a specific credit for businesses that hire unemployed veterans. And another to help 
businesses who support our Montana Guard and Reserve members by making up the difference 
in their salaries when they deploy. 

But make no mistake, no one in Congress should be patting themselves on the back. The final 
compromise left many tough questions unanswered. Now more than ever, we have to come 
together and get serious about tackling our debt. 

We started that process in 2011 by cutting $1 trillion in soending through the Budget Control Act. 
It included $40 billion in cutting out waste, fraud and abuse in programs like unemployment 
insurance. 


We've got to continue that work so we aren't kicking the can down the road to our kids and 
grandkids. We must do it, and we will do it by rolling up our sleeves and working together. 


VETERANS 


There's another lesson | learned working in the Montana legislature that's never left me. In fact, 
it's rule number one in my office: Remember who we serve. 


Montanans have a basic, moral expectation that we work together to leave this place in better 
shape than we found it. 


In that vein, | ask that we take a moment to also remember who is serving us. 
Right now we have nearly 300 Montana troops risking their lives in Afghanistan. 


With more veterans per capita than nearly anywhere else in the country: Montanans proudly 
answer when duty calls. Just think: one in ten Montanans is a vet. 


Let's recognize our Lieutenant Governor, General John Walsh and all 28 veterans currently serving 
in the Montana legislature. 


Let's all stand up and give them a big thank you. 

When a service member puts on his or her uniform, the entire family carries the burden. 

The Skillman family of Helena is a proud example of this commitment. There's a bright young gal 
here named Suzie Skillman. She's 4-years-old. Imagine: her dad, her grandpa and her grandma 
deployed together to serve in Afghanistan. 


Suzie's dad, Jaymes Skillman, along with her grandparents Dan and Lola are currently providing 
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life support for troops in Afghanistan with the 652nd Regional Support Group. That's the kind of 
service that tugs at us to do our part to make sure the Skillmans and all of our troops can return 
to a country and a state that is worthy of their sacrifice. 

Let's all recognize Suzie's mom, Amber, for holding down the home front! 

| had the honor of spending Thanksgiving with some of Montana's wounded warriors this year. 
These young people display so much courage in their sacrifices, dedication to service, and long 
fight to recovery. 


These patriots are Montana's future leaders. Instead of nation-building in Afghanistan, we need to 
invest in Americans like them. 


So today, I'm declaring a war on veteran unemployment. And | ask you to join me in this fight. 
The very first bill | introduce in the new congress will help us sharpen the weapons we need to win. 


First, it will expand our efforts to make sure veterans can transfer the skills they learn in the military 
into the civilian job market. 


If you're certified to operate as a mechanic in Kabul, you ought to be certified in Billings without 
having to jump through hoops. 


So last year | started a pilot program to make sure that when our troops train to do a job in the 
military they earn their civilian licenses at the same time. This effort is already under way for EMTs, 
mechanics and truck drivers. But it's time to expand it to firefighters, military police, air traffic 
controllers, and countless other positions. 


These men and women are getting the best training in the world. And their work ethic is second 
to none. We need to do our part to help them bring those same skills into their lives back home. 


Second, my bill will demand accountability and transparency from the agencies in charge of getting 
the job done. 


Right now there are six different programs tasked with tackling veteran unemployment just between 
the Departments of Veterans Affairs and Labor. Six. 


And yet, in 2011, 1,000 Iraq and Afghanistan veterans were unemployed in Montana, and 234,000 
nationwide, according to the Joint Economic Committee. That doesn't add up. 


So, my bill will require agencies to set measurable goals for improving coordination. 


And because there's nothing like sunshine to light a fire under folks, it will require them to submit 
annual reports to Congress -- and more importantly to the American people. 


This is just the first step. We have a lot more work ahead of us to end veteran unemployment once 
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and for all. But | believe we can do it if we work together. And | am encouraged by the work we've 
done so far. 


In 2010, the Joint Economic Committee reported Montana's unemployment rate at more than 20 
percent for Iraq and Afghanistan veterans. Just one year later, in 2011, it was down to 17.5 
percent. Clearly even 1 percent is too high. But we are moving in the right direction thanks to 
aggressive action. 


In 2009, | authored the original tax credit for businesses who hire unemployed veterans. In 2010 
| began work to make sure it was extended. And by the end of that 2011 it was signed into law. 


In 2012, my committee came together to extend it again. And we will continue looking for ways to 
get the word out and make it work better for Montana veterans and businesses. 


Doing what's right for our veterans is something we can all agree on. It's not about being 
Democrats or Republicans. It's about being Americans. 


I'm going to be working together with both sides of the aisle and continuing to press the President 
to join our efforts until every single veteran returns home to a good paycheck instead of an 
unemployment check. 

MONTANA ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT SUMMITS 


A few days ago, we got some great news: A Butte family company called SeaCast is partnering 
with GE Aviation to create a new joint venture and new Montana jobs. 


The seeds for this important relationship were planted at our 5th Montana Economic Development 
Summit in Butte in 2010. 


I've held these summits every three years, bringing business leaders from across the country 
together with Montana entrepreneurs to create jobs. 


They work. 
Prior to the summit, Seacast had 21 employees. They currently have more than 70. 


This new venture is expected to add hundreds of jobs. These are high-tech, good-paying jobs 
Montana needs. 


I'm proud to announce we'll be holding another Montana Economic Development Summit this fall. 


| look forward to hearing your ideas on how we can make it the best summit yet that will yield even 
more great results like what we're seeing with SeaCast in Butte. 
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CLOSING: 


As we look forward to the fresh possibilities of a new legislature and a new governor, | encourage 
you to work together to deliver results. | wish you the very best in this important endeavor.

You now have the 
opportunity to work with your neighbors from throughout Montana - as citizen legislators to 
make Montana a better place. 


I'd like to ask all veterans here today to please stand. 
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Ladies and gentlemen, the Montanans standing are true public servants whose service we will 
never forget. Please join me in saying thanks, with our applause. Now it is our turn to do our 
part, at the state level and at the federal level. We made a promise to Montana's 103,000 
veterans to live up to the standard of quality health care to address injuries seen and unseen - 
no matter where they live. 


In that vein, | want to say thank you to all who worked so hard to get Montana's share of 
matching dollars for the Southwestern Montana Veterans' Home. We have more work to do at 
the federal level to make this project come to fruition | would ask you to make sure that 
spending authority remains at the state level.

Then at the end of 90 days - or less - you go back home to live and work - along with a million 
other Montanans - subject to those policies that you created as citizen legislators during this 
legislative session. 


Montanans are depending on you to use your common sense and your ability to have a 
respectful dialogue, agreeing to disagree without being disagreeable. Folks like seniors, 
students and teachers, veterans, Native Americans, hunters, hikers and anglers, moms and 
dads, small business owners.

Our new governor shares that desire. Seeing pictures of Steve and Lisa and their children last 
week as Steve took his oath - was a strong reminder of the commitment to secure opportunity 
for future generations.

That's why | 
support overturning the Citizens United decision. Like most Montanans, | see that ruling as a 
kick-in-the-teeth to our Democracy. 


In Montana, that ruling upended our 100-year old state law keeping corporations out of 
elections. It opened the floodgates to more TV commercials than we've ever seen before. In 
fact in this past Senate election, more Senate commercials were on TV in Montana than any 
other senate race in the country - ever. 


In many cases, these ads were funded by secret, out-of-state money whose origins we may 
never know. That's why we must put a premium on transparency and accountability, just as 
we've always done in Montana. 


In the Senate, | support requiring disclosure of all major campaign expenses - from 
corporations and unions. Remarkably, it didn't get the 60 votes needed to move forward. All 
Americans deserve better. 


| hope there will be bills here in Helena addressing this issue over the next 83 days. Remember 
that transparency and accountability and disclosure always have - and always will - run deep in 
Montana. 


Then there's health care.

Commissioner Monica Lindeen wants to change 
that, to protect us consumers from high insurance costs. She knows that the federal 
government has no business taking over insurance regulation.

We have huge infrastructure investment needs across this state. I'm talking about physical

Majority Leader Wittich moved the Senate recess and proceed to the House of Representatives 
for the purpose of hearing the State of the Judiciary address from Chief Justice Mike McGrath and 
that, upon adjournment of the joint session, the Senate reconvene. The motion passed. 
The Senate recessed at 1:05 p.m. 


After the Senate was announced in the House Chambers, President Essmann assumed the chair. 


Majority Leader Wittich moved the Senate and House of Representatives resolve into a joint 
session for the purpose of receiving the State of the Judiciary address. Motion passed. 


President Essmann appointed a committee comprised of Senators Buttrey and Jent, and 
Representatives Blyton and Brockie and requested the committee accompany Chief Justice 
McGrath into the chambers. 


President Essmann introduced the Honorable Mike McGrath, Chief Justice of the Montana 
Supreme Court, who gave the following address: 


KKKEKK 


Mr. Speaker, Mr. President, Members of the Court, Honored Guests, Members of this Joint 
Assembly. 


Thank you for giving me this opportunity. It is indeed an honor to be here speaking on behalf of 


Montana's Judiciary. It is very gracious of you, and appropriate | might add, to provide this 
opportunity to both the Executive and Judicial Branches of Montana's government. 
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| also want to acknowledge the work of the Legislative Auditor's office. In the past few years we 
have had audit reviews of the Water Court, Drug Courts, and Court Help Programs. These reviews 
are very helpful to us as managers and allow us the opportunity to look at issues that need 
addressing. So, thank you for providing that service. 


This session, the State of the Judiciary is a mixed bag. In Montana, our courts process about 
1,000 cases each day, 350,000 per year. It adds up to one case for every three Montana 
residents. At 1,000 cases per day, our courts are busy and the workload for court employees is 
very heavy. The District Courts, those are the courts of general jurisdiction that handle the most 
serious cases, exceeded 50,000 cases last year--a new record. 


Many people come to court because their lives are in crisis. They include victims of crime, and 
people charged with crimes, children suffering from child abuse, ranchers who can't irrigate 
because of a water dispute, businesses being wrongfully sued by disgruntled employees, workers 
injured on the job, neighbors fighting over disputed property boundaries, entrepreneurs challenging 
the government's interpretation of legislation and mothers seeking child support to buy diapers. 
They come because they know they have rights. They know that there are laws that will protect 
them. They know they will get an answer to their problem. 


And they know they will be treated fairly, by an independent judge--not a person beholden to 
money interests or partisanship or social status. Rather a judge who will listen to their grievance 
and make a decision based on the merits of each individual case. 


Today in many places throughout the world, governments are in major transition. Citizens have 
risen up, not only in protest, but in insurrection and civil war. Why? ... They want what we have. 
They want a right to be heard by their government. They want a place at the table when major 
decisions affecting their lives are being made by the government. And they want to be governed 
by the rule of law. 


Our founders developed a system that has become the blueprint for political and economic success 
for the modern world. In the words of historian Joseph Ellis, American success is: "about the 
triumph of representative government bottomed on the principle of popular sovereignty, a market 
economy fueled by the energies of our citizens, a secular state unaffiliated with any official religion, 
and the rule of law that presumes the equality of all." 


What our founders knew was that if this republic they had created was going to succeed, it had to 
be based upon the rule of law. That rule of law requires an independent and impartial manner of 
resolving disputes be they commercial matters, family crises, criminal charges or removal of public 
officers. 


Ted Olson served as the U.S. Solicitor General in a Republican Administration. His wife was killed 
on 9/11. Some of you have heard me quote his remarks, written in the Wall Street Journal, but | 
think it is worth repetition: 


"Every day, thousands and thousands of judges-jurists whose names we never hear, from 
our highest court to our most local triounal-resolve controversies, render justice, and help 
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keep the peace by providing a safe, reliable, efficient, and honest dispute resolution 
process. The pay is modest, the work is frequently quite challenging, and the outcome 
often controversial. For every winner in these cases, there is a loser. Many disputes are 
close calls, and the judge's decision is bound to be unpopular with someone. 


But in this country we accept the decisions of judges, even when we disagree on the merits, 
because the process itself is vastly more important than any individual decision. Our courts 
are essential to an orderly, lawful society. And a robust and productive economy depends 
upon a consistent, predictable, evenhanded, and respected rule of law. Americans 
understand that no system is perfect and no judge immune from error, but also that our 
society would crumble if we did not respect the judicial process." 


The Judiciary in Montana understands that we have a tremendous responsibility and strive daily 
to ensure that we uphold these traditions. 


Those 1,000 people per day that end up in our courts know that our justice system is based on the 
rule of law and not individual whim. Our disputes are resolved within an orderly system that 
provides all parties the opportunity to be heard, and is based upon law. 


In fact, our economy depends on this independent system. Investors and other businesses have 
the right to rely on an orderly and prompt dispute resolution process. They have the freedom to 
enter contracts and the ability to have those contracts enforced. They know that even in the most 
remote courthouse in Montana, they will get a fair hearing and hopefully a timely decision. 
Individual citizens have the rights enunciated in our Constitution and the ability to enforce those 
rights whether they are in Libby or Terry, Billings or Butte. 


And all of us have the right to expect the courts to make those decisions based on the merits of 
each individual case-by judges independent of bias, prejudice or political influence. 


As an independent third branch of government, our responsibilities are great but our needs are 
small. Our budget is less than 1 percent of the total state budget. Yet we recognize that with 
judicial independence comes the corresponding responsibility, to be accountable: 

accountable to the people who elect us, and 

accountable to the Legislature, especially as to how we spend public funds. 


In an effort to be more accountable, the Judicial Branch has undertaken a series of performance 
measures. Specifically, at the Supreme Court, new procedures have been implemented. 


Last session, | told you that the Court is very much aware of the concerns about backlogged cases. 
Significant improvements have been made. Four years ago there were 71 cases that were more 
than 1 year old. Our case load is now current. We have no cases over 6 months old and our 
average time to resolve a case is less than 100 days. 


Of course, the Supreme Court takes every case that is appealed. We don't go out and find 
disputes to resolve. We have the responsibility to determine if laws pass constitutional muster. 
And, contrary to what some have said, we give great deference to legislative enactments. In the 
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past four years, 44 cases have come to us seeking to overthrow measures passed by this body. 
We have upheld your actions in 40 of the 44 cases. 


We have taken steps to make our decisions more available to the public and the process more 
transparent. 


We conduct more oral arguments in court rooms and other locations that are available for public 
viewing. We prepare summaries of those cases and stream the arguments on-line. And we issue 
a synopsis of complicated cases to make it easier for the media and the public to understand the 
questions decided. 


In the District Courts, even with caseloads dramatically increasing, performance standards are now 
being implemented. The procedures have been adapted to accurately measure case loads and 
case timeliness. 


But as | mentioned, the State of the Judiciary is good and bad. 


In the last two sessions we have experienced significant budget reductions including vacancy 
savings and across the board cuts. Our branch consists of 54 independently elected officials, 46 
of whom are elected from their local community. As the vast majority of our budget consists of 
personnel costs, it has been hard to find areas to cut. Now, our budget is approaching a crisis 
level. 


We have done a good job of managing our resources; we have found the waste. We cut $100,000 
each year for library and computer research; $90,000 each year for dues to national organizations, 
(Il might add, the only branch that has done that); $400,000 for attorneys and guardian ad litems 
in child custody cases. We have decimated our training program and eliminated out-of-state travel. 
(| worry that our inability to properly train our personnel will come back to haunt us in the near 
future.) 


We do not have sufficient personnel in our technology department to support the computer and 
video conferencing equipment that now exists in the 200-plus courts we support throughout 
Montana. 


Additional budget reductions will fall on the backs of an overworked local judiciary and inevitably 
result in delay and court backlogs. Of course the losers under that scenario are your constituents, 
especially small business and working people. 

We know that backlogged courts are bad for business. It is the commercial litigation that suffers 
most from court delay. Criminal cases, child abuse or custody cases, mental commitments and 
youth court cases by law must be given priority. As a result, the building contractor trying to resolve 
a contract dispute or the small business trying to collect a bad debt gets pushed back. 

We do, however, offer some solutions that will help with these backlogs. 

We must continue our Court Help Program statewide. Almost 2/3 of the domestic relations cases, 
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mostly divorces and parenting plans, came to court with at least one party not represented by a 
lawyer. Well, what's wrong with that you might ask? Delay and insufficiency is the end result here. 
Family cases are 25% of the case load in District Court. 


To put this into real numbers, about 6,500 family law cases each year come to court with pro se 
litigants (no attorney). So other cases must wait while the judge and court staff work with a party 
that generally does not understand court procedure, does not know the correct forms or papers that 
must be filed, does not know the appropriate questions to ask a witness or what information the 
judge needs to decide that case. 


The number of these cases is dramatically increasing. With a staggering number of cases each 
year, we must recognize this situation as one reason, if not the biggest cause for delay in our 
system. 


And speaking of family law, last year Montana had a 25% increase in child abuse and negligent 
cases--cases that are difficult, often time consuming, and by law must be given court priority. Most 
people either cannot afford an attorney, or can't find an attorney to take their case so they come 
to court without. Fully 30% of our Court's cases at the Supreme Court are presented with at least 
one party not represented by an attorney. At the trial court level, the domestic relations matters 
that are pro se tend to be very messy, are time consuming, and are very frustrating not only for the 
Judge but the parties themselves. 


Court help is designed to assist individual Montana citizens with court service areas, places where 
you can get proper forms and assistance with the court process without unnecessary expense. Not 
all legal matters need attorneys. There are many ways we simplify the process and provide people 
with helpful solutions. This program provides some direction, some explanation of how to navigate 
through the process. It does not offer legal advice. 


Since the Legislature created and funded the program in 2007, the Self Help centers have assisted 
30,000 individuals and small businesses navigate through the complexity of our court system. 
Statewide, we do this primarily with volunteers who are recruited and trained by the limited staff that 
we have. Because of our tiny budget, we leverage staff with volunteer labor, often AmeriCorps 
volunteers. This program operates in urban and rural counties all across our state. The way our 
citizens approach the court system is changing dramatically; clearly our courts must adapt to these 
changing times. 


This program does significantly increase judicial efficiency and it does reduce court backlog. 


One other point in the area of family law. Some legislators and practitioners have had discussions 
about whether it is time to review Montana's system in this area of the law. Our adversarial system 
may not be the best approach especially considering the 6500 pro se cases in this area alone. | 
understand you may be asked to support a resolution requiring an interim study in the family law 
area. From my perspective, this may be the time to undertake such a study. 


Drug courts and Treatment courts in general can and do save taxpayer dollars. And the last two 
sessions, Legislators had the foresight to fund a small portion of these programs. Not long ago 
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50% of the children in foster care were there because of their parents' use of drugs, 
methamphetamine in particular. 


An incredibly high percentage, up to 90%, of prison inmates (both male and female) are 
incarcerated with chemical dependency problems, as many as half for meth. And, of course, many 
of our prisoners have severe mental illness issues. 


All of these social problems cause a tremendous drain on state and local government budgets. 
This is why governors across the country are proposing increased funding for drug courts as a 
cost-saving measure. 


Treatment courts divert some of these people to less expensive and more effective alternatives. 
They can keep kids out of Pine Hills or even more expensive out-of-state placements. They divert 
new commitments from our prisons to less expensive alternatives in the community. Drug courts 
reunite shattered families and turn participants into productive members of society. 


We have studies that demonstrate the success of Montana's drug courts. Some of the highlights 
include: 82% of drug court graduates that do not commit new offenses, a remarkable statistic, and 
a significant drop in recidivism. 


Here is a good one: In the 53 months that the Branch has been collecting data about drug court, 
46 babies were born drug free--an immense saving of taxpayer dollars. Only one was born drug 
affected. 


We have 29 active drug court dockets in Montana. Two of those are dedicated to our returning 
veterans that are having problems with readjustment to civilian life. We have 1,300 citizens who 
have participated in these courts. 


These programs are very difficult to complete. Drug courts don't take easy clients. Treatment 
courts are a strain on judges' time and energy. However, they are very rewarding as well. They 
do see good things happen in a courtroom, not a common occurrence in our courts. 


Judges in Montana are committed to addressing the problems in their communities, problems they 
see every day. 


Nationally, it has been proven that Treatment courts are by far the most effective thing we can do 
to address drug abuse and the social and crime related problems that go with it. 


Over 400 of our employees have not had a pay raise since October 2008. That is approaching 5 
years if you provide a raise this session. Of course, it is very difficult to retain good employees 
under those circumstances. The Montana Judges Association voted to support salary increases 
for our staff as its first legislative priority. 


Even so, we are a group that is dedicated and committed to our mission--most are even passionate 
about the purposes and role of the rule law in our society. They understand that the hallmark of

Our modest proposals will help to ensure that the small business owner, the woman injured through 
no fault of her own, the defendant wrongly accused, and the child crying in the crib get their 
opportunity to resolve their crises. We also hope that by making the court system more efficient 
and responsive to the public's needs, we can avoid coming to you in a future session asking for 
more judges, something | do not want to do. 


An independent, adequately funded judiciary is the key to constitutional democracy. Without 
courts, there is no justice.

(c) The evidentiary value of proof of the other offense is not substantially outweighed by 
danger of unfair prejudice, confusion of issues, misleading the jury, considerations of undue delay, 
waste of time, or needless presentation of cumulative evidence as provided in Rule 403 of the 
Montana Rules of Evidence. In making that determination under Rule 403, the court shall also take 
into consideration the following factors, among others:

(vii) whether the other offense resulted in a criminal conviction; and 

(viii) other facts and circumstances. 

(d) The court shall make specific findings with respect to subsections (2)(a), (2)(b), and 
(2)(c). 

(3) If the prosecution intends to offer evidence pursuant to this section, the prosecution shall 
disclose the evidence to the defendant. If the prosecution intends to offer a statement of a witness, 
the prosecution shall disclose that statement or a summary of the substance of any statement that 
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is expected to be offered at the time of the omnibus hearing held pursuant to 46- 
13-110 or at a later time that the court may for good cause allow. 

(4) This section does not prohibit or limit the admission or consideration of evidence under 
any other statute or rule. 

(5) As used in this section, the following definitions apply: 

(a) "Child" means a victim of an offense who is under 14 years of age if the offender was, 
at the time of the offense, 18 years of age or older. 

(b) "Offense of child molestation" means an offense that was committed in relation to a child 
that may be prosecuted pursuant to 45-5-502, 45-5-503, 45-5-504, 45-5-507, 45-5-625, or 45-5-627 
or any similar law of any other state. 

(c) "State" means this state, any other state, a territory or possession of the United States, 
an Indian reservation, the District of Columbia, or any other area under the jurisdiction of the United 
States.

(ii) the strength of the evidence that the defendant committed the other offense; 

(iv) the frequency of the other offenses; 

(v) the presence or lack of intervening circumstances;

(viii) other facts and circumstances.

Majority Leader Wittich moved the body resolve itself into a joint session for the purpose of 
receiving an address from the Honorable Congressman for the State of Montana, Steve Daines.

Majority Leader Wittich moved that the President be authorized to appoint a committee of four to 
notify Congressman Daines that the body was in joint session and ready to receive his address.

President Essmann introduced Congressman Steve Daines who gave the following remarks: 


KKKEKK 


President Essmann, Speaker Blasdel, Senator Sesso and Representative Hunter. Members of the 
Montana State Senate and State House. Governor Bullock, Secretary of State McCulloch, Attorney 
General Fox, and other elected officials. 
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It's an honor to be here with you today. And it's great to be home. | want to give a special hello to 
all of the brand-new legislators out there. | can relate. | am grateful for your willingness to serve the 
people of Montana. | have a deep appreciation for our state's true "citizen legislature." It's 
something that sets Montana apart from other states, and | think is a true reflection of how our 
elected leaders should serve. 


Here, the people who pass the laws--all of you--will go home in 90 days or so and actually have to 
work and live under those same laws. Our citizen legislators remain connected to those they serve, 
because they work and live in those same communities. You know what it means to create jobs, 
because you still own a small business. You understand how precious our state's resources are, 
because when you get home, there will still be fields to cultivate and crops to eventually harvest, 
cows to take care of. 


You know how important education is to our kids' futures, because you have kids still in school or 
are an educator yourself. Most importantly, you understand the importance of working together and 
putting politics and personality aside so that our kids and grandkids, so that our state, can have the 
best future possible. 


It's a lesson that Washington needs to learn, and | hope it's an attitude that remains unwavering 
as you work through this year's legislative session. As Montana's sole voice in the U.S. House of 
Representatives, this is a principle that | strive to live by as well. 


Senator Baucus, Senator Tester and myself make up just three voices among 535 in Washington, 
D.C. Needless to say, we're a bit outnumbered. So it's critical that our Montana voice is strong. It's 
important that we work together in Washington, to put Montana first, and that we also work closely 
with each of you. | enjoyed meeting with the Senators on my first day in office--some of you may 
have seen the photos of the three of us in my DC office. 


And speaking of having Montanans back in Washington. My wife of 26 years, Cindy, was unable 
to join me for President Obama's inauguration last week, so | had a spare ticket for one of the best 
seats in the house. And | looked at it, and thought "Someone from Montana should get this." And 
| was delighted that our own Secretary of State, Linda McCulloch, was able to join me. | hear it's 
the first inauguration she's been to since Nixon's. 


| also got to join Senator Baucus and our new governor, Steve Bullock, for what has become a 
Montana Inauguration Day tradition. The three of us, along with the Governor's daughter Caroline, 
had the opportunity to saddle up and ride horses all the way down Pennsylvania Avenue, from the 
U.S. Capitol to the White House. | just prayed it didn't turn into a rodeo. And if it did, | was ready 
to hang on for eight seconds and ride to the buzzer. It was such an honor to join Max and Steve 
for that ride. And | truly appreciate both of our Senators going out of their way to welcome me to 
Congress earlier this month. 


You know, we won't always agree on everything. And that's okay. But we know that working for our 
state and the people who call Montana home must always remain our number one goal. And to 
best serve the people of Montana, we all need to work together. And we need to also work with all 
of you here at home. 
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It's hard to believe that it's already been nearly a month since | was sworn into office. | was honored 
to have my wife, Cindy, my four kids, my parents, and my sister and her family join me in 
Washington, D.C. that day. | can't think of anyone more important to share that moment with than 
my family. 


While taking the oath of office, | held on to this little tattered Bible that had been passed down by 
my grandfather, who was born and raised in Conrad, Montana. And two of my children, Caroline 
and Michael, sat next to me on the House floor. | was reminded in that moment that the things that 
are most important to me as a father are also most important to me as Montana's Congressman: 
what | pass down to my children. My grandfather passed down more than a little tattered Bible. He 
passed down commonsense Montana values. Values that have shaped who | am today. 


My great-great-grandmother first came to Montana as a widow seeking a better future for her 
children, and she found it outside of Conrad, Montana. Montana pioneers made a future in our 
state because they shared commonsense values of hard work, saving for the future and helping 
their neighbors. Five generations later, we have the same responsibility to our children to save, to 
work hard and to hand down a future rich with opportunity and freedom. It's a stark comparison to 
what we're seeing in Washington, D.C. 


It goes without saying, but I'll say it anyway: Washington is broken. From runaway spending to 
record deficits, Washington has a habit of rewarding all the wrong behaviors. That town doesn't 
promote success--it promotes failure. 


| come from a business background, as | know many of you do. As any hardworking Montana 
taxpayer knows, families must balance their budgets...small businesses must balance their 
budgets...the state of Montana must balance its budget. It's about time Washington, D.C. did the 
same. 


Washington consistently fails to live within its means. Washington knows how to cut deals. 
Montanans want them to solve problems. Washington has emerged from recession better than any 
other region in the country. Seven of the 10 wealthiest counties in the nation are found in the 
greater Washington, D.C. area, with a median income of more than $100,000. That's more than 
twice the median income of Montana families. 


While hard-working families from across the United States have had to make sacrifices, 
Washington continues to spend without limit, to reward inaction, and put special interests ahead 
of the needs of American families. Thankfully, we do things a little differently in Montana. | can think 
of no better example of what makes America great than the Treasure State. 


Our Montana values--putting faith and family first, never being afraid of a hard day's work, taking 
responsibility for ourselves and our actions--these principles have shaped our state for the better. 
We value our resources and take pride in hard work and innovation. We honor the legacy that our 
grandparents and our veterans left us. Because we know that these lessons, these values, are 
what has allowed our state to prosper and grow. 


Now, despite what we all believe and will tell to any out-of-stater who thinks differently, things aren't 
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always perfect in Montana. But we learn from our mistakes, and we work to make things better. In 
Montana we don't give up. And we don't settle for "good enough" when we know that better is 
possible. 


We have great success stories here in Montana. The City of Billings is a good example of this. Not 
too long ago, the city was in tough financial shape. So, they made tough decisions and introduced 
priority-based budgeting. Departments broke down operations into a series of programs, attached 
the cost and staffing level for those programs and ranked them by priority. 


Seems like common sense--the sort of thing we do around the dinner table at home. This is just 
one example of taking commonsense ideas and creating real solutions. We need to bring these 
commonsense Montana solutions to Washington, D.C. 


That's why I'm here today--to learn from all of you. And that's why | am spending the coming week 
meeting with Montanans who are innovators in business, public service, and education and have 
the real experience and real results needed in Washington if we want to pass down the same 
opportunities to our children. 


We are fighting to protect the things we value and to leave a better future to the next generation. 
It's that simple but it's not going to be easy. 


That's why I'm focused on three key principles--three commonsense Montana values--that we need 
to bring to Washington to win this fight. 


First, we must never forget where we came from and what we're fighting for. 


Our parents and grandparents shaped this country, and worked hard to leave a better future for 
each of us. We must keep the promises we've made to our seniors and protect what they've 
worked for and deserve. 


And we must never forget those who gave the most--our veterans. | know many of you here today 
have served, and for that we owe our eternal gratitude and thanks. And like me, many of you have 
parents or grandparents who have served in our armed forces. My dad was a Marine, and his 
service and sacrifice to our nation inspired me and helped shape who | grew up to be. 


He also instilled in me a deep appreciation of Montana's heritage. In Montana, we value our 
freedoms and we know the importance of protecting them. That's why I'm committed to protecting 
and defending Montanans' second amendment rights. | grew up hunting with my dad and my 
grandpa, a tradition I've passed on to my kids. After the election in November, | cleared out my 
schedule, shut off my Blackberry, and took my youngest son and daughter hunting. 


Speaking of my kids, in Montana, we know how important family is. Every day, | am inspired by my 
four children. They are the reason why | decided to run for Congress. Like many of you, I'm worried 
about the future we're going to leave for the next generation. 


This is the first time in our nation's history where we're at risk of leaving the next generation a future 
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that is worse than the one our parents gave to us. We must take concrete steps today to ensure 
that doesn't happen. We need to ensure our kids have the opportunities to obtain a quality 
education and, just as importantly, that there are actually jobs available once they graduate. 


Which is why, second, we must work toward commonsense solutions that grow our economy 


Between miles of red tape, constantly changing regulations, and a tax code that's inches thick, it's 
no wonder that small businesses across the country are struggling. We have to make it easier for 
Montana businesses to grow and create jobs. It's time for real tax reform--a pro-growth tax code 
that provides American families and small businesses with certainty, not confusion, and 
encourages our small businesses to grow, invest, and hire new employees. 


In this global economy, our competitors are no longer just down the street, or across the state, or 
across the country...they are now across the world. We need a tax code that enables American 
businesses with the ability to win in the global marketplace, and most importantly, create jobs. 


We also need commonsense regulatory reform. Let's remove the red tape and the out-of-touch 
regulations that hold back our businesses, our health care providers, our family farms and ranches, 
and our energy producers. There are businesses just waiting to hire Montanans. But when the rules 
can change at the blink of an eye, it's nearly impossible for our state's businesses to invest in new 
workers. 


This is perhaps no more evident than the ongoing debate over the Keystone XL pipeline. Let me 
be clear--this project means jobs for Montanans. It means coming one step closer to North 
American energy independence. This isn't about politics--Republicans and Democrats alike support 
the pipeline. This is about American jobs. 


It's time for President Obama to approve this project. 


Montana has an abundance of natural resources, from our mountains and rivers to energy sources 
like coal and natural gas. Those of us in Montana understand the importance of being good 
stewards of our resources. | believe that Montanans know how to best protect the resources we 
value, and we also know how to best put them to use. 


I'm excited about the new partnership between the Crow Tribe and Cloud Peak Energy. That 
agreement will open up access to more than one billion tons of coal. That means new, good-paying 
jobs. That means millions of dollars injected into the economy. We should be encouraging these 
kinds of partnerships not putting up more roadblocks to commonsense energy production. 


But to accomplish any of these objectives, we must get our country back on solid fiscal ground. We 
need to balance our budget. (For those of you who are counting, that's number three.) 


When the Montana legislature adjourns this spring, you will have delivered a balanced budget for 
the people of Montana. | was looking over your website this week, and came across this: "Unlike 
the federal government, Montana state government cannot operate at a deficit. The state 
constitution requires the Legislature to balance the budget every session. In fact, passing a 
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balanced budget is the only constitutionally required duty of the Legislature." I'd like to see this 
commonsense approach embraced in Washington. 


Because Washington has proven time and time again that it is unable to live within its means. 
Out-of-control spending, $16 trillion in debt, the absence of a budget. Enough is enough. 
Washington politicians need to spend less, not take more. | am calling on Congress to come 
together and pass a budget that will balance our nation's budget within 10 years. Anything less 
is unfair to the next generation. To get our nation's spending under control, to balance our budget, 
and to preserve the things we value most, we must make Washington accountable. 


Montana families and small businesses understand that you can't spend more than you take in and 
that you need to balance your budget. These are common sense principles that Montanans live by 
every day--yet Washington refuses to follow them. It's absurd that Congress continues to refuse 
to fulfill the most basic requirement of their job--and that's passing a budget. 


I've spent 28 years of my life in business, and | know that if you don't do your job, you don't get 
paid. We need to bring that same accountability to Washington. Our nation is facing a fiscal crisis, 
and Washington's refusal to balance its budget only drives us deeper into debt threatening our 
economic recovery, the promises we've made to our seniors, and the future we hope to leave to 
the next generation. 


Washington must be accountable to the American people. That's why | supported the "No Budget, 
No Pay" Act last week that passed the U.S. House on a bipartisan vote. It's simple--the House and 
the Senate must pass a budget, or the members' pay is withheld. 


And by the way, this "No Budget, No Pay” idea did not originate from folks like Paul Ryan or Eric 
Cantor... it originated from Democrat Jim Cooper of Tennessee. | signed on to Jim's bill as one of 
my first to-do's when | took office. You might recall, the U.S. Senate has not passed a budget in 
nearly four years. And this bill heads to the Senate next week where it is expected to pass. 


It's common sense--if you don't do your job, you don't get paid. No budget, no pay. Measures like 
this reflect the things we've seen work in Montana. Commonsense business principles, that protect 
hardworking Montana taxpayers. We must make smart decisions today so that we can give to the 
next generation what they've been promised. 


There's a fight ahead in Washington--a fight for the future for our kids, our state, our country. 


We need to get our nation's debt under control. We need to balance the budget. We need to make 
Washington accountable to the American people. To Montanans. To you. | know | can't do it alone. 
| know that the solutions won't just come from one person or one party. It all comes back to working 
together. To bringing commonsense Montana ideas--like balancing a budget-- to Washington, D.C., 
to ensure our elected leaders are accountable to the people they serve. 


I'm spending the rest of my week traveling the state and talking with Montana business owners, 
innovators, and community leaders, so that | can learn from and take those solutions to 
Washington. 
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Because together, we can find solutions that put our nation back on track. Solutions that renew our 
economy and get Montanans back to work. Solutions that allow us to keep our promises to our 
grandparents and our veterans. Solutions that ensure we're leaving a better future for our kids. 


It's been an honor to be here with you today. Thank you again for the work you're doing on behalf 
of our state--| look forward to working with all of you.

With the Bullocks moving into the neighborhood, some of that change is unavoidable. It's been 
40 years since the predominant noise emanating from the Governor's mansion has been the 
sound of young children--children playing, laughing, just being kids. That noise will be a daily 
reminder to me... and | hope to all of us . . . of the reason we were sent here. Montana voters 
sent us here to make all our children's and grandchildren's futures brighter, more hopeful and 
more prosperous here in the state of Montana. 


If we are genuine in our concern for our children's future, we'll be as careful with the state's 
money as we teach our children to be with theirs. If we accept that this is more about their 
generation than ours, we will enter this building every day committed to creating even greater 
opportunities than we had. 


If we are truly committed to making our children's future brighter, we will invest in our education 
system. From before they enter kindergarten to the time they leave higher education, we must 
prepare them to succeed in a 21st century economy. And if we are sincere in our concern for 
the next generation, how we deal with one another matters, not only during this session but also 
throughout the campaigns that bring us to these positions of public trust. Every day, our kids 
watch what we do and learn from our example. 


Members of the 63rd Legislature, | ask you to join me. What | ask of you tonight is simple and 
straightforward: First, be responsible with our budget, because | won't allow you to spend more 
than we take in or make cuts that undermine our long-term stability. Second, join me in focusing 
on creating jobs, investing in education, and making government more effective; and lastly, act 
in a manner that we're not ashamed to have our children watching...because they are. 


| am taking these principles to heart, and we've hit the ground running to create better jobs, 
better schools and a more effective government. 


A company recently came to the state of Montana and said they'd like to locate a manufacturing 
facility in Great Falls, but they needed a workforce ready for the high-tech welding and fitting 
they do. These high-paying jobs are exactly the kind that Montana should be attracting. That's 
why we've already been working with Great Falls College. They will begin training workers to fill 
these jobs, and this company is now committed to investing in the Electric City. 


As part of this new program, we'll also ensure that students at the high schools in Great Falls 
can graduate with the certificates that will make them attractive candidates for these great jobs. 


Not only is that better jobs, but it's better schools, too. 


I've pledged to bring a more effective government to Montana--and we're doing that already, 
too. This Thursday, for the first time ever, Montana's checkbook will be online. We'll have a 
searchable database so that any Montanan, or anyone in the world, for that matter, can look at 
how we are spending the taxpayers’ money. It's the right thing to do and it'll lead to a more 
effective government. 
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While there are some things | can accomplish without your active engagement and partnership, 
there are other areas where we need each other if we are going to make progress. 


Crafting a budget is one of those areas where we need each other. Montana is the envy of 
other states: our unemployment is lower and our economy sounder. While nearly every other 
state's budget is awash in red ink, thanks to good fiscal management, Montana has amassed a 
half-billion-dollar budget surplus. 


Our state is strong and we're growing stronger. To continue improving our position, Montanans 
want us to take a balanced approach: Let's save some, invest some and give some back. 


Saving some ought to be simple. | have asked that you leave this legislative session with a 
rainy day fund, enough money in the bank so | don't have to call the legislature back to Helena 
eight months or a year from now. 


That means that we're going to have to prioritize, just like families do in your districts. Our 
priorities must start with addressing the essential services Montanans need and the long-term 
liabilities those before us created. Keep in mind that if | pull out my veto pen, it might not be 
personal, it might just be fiscal. 


We can also invest some. | ask you to join me in prioritizing job creation, education and a more 
effective government. The first step you should take in creating jobs and investing in education 
is to put politics aside and pass the J.O.B.S. Bill. Montanans have earned a reputation for 
working harder than our counterparts in any state in the country. The quality of our workers 
attracts businesses to invest here. 


But we can't expect to develop a 21st century workforce in 20th century conditions. The next 
generation of plumbers and welders, nurses and imaging techs, diesel mechanics and 
carpenters are learning their trades in substandard facilities. The Missoula College was built in 
1956 for 700 students and now has an enrollment approaching 3,000. 


Last week | visited the Automotive and Diesel Program at Havre. It has 200 students, a 100% 
placement rate, and some graduates earn a starting salary better than a Governor. But without 
our investment, this program cannot grow. And it's not just Missoula and Havre; many of our 
facilities are outdated and operating beyond their capacity. The young Montanans who are 
willing to invest in higher education deserve better. 


That's why Representative Galen Hollenbaugh and I, along with the Montana Chamber of 
Commerce, the Montana Contractors Association and others, have joined together to propose 
record investments in our educational facilities. 

It's called the J.O.B.S. Bill, which stands for Jobs and Opportunity by Building Schools. We can 
take advantage of historically low interest rates and immediately create thousands of jobs 
across the state, and do it without raising taxes. 

Stand with me and the over 2,500 construction workers we want to put to work building world 
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class schools for our world class workforce. And while we are at it, let's make sure that those 
2,500-plus construction workers newly employed by the J.O.B.S. Bill are our friends and 
neighbors. 


Right now, we have a law on the books that is supposed to require that at least half of the 
workers on any construction project funded by state or local tax dollars be Montana residents, 
but it's riddled with loopholes and not enforceable. When taxpayer money is funding a project, 
let's put Montana companies and Montana workers first. 


Let's work together to close these loopholes and expand this requirement to all projects, not just 
construction. And let's also significantly increase the proportion of Montana workers required on 
any state or locally funded project. | hope you will join Representative Amanda Curtis and me 
to pass this measure so we can put more money into the hands of Montana businesses and 
create more jobs for Montana workers. 


And as we put Montana companies and workers first, we must not forget the First Montanans. 
In my budget | proposed full funding for Indian Country Economic Development. | also insisted 
that the funding become permanent, so year after year American Indians don't have to come, 
hat in hand, asking for these job-creating funds. Unfortunately, in the first few weeks of this 
legislature, that funding has already been cut in half. | ask that this body--if you're serious about 
job creation for all Montanans--restore full funding for Indian Country Economic Development 
and make that funding permanent. 


Investing in our students and educational institutions requires more than bricks and mortar that 
are in our J.O.B.S. Bill. For generations, the quality of our education system has been 
recognized as the key to economic growth and job creation. But our public schools are even 
more than that--they are, truly, the great equalizer. Regardless of where we are born or how 
wealthy our parents are, our public schools open the doors of opportunity to all Montanans. 
They even helped a kid who couldn't, and still can't, sit still become the Governor of the greatest 
state in the country! 


As the father of a fifth and second grader, and a kindergartner, no issue is more important to 
me than extending the opportunities afforded by a good education to Montana's next 
generation. Our schools and the incredible teachers who educate our kids give us much to 
celebrate. Montana 8th graders outperform every other state in the nation in reading and math, 
and are second in science. Our high school graduation rates are up and our dropout rates are 
down. And we are increasing the rate at which Montana residents are getting college degrees 
faster than any other state in the nation. 


But we're not done. It's not where we start, but where we finish. We know an educated 
workforce is the foundation for a prosperous economy. So let's commit to increasing the 
number of Montana adults with a post-secondary degree or professional certificate to at least 
60 percent over the next decade. Given that we are now at about 40%, this is an ambitious 
goal. The future of this state will be shaped by whether we rise to meet it, and | have asked the 
Commissioner of Higher Education to join me in committing to this goal. And | ask the same of 
you, because we can't do this without you. 
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| have included proposals in this budget that move us in this direction. 


- Offering college classes to more high school students will help them recognize that higher 
education is within their reach and will give them a jump start on earning college credits. That's 
why | am asking that you help our two-year colleges expand and enhance dual credit programs. 


- If a student starts at Dillon they shouldn't have to reapply and get different financial aid 
packages if they choose to take classes at or transfer to Butte. We can make it easier for 
students by creating a universal enrollment system, so students at Miles Community College 
have access to courses at Montana State University, and so we can also bridge the hundreds 
of miles between rural Montana and our universities. 


- We aren't going to produce more college graduates if the cost of college is beyond the reach 
of Montana families. Let's not kid ourselves --as cautious as this body is about raising taxes, 
when tuition increases because higher education isn't adequately funded, that's a tax on tens of 
thousands of working families across our state. My budget includes an agreement to freeze 
tuition across the university system. | urge you to honor it. 


- Many college students today have recently returned home from serving our country in the 
armed forces. These soldiers, sailors, marines, airmen and women must know that our state 
will do everything we can to help them succeed. This morning, | went to the airport and 
welcomed home 45 soldiers from the Montana National Guard who had just spent a year in 
Afghanistan. | told them our commitment was strong and Lt. Gov. Walsh and | would ensure 
that we live up to the promise all of us made the day they signed up. 


That's why | asked this legislature to invest in our university system and make certain that we 
are providing the services and the space to meet veterans’ needs--the wraparound services that 
will reintegrate these heroes back into civilian life and on our college campuses. When | got 
back from the airport, | found out that, while | was gone, a legislative committee cut the funding 
for these critical services for returning vets. | urge you to restore these funds, live up to the 
promises we've made and welcome these warriors home with more than just words. 


If we are serious about training tomorrow's workers, our commitment must begin not when our 
kids first enter college or the workforce, but rather when they first enter the world. We can't wait 
until kindergarten before we take an interest. The evidence is compelling: every dollar we invest 
in early childhood education returns up to $9 to our communities. Early learning programs 
work. Children involved in early education do better in math and English, are much more likely 
to graduate from high school, and are a third less likely to be arrested as a juvenile. 


Unfortunately, Montana is dead last in the nation--50th out of 50--in state investment in early 
childhood education. That's unacceptable. We can't expect the federally funded Head Start 
program to carry the entire burden. Some local communities have stepped in to make sure 
these youngsters are given a better chance. Great Falls saw that a modest investment in pre-K 
programs led to a dramatic shift in kindergarten readiness, setting these students, and our 
state, on a much better path for the future. Other communities have seen the same. 
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As a first step, | urge this body to expand the proven "Stars to Quality Program" and make the 
long overdue investment in school readiness. I've laid out a plan that will create 100 more 
high-quality early childhood programs, getting 600 more families and 1,000 more children ready 
for school, annually. It's a proven high-return investment that will produce long-lived benefits for 
the students and our economy. 


And our commitment and investment must continue throughout their schooling. 


In the 1980s, voters created the Montana Lottery specifically to help fund Montana schools. But, 
by the 1990s, the legislature began raiding that fund for non-education projects. It's time we did 
right by our bosses and their kids. | ask for your support of my proposal to return the profits 
from the Lottery to the public schools they were intended to support. 


My budget also includes additional funding for the highly successful Jobs for Montana's 
Graduates program. | first learned about this program from former Governor Marc Racicot, 
who brought the program to Montana. The graduation rate for at-risk teens involved in this 
program is an amazing 98%. The vast majority of these graduates then go on to jobs, military 
service, or higher education. After just 14 months on the job, the taxes these kids pay has 
already repaid the cost of their participation in the program. 


Technology has pushed Montana into a global marketplace, but far too many of our schools are 
lagging behind. The phones in our pockets have better Internet access than many of the 
classrooms in our state. That's why | also support further investing in our schools, and using 
state resources to help school districts modernize and acquire today's technology. 


We can and we will work together to invest in and improve our public schools. In making even 
modest investments in early childhood education and technology improvements for our schools, 
| am asking that you look beyond the immediate, beyond this session or even the length of time 
you and | will be entrusted with serving the public. It isn't always easy investing now for later 
returns, but that's what leaders do. I'm asking you to look beyond the immediate in other areas, 
too, including transforming the way we deliver healthcare, so we can create jobs and take care 
of those who need our help the most. 


To have a healthy economy, we need healthy citizens. For those of us with health insurance, 
we're paying too much and getting too little. And for the tens of thousands of Montanans who 
don't have insurance, the emergency room has become a primary care facility, pushing costs 
for all of us even higher. The fact is, subsidizing expensive ER care for the uninsured costs 
Montanans $300 million a year. That makes no sense when there is a smarter, cheaper way to 
provide better care. 


Through Access Health Montana, we are proposing a made-in-Montana solution designed to 
increase coverage and access to health care for more Montana families. It will also create a 
patient-centered delivery system that focuses on coordinating care and improving health, rather 
than simply treating illness. Implementing these measures will allow us to better control and 
ultimately lower the costs of health care--slowing the annual rate hikes that hit all of our wallets. 
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This is an opportunity to reduce costs and expand access to quality care for nearly 70,000 more 
Montanans. And it's more than that. Access Health Montana will create more than 5,000 new 
jobs next year alone, by bringing millions of dollars of new economic activity to Montana. It will 
cut costs by improving preventative care and because those with insurance are more likely to 
visit a doctor instead of a high-cost hospital emergency room. 


Medicaid expansion is federally funded, so if Montana doesn't expand its Medicaid program, 
then our tax dollars will be used to help patients in states like Arizona, Nevada and North 
Dakota--states where Republican Governors are leading the effort to expand Medicaid. Let me 
make this point abundantly clear: if we fail to act, Montana taxpayer dollars will be used to 
provide health care to the citizens of states thousands of miles away, while our rates will 
continue to go up year after year. 


It's time we set the politics aside on this issue. Politics won't treat diabetes. Extremism won't 
create jobs. And intransigence won't provide health care for those who can't afford it. Under 
Access Health Montana, | also propose increasing by 25 percent the number of seats in the 
WWAMI program, which allows Montana medical students to attend medical school with other 
students from the Northwest. This program has been extremely successful in encouraging 
doctors to come back to our cities, towns and rural areas to practice. But there hasn't been an 
increase in the number of positions open to our students through WWAMI in over two decades. 


Tonight, | ask each and every member of this legislature to take the longer view, and lead the 
way by focusing on the health and welfare of our neighbors. Let's work together to put 
Montanans first and use their hard-earned tax dollars wisely. 


It's that same longer view that will allow Montana to help lead America to energy independence. 
With the responsible development of our coal, wind, oil and gas, hydropower, biofuels and 
geothermal capacity, we are creating jobs and strengthening our rural economies. 


But for some communities in Eastern Montana, the rapid growth associated with the energy 
boom is creating immediate infrastructure problems. That's why I've proposed creating a grant 
program for communities affected by oil and gas development. | ask that we invest $15 million 
dollars in providing matching funds to affected cities and towns that do not get a share of the 
increased revenues that county governments and school districts receive from oil and gas 
development. 


We must also meet our responsibility to fix a long-term problem created by our predecessors. | 
have outlined a detailed plan that will shore up our retirement systems and do so without raising 
taxes. 


| look forward to working with this body to ensure we craft a plan that honors our commitment to 
Montana's public servants--a plan that doesn't go back on the promises we made to the 
snowplow drivers, prison guards, teachers and other middle-class workers who are our friends 
and neighbors. 
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As I've already described to you, saving some for a rainy day is simple. | also believe that we 
can wisely invest our resources to create jobs and improve education. 


Giving some back ought to be equally simple. | believe we're more likely to create jobs if we 
invest in working families, small businesses, farmers and ranchers, and students. In my book, 
an investment on Main Street is an investment that will pay off, right here in Montana. 


Some disagree with me. They believe we'd be better off if we focused on helping multi-national 
corporations that have their headquarters in Pennsylvania, a PO Box in Delaware, bankers on 
Wall Street, and lobbyists in Helena and Washington. 


Don't get me wrong; other than when they're spending their shareholders’ money in our 
elections, | like the out-of-state corporations that are investing in, and employing, Montanans. | 
welcome them and want to work with them to create jobs and invest in our state. 


But when Montana is already ranked as having one of the country's best tax climates for 
business, let's never allow misinformation to be the motivation for missteps--let's evaluate tax 
rebates and cuts with our eyes wide open. 


| propose returning $100 million back to the pockets of Montana homeowners. | recognize that 
others have suggested we should use that $100 million and provide property tax cuts, instead. 
The difference between the tax rebate and tax cut is simple: who stands to benefit? 


Giving $100 million back in the form of a tax rebate will return $400 to everyone with their 
primary residence in the state. When you put a check in the hands of Montana taxpayers, 
they're going to take that money downtown and spend it at the small businesses along our Main 
Streets. 


If you take the $100 million and use it to cut property taxes, instead, the average Montana 
homeowner would receive just $44 this year, not $400. Think about that--it will take 10 years for 
the taxpayer to get as much money back as they'll get this year with the rebate. Yet, if you area 
company like PP&L, the proposed tax cut would reward you with over $1 million this year alone, 
23-thousand times more than what the average homeowner would receive. 


If we consider who stands to benefit from our actions, the path we should take becomes clear. 
We have the opportunity to return money to hardworking Montanans and create $100 million 
dollars of economic activity in Montana. This rebate won't blow long-term holes in our budget 
and it won't saddle future legislatures, or future generations, with the Washington, D.C.-style 
deficits that Montana has avoided during this recession. Let's not miss this chance. 


The same goes for cuts to the Business Equipment tax, which is a tax on the market value of 
equipment a business owns. The last legislature reduced this tax rate, across the board, for 
every company in the state. Let's take the next step and eliminate that tax for 11,000 Montana 
businesses--two-thirds of the companies that pay it. 
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Doing so will directly benefit the Main Street businesses in your communities. The Parrot 
Confectionary has been making and selling candy on Last Chance Gulch in Helena since 1922. 
Under my proposal, the Parrot would no longer pay this tax. Chinook Windows in Great Falls 
manufactures and distributes windows made for the harsh Montana climate. They can use the 
business equipment tax dollars they've been paying to further invest in their business. Under 
my proposal, the Iron Horse in Missoula would also have a little more breathing room in their 
bottom line. 


From manufacturers to restaurants and taverns to service providers, 11,000 Montana 
businesses will no longer pay this tax, freeing up thousands of dollars they can invest in their 
businesses or employees. We have the opportunity to stand with the vast majority of small and 
medium sized businesses in this state--let's not miss that chance. 


As we focus on creating jobs, investing in education and making government more effective, 
let's behave in a manner that will make our children proud. | have already been trying to change 
the tone in the halls of this building. | hope you'll join me in doing so. 


| hope you will also help me preserve the integrity of our elections. 


One hundred years ago, our ancestors came together, not as Democrats or Republicans, but 
as Montanans, to take control of their destiny. Those forward-thinking Montanans knew that our 
elections, the cornerstone of our democracy, should be about our principles, our ideas, our 
beliefs and our plans for the future. Our campaigns should be vigorous debates about the 
problems we face and the opportunities that lie ahead. 


And they knew that our government should be about the people--lending a hand to those who 
need it, bettering this place we love, ensuring that the next generation has opportunities even 
greater than we enjoy. Since then, our leaders have always been our friends and neighbors, 
and they have looked out for our interests. In the century following the passage of the Corrupt 
Practices Act, Montana has benefitted from a strong citizen democracy. 


In the past several years, however, more money than ever before has been spent on political 
campaigns--both at the national level and in Montana. As Attorney General, | fought to 
preserve our citizen democracy and stem the tide of this corporate money in our elections. 


We have seen the rise of so-called "dark money" groups that target candidates, yet refuse to 
tell the voting public who they really are and what they really represent. They hide behind 
made-up names and made-up newspapers. They operate out of PO Boxes or Washington, 
D.C. office buildings. They falsely proclaim themselves the guardians of Montana's traditions. 


These groups believe they can violate our laws and corrupt our government in order to create a 
system that benefits their special interests. Montanans deserve better. The entire nation is 
looking to us to continue our fight to preserve our citizen democracy. We can show those who 
believe elections can be bought and sold what democracy really means--government of the 
people, by the people and for the people. 
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Help me reform our laws, so that any organization spending money during the course of an 
election reveals the amount it spends and the source of its money. Help me make sure that, as 
voters and as investors, we know who is spending and how much. Together, let's guarantee 
that our elections will never be auctions, controlled by anonymous bidders. We owe nothing 
less to our ancestors who reformed our government a century ago and we owe nothing less to 
our kids who will inherit the government we run today. 


There's an old saying - if you don't know where you're going, any road will get you there. But we 
know where Montana must go: better jobs, better schools, a more effective government. 


We have a lot of work to do, but tremendous opportunities lie ahead. Let's use our time in office 
wisely. Let's build on, but not be constrained by, the progress of the past. Let's be resolute in 
keeping our focus forward and to the future. At the end of any one of our terms. . . yours or 
mine. . . we will be measured by the progress we have made. And the true measure will be 
taken not by the politicians or pundits, but by our children. Let us not forget that it is to them we 
are most accountable.

Majority Leader Wittich moved the body resolve itself into a joint session for the purpose of 
receiving the State of Education address from Denise Juneau, Superintendent of Public Instruction 
for the State of Montana. Motion carried.

President Essmann introduced Superintendent of Public Instruction Denise Juneau who gave the 
following address:

Thank you President Essman, Speaker Blasdel, Representatives, Senators, and honored guests 
for this opportunity to provide the State of Education. 
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| want to begin by recognizing my parents, Stan and Carol. They are both life-long educators and 
taught me the value of education. My mom used to be one of you, representing the people of 
Montana in both the House and the Senate. | kind of miss her being in the Legislature. | could 
always count on at least one vote when she was here. 


| also want to recognize my Deputy Superintendent, Dennis Parman, and my Chief of Staff, 
Madalyn Quinlan. They represent the great state workers we have at OPI. Thank you for the work 
that you do on behalf of Montana's schools and students. 


| have a great job. | get to travel all over our beautiful state and see first-hand why we have so 
many reasons to be proud of our public schools. Our students consistently perform in the top ten 
states in reading, math and science. In fact, our 8th graders were the top performers in science 
and in the top two in math last year. Dropout rates are decreasing and graduation rates are 
climbing. We have great outcomes in Montana because our schools are innovative and work to 
meet the needs of their communities and students. 


Over sixty of our small schools have changed their schedules to a four-day school week. This 
allows every student an opportunity to participate in extracurricular activities, and parents do not 
have to take their student out of school for appointments and such. | recently visited with the 
superintendent from Centerville who said, as a result of changing to a four-day school week, 
students have 721 fewer absences, and teacher and student morale is up. This is just one 
example of innovative strategies happening in our rural schools. 


Helena offers Montessori classes in their elementary schools. Missoula is starting Spanish 
language immersion classes next year. Billings has a Career Center with over 1,200 students 
attending. Browning has the Blackfeet Academy that helps their most at-risk students succeed. 
Laurel has started an alternative school this year. There are innovative education strategies 
everywhere in this state. And, itis all happening within our public system. This innovation helps 
keep us at the top of the nation. 


And, speaking of innovation in our public education system, in 2011, the Legislature appropriated 
$2 million to create an online high school course delivery system known as the Montana Digital 
Academy. What a visionary action to take! The Digital Academy is now an important part of our 
quality public education system in our huge, rural state. Its courses are taught by Montana public 
school teachers and are serving nearly 4,000 public and home-schooled students each year, and 
it continues to grow. The MTDA is providing students in rural schools access to elective courses 
that have never before been available to them, including world languages and Advanced Placement 
courses. In our urban schools, the credit recovery classes allow students to catch up to their peers, 
increasing our graduation rates in our largest school districts. 


With the increasing demand for these courses, we expect the MTDA to grow to 10,000 enrollments 
each year by 2015. That is why | have asked you to increase your $2.3M appropriation by $1.5M 
over the next biennium. This type of innovation within our public education system is one that you, 
as legislators, should be very proud of, because you helped support its success. No matter where 
students attend school, the MTDA provides the opportunity for students to take diverse classes like 
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dual credit courses offered by the Montana University System, Web design, and Personal Finance. 


| have a friend who is a teacher in Arlee, Ms. Baldwin, who also teaches a Native American Studies 
class through the Digital Academy. She teaches students in Missoula, Kalispell, Kevin, Sunburst, 
Harlowtown, Plentywood, Ekalaka, Big Sandy, and Fishtail. 


These online courses provide interaction among students who would not normally meet in a 
classroom--kids from our cities and reservations learning calculus together; public school students 
and home schooled students learning Montana history together. 


The MTDA is a Montana success story. It deserves your attention and support. 


We should definitely celebrate our many accomplishments. But we also know there's much more 
to do. | want every student to graduate from high school, and | want their K-12 education to 
prepare them to succeed in college or start their careers. When | came into office, more than 
2,400 students were dropping out of school. That's way too many. | knew we could do better. 


| brought a bill to raise the legal dropout age to the 2011 Legislative Session. It was sponsored by 
your colleague, Sen. Taylor Brown. Despite this bill not making it out of committee, | was not 
deterred from my belief that we could do more to decrease our dropout rate. After the 2011 
Session, | worked hard to bring statewide attention to our dropout challenge. | traveled around the 
state and worked with schools, community organizations, and businesses to create a statewide 
Graduation Matters presence. 


This year, sixty-five percent of Montana students attend a school where there is a Graduation 
Matters initiative happening in their community. Over 7,000 students have participated in the "I 
Pledge to Graduate" campaign. We have established some great public/private partnerships that 
allow us, at the state level, to fund local Graduation Matters efforts: a $450,000 grant from the 
Dennis and Phyllis Washington Foundation, $20,000 from State Farm, and $50,000 from the 
Student Assistance Foundation. And several other businesses and organizations like Town Pump 
Hotels, Optimum Cable, and Northwest Energy have helped my Student Advisory Board meet and 
supported the Graduation Matters Summit we held last summer. 


A lot of work has happened in between legislative sessions. And, all of this work is paying off. Our 
dropout rates are going down, and our graduation rates are going up. In alittle less than four years, 
we've seen the dropout numbers decrease by nearly 600--to 1,841 students. This is due to all of 
the hard work going on at the local level where schools, non-profit organizations, main-street 
businesses and families are working together to support students. 


There is so much going on across this state--| want to give you a couple of examples. In Hardin, 
they created an after-school credit recovery program for seniors who were short of credits to 
graduate. Every student who participated graduated on-time with their class--more than 20 students 
who were inspired and motivated by just a little extra help. When | was at Hardin's Graduation 
Matters kick-off event, they had students who wrote essays, had an art contest, and created public 
service announcements. One Hardin student told her teacher, "I looked Denise Juneau in the eye 
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and pledged to graduate from high school, and I'm going to do it.". That's the power of high 
expectations. 


In Miles City, the student-led Graduation Matters event had students, teachers, and community 
members attempt to set the Guinness world record for largest number of people engaged in a 
thumb war. 


In Kalispell, they recently brought all 700 of their 8th graders to the fairgrounds for a Graduation 
Matters event. Participating students agreed that graduation is the key to pursuing their dreams, 
achieving success and gaining respect in their community. 


In St. Ignatius, | attended an all-grade community showcase evening event. The entire school 
focused on Graduation Matters activities. A few days later, | received a note from a mom who 
wrote that her son gave her a framed picture of him posing with his pledge to graduate for mother's 
day. 


Just last week, | was in Browning for their Graduation Matters event. 1,800 K-12 students gathered 
in the high school gym and took the pledge to graduate. There were original songs, cheers, and 
dancing. It was quite the celebration, and, really, quite the homecoming. 


| visited with one of my classmates who is now a teacher. She told me that she had been skeptical 
of Graduation Matters. She worried that it was simply a PR campaign and really wouldn't result in 
much change. But, she said that as they built the program and talked more and more about 
graduation, she saw a change in her students. They started talking about going to college and 
their life aspirations. They started taking their discussion about the importance of graduating 
home. She now believes in Graduation Matters. Those kinds of stories are permeating across the 
state. 


| could use the Legislature's help in promoting the idea that Graduation Matters to everyone in our 
state. Schools and communities have put in the hard work to focus on increasing the graduation 
rate-it's now time for you, as state legislators, to step up and partner with these local efforts and 
set high expectations for all students and schools. 


| ask that you work with your colleagues on the Senate Education committee to bring Senate Bill 
13, sponsored by Senator Wanzenried, to raise the legal dropout age, back to life and pass it. It's 
time for the legislature to set the expectation that our students should graduate from high school. 
You can set that expectation by passing Senate Bill 13. The bill is not a cure-all for our dropout 
problem. As lawmakers you know that issues as complex as this cannot be solved by one bill. But 
it does set an expectation that, in today's economic climate, it's imperative that a student have a 
diploma or certificate as they enter adulthood, and raising the legal dropout age will make a 
difference. We expect about 250 students annually will change their minds about dropping out if 
this bill passes. 


The last time we raised our expectations of students in this area was 1921, 90 years ago, when we 
asked that they stay in school until they turned 16 or completed 8th grade. Our 21st Century 
realities cannot be sustained by our 100-year-old policies. We must set our expectations higher 
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than an 8th-grade graduation. A principal from Thompson Falls stated during the hearing that 
"educators aren't in the business of giving up on students." Let's make that true all across this 
state because we know that there are no throwaway kids. 


There is also another bill, Senate Bill 14, soonsored by Senator Wanzenried, which will support 
schools when they do the right thing by allowing students who may need a little extra time to finish 
their high school diploma, even though they have turned 19 years old. This past year, there were 
about 50 schools, both large and small, that educated 135 students older than 18. 


Right now, we are the only state in the country that does not provide funding for educating these 
students. | suspect Senate Bill 14 will be on the Senate floor very soon--| urge you to pass it and 
get it to the Governor's desk. 


| Know that we must do more than simply make sure students graduate from high school. We must 
ensure their diploma means something when they cross the stage. That's why | worked with the 
Board of Public Education to raise our learning standards in English and math, standards that we 
share with 45 other states. 


The OPI and the Board of Public Education have set the stage for great things to happen in our 
public schools. The Chairperson of the Board of Public Education, Patty Myers, is sitting up here 
in the front. Please help me thank her for her leadership. 


Because of the Board of Public Education's leadership, we no longer have standards that are a 
mile wide and an inch deep. They are rigorous and provide a clear pathway of learning for each 
grade level. They make it very clear to parents and teachers what students should be learning. If 
properly implemented, Montana students will be ready to compete not only with their peers across 
the country, but across the globe. 


Schools have already started aligning their local curriculum to the standards, providing training to 
teachers and school leaders and educating parents on the upcoming changes. Additional training 
is needed if we are to be successful in this endeavor. Legislative support in this effort will make 
sure that every education professional has equal access to high quality training throughout our 
state. | am requesting a one-time-only $4 million appropriation to support regional training for our 
schools so every teacher, no matter where they are in Montana, is able to get their students to 
reach the higher bar set in our new English and math standards. 


Technology is also a big part of these new standards and it continues to deeply affect the way we 
work. Now, with a new online state assessment in 2015, it will help inform how our schools 
perform--not only across the state, but compared to schools across the country. 


Our schools need to have 21st Century classrooms where technology is a tool that is integrated 
into learning. | have been to schools that use document cameras, laptop carts and Promethean 
boards--the interactive "smart boards" that are changing the way some lessons are being delivered. 
In Lavina, students use their school laptop to conduct science research on insects. The teacher 
says the use of technology in classroom lessons has created a classroom full of excited and 
motivated research scientists.

East Helena schools bought iPads for every 3rd and 6th grader in their school district. Other grades 
have access to mobile technology labs of computers and other devices. They use these new 
devices to access lessons that are not available in their textbooks. The school board is using 
technology to prepare their kindergarten students to enter the workforce in 2025, and changing 
their instruction to match a world that we can only imagine. 


In that spirit, | ask you to support Governor Bullock's $6 million one-time-only request to help all 
schools beef up their technology and move toward every classroom being a digital one. 


As | stated earlier, | get to travel all across our state and observe great classroom teaching and 
learning. This fall, | was in Great Falls to attend their Graduation Matters kick-off. They highlighted 
the class of 2025--this year's first graders. That makes you feel old, right? They asked each 
student what they wanted to be when they grew up. There were a few scientists, a couple rock 
stars--then one little girl stated that she wanted to be a rainbow unicorn. 


It got me thinking--how do we support every child to reach their dreams? What career track and 
course offerings and curriculum do we provide to this young student to achieve her dreams? Then, 
one of the administrators told me that children who dream of becoming rainbow unicorns become 
our future teachers. 


It's true that our teachers are resourceful, innovative, and caring. They work every day to teach 
students to think critically, build imagination, and develop creativity. Our classroom teachers are 
the everyday heroes in our education system, and they deserve our respect. No other profession 
is more responsible for securing our economic future. 


We also have teachers that go above and beyond the call of duty. These are our Teachers of the 
Year. | want to introduce Montana's 2013 Teacher of the Year, Eileen Sheehy, who is sitting here 
in the front row. | visited Billings West High School right after she received teacher of the year 
status. It was during a student assembly where students gave her a standing ovation and a 
bouquet of flowers. Every person | talked to--students, teachers, and administrators--all spoke 
highly of Ms. Sheehy. | know that she is a great representative of Montana's teaching profession. 
In the words of one of her students, "she is pretty stellar." Please help me to thank Ms. Sheehy 
for growing up to be one of Montana's most impressive rainbow unicorns. 


When we get down to the basics of public education, we need to not only respect the people who 
work in schools, we must also listen to students. Two years ago, | started the first ever Student 
Advisory Board. Forty students from across the state let me know what is happening in their 
schools and classrooms and advise me on how we might best move Montana's education system 
forward. These students are from both large and small schools, some are valedictorians of their 
class, some have dropped out of school and dropped back in, some have lots of family and 
community support, some struggle to make it to school every day. Each one of them is inspiring. 


One of my former Student Advisory Board members is in the gallery today, Sapphire Carter. She 
is a graduate from Rocky Boy High School, a member of the Chippewa-Cree Tribe and is now 
attending Carroll College, double majoring in History and Political Science. She and a fellow 
student started a mentoring program at their high school, partnering an upperclassman with an 
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entering freshman to provide on-the-ground training for navigating high school. It's an example of 
a great student-led program and student leadership. 


| had the honor of being the commencement speaker for Sapphire's graduating class where she 
was the valedictorian and it was announced that she was a recipient of a Gates Millennium 
Scholarship, a full-ride to college. | recently asked Sapphire about her experience on the Student 
Advisory Board. She said that, as a result of her experience on the board, she is now committed 
to encourage others to finish high school and attend college. She learned how much an education 
is worth--that an education is the difference between economic security and having no food on the 
table. She is now interning at the Commissioner of Higher Education's office and working with 
GEAR UP, a program that helps other students set their sights on college. Thank you, Sapphire, 
for helping to make Montana's future a little more bright. 


| will continue my work with my Student Advisory Board. | learn so much from them about what it 
is like to be a young person growing up in the 21st Century. They also let me know when my ideas 
are "lame" and should be thrown aside. We could all benefit from their candidness about our policy 
ideas. Our young people are smart, creative, and ready to lead. 


Students tell me the number one thing they want in their learning is relevancy. And, there is not 
a more relevant learning experience than the one offered by career and technical education 
courses. It is an important component of Graduation Matters. In fact, students who take three or 
more Career and Technical Education courses have a graduation rate of 96%, far exceeding the 
statewide average. 


As | travel the state speaking with business leaders, | am consistently told they are looking for 
employees not only with academic knowledge but also with skills such as a strong work ethic, time 
management, team work, communications, problem-solving, and self-confidence. These are 
exactly the type of skills that students attain when they are part of Career and Technical Student 
Organizations. 


Newer student organizations like Health Occupation Students of America are recruiting and 
preparing the future health professionals of our state, and FFA, which has been thriving in Montana 
since the 1930s, continues to provide thousands of Montana students with learning and leadership 
opportunities. 


Keeping our Career and Technical Student Organizations thriving is a critical piece of my 
Graduation Matters agenda this legislative session. I'm working with Representative Jesse O'Hara 
on a proposal to increase state support for these programs by $1 million so they can expand their 
membership and continue to graduate students who are prepared for college and the workforce. 


As part of Graduation Matters Montana, | have also forged a strong partnership with the Montana 
University System and Commissioner of Higher Education Clay Christian. Over the past two years, 
we have worked together to streamline our systems so more students have the opportunity to 
attend college. We are connecting our data systems so students can push a button and send their 
high school transcript to any college for admission. We will connect the new Common Core 
standards to entry level college courses so everyone is on the same page about the content 
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students must have to be prepared for college algebra and Composition 101. 


This will help to decrease our remediation rates and make sure our high school students not only 
graduate, but that they are prepared for college if they choose to attend. We have worked together 
so this spring, every high school junior will have the opportunity to take the ACT at no cost to their 
family. 


Thank you to our Board of Regents Chairperson, Angela McLean, and Commissioner of Higher 
Education Clay Christian, for your commitment to access and affordability in our university system 
for every Montanan. 


We are also working together to increase the number of high school students taking college 
courses before they graduate. | meet high school students who are getting a head start on 
becoming nurses, IT specialists, auto mechanics, chefs, or engineers through dual credit programs. 
We know that high school students who take college-level courses are more likely to graduate, 
enter college, and stay in college. Montana currently ranks 37th in the nation for the percentage 
of 15 to 17-year-olds taking at least one college course. We can do better. 


| ask you to support the Governor's budget proposal for $2M to help boost our two-year college 
participation, including dual credit opportunities. | also ask you to support House Bill 166, 
sponsored by Representative Amanda Curtis, which redirects lottery proceeds to Montana 
University System student aid, part of which includes tuition reimbursement to families paying for 
their high school student to take college-credit courses before they graduate. 


| am proud to be the top advocate for public education. Public education means so much to all of 
us. Itis still the great equalizer. It is the last great public endeavor we have in America that is open 
to all, to every citizen. Public education proves that America is still the land of opportunity. 


| know the value of a Montana public education because it's a gift | was given. It is part of who | am, 
and part of what drove me to become an educator. And | know what we have to lose if we don't 
preserve and strengthen public education for generations to come. 


There is no better economic development tool than making sure our young people receive a quality 
education so they can secure a good job and are better able to support a family. To be 
pro-business, you have to be pro-education. 


As your State Superintendent, | will continue to celebrate the great things happening in our public 
education system. | will continue to confront our challenges head-on by working with local schools 
and communities. | will continue to fiercely advocate for all those who dedicate their lives to public 
education and most of all, for our kids. 


Join me in standing up for our kids, our public schools, and all the parents, educators, staff, and 
leaders who work daily to build a more prosperous future for Montana. We need to unite behind 
public education. An investment in public education is an investment in our future. It is the number 
one jobs issue of this legislative session. | call on you to do the right thing and invest in our public 
schools so they have the resources they need to stay at the top of the nation.

(i) from 180 to 359 aggregate hours of pupil instruction per school year is counted as 
one-quarter-time enrollment; 

(ii) from 360 to 5389 aggregate hours of pupil instruction per school year is counted as 
half-time enrollment; 
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(ili) from 540 to 719 aggregate hours of pupil instruction per school year is counted as 
three-quarter-time enrollment; and 

(iv) 720 or more aggregate hours of pupil instruction per school year is counted as full-time 
enrollment. 

(6) Enrollment in a program intended to provide fewer than 180 aggregate hours of pupil 
instruction per school year may not be included for purposes of ANB. 

(c) Enrollment in a self-paced program or course may be converted to an hourly equivalent 
based on the hours necessary and appropriate to provide the course within a regular classroom 
schedule. 

(d) A pupil in kindergarten through grade 12 who is concurrently enrolled in more than one 
public school, program, or district may not be counted as more than one full-time pupil for ANB 
purposes. 

(5) For a district that is transitioning from a half-time to a full-time kindergarten program, 
the state superintendent shall count kindergarten enrollment in the previous year as full-time 
enrollment for the purpose of calculating ANB for the elementary programs offering full-time 
kindergarten in the current year. For the purposes of calculating the 3-year ANB, the 
superintendent of public instruction shall count the kindergarten enrollment as one-half enrollment 
and then add the additional kindergarten ANB to the 3-year average ANB for districts offering 
full-time kindergarten. 

(6) When a pupil has been absent, with or without excuse, for more than 10 consecutive 
school days, the pupil may not be included in the enrollment count used in the calculation of the 
ANB unless the pupil resumes attendance prior to the day of the enrollment count. 

(7) The enrollment of preschool pupils, as provided in 20-7-117, may not be included in the 
ANB calculations. 

(8) The number of additional high school ANB in a district that results from the inclusion of 
pupils who have reached the age of 19 may not exceed 40 in any school fiscal year and must be 
further limited to the greater of 3 additional high school ANB or 103% of high school ANB that 


would exist without the inclusion of pupils who have reached the age of 19 rounded up to the 
nearest whole number. 


{8}(9) The average number belonging of the regularly enrolled, full-time pupils for the public 
schools of a district must be based on the aggregate of all the regularly enrolled, full-time pupils 
attending the schools of the district, except that the ANB is calculated as a separate budget unit 
when:

(ii) the territory to be transferred is contiguous to or coterminous with the district to which 
it is to be attached, includes taxable property, and has school-age children ttving residing in it; 

(ili) the territory to be transferred is not located within 3 miles, over the shortest 
practicable route, of an operating school in the district from which it is to be transferred; and 

(iv) the board of trustees of the school district that would receive the territory has 
approved the proposed transfer by a resolution adopted by a majority of the members of the 
board of trustees at a meeting for which proper notice was given. 

(b) A petition to transfer territory to or from a K-12 district may not be presented to a 
county superintendent unless both school boards and the county superintendents have agreed 
in writing. 






(2) Once a petition to transfer territory has been filed, an additional petition to transfer 
that territory may not be filed for 4 years unless the county superintendents have agreed in 
writing. 

(3) The petition for a transfer of territory must be delivered to the county superintendent 
and must: 

(a) provide a legal description of the territory that is requested to be transferred and a 
description of the district to which the territory is to be transferred; 

(b) state the reasons why the transfer is requested; and 

(c) state the number of school-age children residing in the territory. 

(4) If both the trustees of the receiving and transferring school districts have approved 
the proposed territory transfer in writing, the county superintendent shall grant the transfer. 

(5) For any petition that meets the criteria specified in subsection (1) and contains the 
information required by subsection (3) but that has not been approved in writing by the board of 
trustees of the school district that would transfer the territory, the county superintendent shall: 

(a) not more than 40 days after receipt of the petition, set a place, date, and time for a 
hearing to consider the petition; and 

(b) give notice of the place, date, and time of the hearing. The notice must be posted in 
the districts affected by the petition for the transfer of territory in the manner prescribed in this 
title for notices for school elections, with at least one notice posted in the territory to be 
transferred. Notice must also be delivered to the board of trustees of the school district from 
which the territory is to be transferred. 

(6) The county superintendent shall conduct a hearing as scheduled, and any resident, 
taxpayer, or representative of the receiving or transferring district must, upon request, be heard. 
At the hearing, the petitioners have the initial burden of presenting evidence on the proposed 
transfer's effect on: 

(a) the educational opportunity for the students in the receiving and transferring 
districts, including but not limited to: 

(i) class size; 

(ii) ability to maintain demographic diversity; 

(iti) local control; 

(iv) parental involvement; and 
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(v) the capability of the receiving district to provide educational services; 
(b) student transportation, including but not limited to: 
(i) safety; 

(ii) Cost; and 
(ili) travel time of students; 

(c) the economic viability of the proposed new districts, including but not limited to: 

(i) the existence of a significant burden on the taxpayers of the district from which the 
territory will be transferred; 

(ii) the significance of any loss in state funding for the students in both the receiving and 
transferring districts; 

(iii) the viability of the future bonding capacity of the receiving and transferring districts, 
including but not limited to the ability of the receiving district and the transferring district to meet 
minimum bonding requirements; 

(iv) the ability of the receiving district and the transferring district to maintain sufficient 
reserves; and 

(v) the cumulative effect of other transfers of territory out of the district in the previous 8 
years on the taxable value of the district from which the territory is to be transferred. In cases 
where the cumulative effect of other transfers of territory out of the district in the previous 8 
years is equal to or greater than 25% of the district's taxable value, the following additional 
factors must be considered and weighed in the decision: 

(A) the district's rate of passage of discretional levies placed before the voters over the 
previous 8 years; 

(B) the district's reduction or elimination of instructional staff or programs over the 
previous 8 years; and 

(C) any increase in district taxes over the previous 8 years and the likely increase in 
district taxes if the transfer is granted. 

(7) After receiving evidence from both the proponents and opponents of the proposed 
territory transfer on the effects described in subsection (6), the county superintendent shall, 
within 30 days after the hearing, issue findings of fact, conclusions of law, and an order. 

(8) If, based on a preponderance of the evidence, the county superintendent 
determines that the evidence on the effects described in subsection (6) supports a conclusion 
that a transfer of the territory is in the best and collective interest of students in the receiving 
and transferring districts and does not negatively impact the ability of the districts to serve those 
students, the county superintendent shall grant the transfer. If the county superintendent 
determines that, based on a preponderance of the evidence presented at the hearing, a 
transfer of the territory is not in the best and collective interest of students in the receiving and 
transferring districts and will negatively impact the ability of the districts to serve those students, 
the county superintendent shall deny the territory transfer. 

(9) The decision of the county superintendent is final 30 days after the date of the 
decision unless it is appealed to the district court by a resident, taxpayer, or representative of 
either district affected by the petitioned territory transfer. The county superintendent's decision 
must be upheld unless the court finds that the county superintendent's decision constituted an 
abuse of discretion under this section. The effective date of the decision is July 1 following the 


issuance of the decision by the county superintendent. 
(10) Whenever a petition to transfer territory from one district to another district creates 


a joint district or affects the boundary of an existing joint district, the petition to transfer territory 
must be delivered to the county superintendent of the county in which the territory proposed to 
be transferred is located. The county superintendent shall notify any other county 
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superintendents of counties with districts affected by the petition, and the duties prescribed in 
this section for the county superintendent must be performed jointly. If the number of county 
superintendents involved is an even number, the county superintendents shall jointly appoint an 
additional county superintendent from an unaffected county to join them in conducting the 
hearing required in subsection (6) and in issuing the decision required in subsection (8). The 
decision issued under subsection (8) must be made by a majority of the county 
superintendents. 

(11) A petition seeking to transfer territory out of or into a K-12 district must propose the 
transfer of territory for both elementary and high school purposes. In the case of a proposed 
transfer out of or into a K-12 district, a petition that fails to propose the transfer of territory for 
both elementary and high school purposes is invalid for the purposes of this section.

Dear Speaker Blasdel and President Essmann, 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto HB 18, "AN ACT CLARIFYING THE DISTRIBUTIONS AND 
AMOUNTS TO BE TRANSFERRED FROM THE STATE GENERAL FUND TO THE RESEARCH 
AND COMMERCIALIZATION STATE SPECIAL REVENUE ACCOUNT; AMENDING SECTIONS 
7-14-112, 10-2-112, 10-2-603, 10-3-801, 15-1-122, AND 15-35-108, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE." 


HB 18 was introduced at the recommendation of the Legislative Finance Committee to clarify the 
distribution mechanism for fund transfers from the general fund to the research and 
commercialization state special revenue account. HB 18 is an internal accounting fix that does not 
change the statutory appropriation to the research and commercialization state special revenue 
account. This technical fix unfortunately creates a conflict with HB 454 which will use spendable 
interest from the Permanent Fund of the Coal Tax Trust to help offset the costs of local 
governments. The Board of Research and Commercialization plays an important role in ensuring 
that work done at the Montana University System can translate into the market place, which is why 
I've proposed maintaining present law funding for the board in my Executive Budget.

As outlined in the budget | submitted to the Legislature, | believe we have an obligation to address 
our long-term liabilities and honor the promises made by our predecessors. This obligation 
includes fixing our retirement systems. HB 454, which is supported by a broad coalition including 
public employers and employees from across Montana, will temporarily increase employee and 
employer contributions to the public employee retiree system until the system is determined to be 
actuarially sound. It utilizes some of the spendable interest from the Permanent Fund of the Coal 
Tax Trust, coal severance tax revenues and state land revenues to assist local governments in 
meeting their financial obligations. Article VIII, section 15 of the Montana Constitution compels us 
to act, and HB 454 provides a comprehensive solution of shared sacrifice to shore up our public 
employee retirement system without raising taxes. 


Because HB 18 interferes with the comprehensive proposal to bring our retirement systems back 
to sound actuarial footing, | respectfully request that you sustain my veto.

Majority Leader Wittich moved the Senate and House of Representatives resolve into a joint 
session for the purpose of receiving the State of the Tribal Nations address. Motion carried. 


Majority Leader Wittich moved the President be authorized to appoint a committee of four to notify 
Chairman Joe Durglo, of the Confederated Salish and Kootenai Tribes, that the body was in joint 
session and ready to receive his address. Motion carried. 


President Essmann appointed Senators Windy Boy and Augare, and Representatives Schwaderer 
and Calf Boss Ribs to escort Chairman Durglo into the House Chambers. 
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President Essmann introduced Chairman Durglo of the Confederated Salish and Kootenai Tribes 
who gave the following address: 


KKEKK 


Members of the Montana Indian Caucus, members of the 63rd session of the Montana Legislature, 
elders, tribal leaders, state officials, and my fellow citizens. As Chairman of the Confederated 
Salish and Kootenai Tribes, one of the eight Tribes that call Montana home, it's an honor to be here 
today to deliver the State of the Indian Nation address. 


Eight diverse Indian Nations conduct business daily within the boundaries of the state of Montana. 
From the coal fields of the Crow, to the microchips manufactured at S&K Electronics on the 
Flathead Reservation, our people are pursuing their dream one step at a time. Our world today is 
much different than when our sustenance came from the open prairies, mountainsides and 
streams. We took game, high mountain berries, and native Bull trout. As a people, the Indians of 
this region have been conducting business for centuries on our homelands. 


As the territory evolved, and Montana was established, and we became neighbors, we have come 
along ways together. We've watched each other grow and develop. Like so many neighbors before 
us, we had a choice. Dig in and fight each other, or find a way to co-exist. Montanans were not our 
first neighbors. We first sorted out Nation to Nation issues with the Blackfeet, the Nez Perce and 
the Spokane. We found a way to make it work, to thrive in each other's company. 


As Montana developed, we again found a way to work together. In 2012, there were 450 
partnerships and collaborative projects between the state of Montana and Tribal nations. There is 
strength in joining forces. Tribes across the country have banded together both regionally and 
nationally. We are members of the National Congress of American Indians, and members of the 
Affiliated Tribes of the Northwest Indians, and we are members of the Montana Wyoming Tribal 
Leaders Council of Montana and Wyoming. We are also US citizens, defenders of our country in 
the armed services in the highest percentage of any group of Americans, and we are valuable 
members of Montana's community. We will continue to be viable partners with Montana, for the 
good of all of our communities. To ensure our ties remain strong, | want to suggest that the 
members of this legislature embrace tribal sovereignty, not be wary or suspicious of it. This 
sovereignty allows us to prosper in a manner that helps the State prosper. As the expression goes; 
as the financial waters rise for the Tribal nations, the waters rise for everyone. 


Today, all eight nations are experiencing successes our ancestors would hardly believe. Yet there 
is much work remaining. We must focus on economic development, job creation, education, and 
health care. Continued cooperative agreements between the tribes and state will help improve the 
economic conditions of the reservations, which will in turn benefit Montana's economy and 
communities. 


The University of Montana study, Uncovering Economic Contributions of Montana's Indian Tribes, 
revealed that reservations are economic engines that infuse $1 billion annually into the state 


economy. As our reservation conditions improve, so does Montana. 
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The work to improve reservation conditions has been a focus of the Montana American Indian 
Caucus through efforts to improve academic achievement in our communities and support for our 
native language preservation. Senator Jonathan Windy Boy's Senate Bill 342 is a much needed 
step toward preserving our languages. 


In the previous legislative session, great strides were made to ensure tribal governments were 
taxed equally with state governments. Those efforts continue this session, which need support. 
Senate Bill 231 would increase the tax threshold for tribal recreational property, a step of putting 
tribal government lands on the same status as state lands. 


All of the Tribal Nations that call Montana home are very different, however, we have similar 
challenges remaining for our people in areas of unemployment and standards of living. Thank you 
for the continued training you provide state employees on best ways to work within Indian Country. 
The next update of a Government-to-Government Proclamation could expand into Tribal 
languages, histories, and culture that reinforces and enriches Montana further. This will help the 
work needed to protect our sacred sites and historical areas. 


Throughout our Tribal nations, we welcome partners willing to listen to our vision for our people, 
and work to create a world rich with our traditional values. We need to continue supporting the tribal 
colleges, which turn out a skilled workforce. Meeting the challenges of our homelands requires 
some focused strategy, but we can get there together. 


In our community, many people talk about the formula for success. The method is simple. It's 
collaborating and finding the best ways that work for our communities. That is easier said than 
done. We value the friendships that have developed through the years. These connections help 
us weather the conflicts that rise. Sometimes our values fight to co-exist and we must work through 
these tensions. 


As a tribal people, we have not forgotten our past. We embrace our traditional ways, our 
languages, and our culture that has enabled our people to thrive on this land for thousands of 
years. But we also look toward the future. 


The national economic horizon has been murky. We're all looking forward to brighter days. Much 
state effort has been put toward tourism, an effort the tribes joined. We're seeking the same goals, 
more jobs, more opportunities, a thriving economy where none are left wanting. It is a wise path 
to continue seeking these mutually beneficial partnerships. 


For example, the oil exploration and production in Northeast Montana is impacting all the 
neighboring communities including the Fort Peck Reservation. Tribal infrastructure and services 
face overwhelming demands. This is an opportunity to partner with Montana in addressing 
shortages of law enforcement and emergency response personnel. With the oil boom comes a 
need to meet these demands together. 


Further to the west, the Salish and Kootenai people are pursuing an enormous economic 
development plan, with state and federal partners. If successful, it will ensure the economic engine 
in Western Montana continues to run. I'm talking about the water rights compact. 
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We are the final tribe seeking quantification of our water rights through the Montana state system. 
We are the only reservation in Montana with a Stevens Treaty, which includes off-reservation 
rights, a type of Treaty common in the Columbia River basin. Our negotiations with the Reserved 
Water Right Compact Commission resulted in a completed compact. We endeavored to bring a 
bright spot to the Mission Valley and Western Montana in the form of a completed compact that 
could pass through this session of the state legislature, and bring certainty after decades of 
fighting. 


However, there are forces that wish to tie up the Western Montana economy with unnecessary 
court battles that will drag down all of our businesses. We agreed to this state process of seeking 
a compact. We've been at public meetings for decades in an effort that has been intense for the 
past four years. Our efforts have been met with suspicion by those that refuse to trust the Tribes, 
even though this is a state process. We are in danger of allowing our differences to define us when 
we should be using our differences to make us stronger. 


We look forward to a day when we can conduct business in a mutually respectful environment. Be 
the topic water, buffalo or extended medical care, there must be respect. We are Native, and we 
are proud, and we are strong, and we offer our partnership to you for the greater good of the 
community. Support the agreed upon water compact. That compact contains the very progressive 
concept of unitary management of water that will make water rights transparent and will benefit 
both the environment and agriculture community. 


We are sovereign nations, empowered to determine how best to govern ourselves. Our history 
goes back more than 14,000 years on our homeland. We've endured many changes. As a people, 
we expect to continue our long running success. 


We'll continue as your colleague, your neighbor, business partner, educator and your friend. We'll 
continue to run our colleges, our law enforcement teams, courts, and businesses. We'll tend to the 
social service programs, wildlife, and forestry management. We'll still watch the lakes and streams 
for signs of trouble and plan for road expansions and infrastructure developments. There are 
projects to administer, meetings to take, and letters to send. We all know about getting business 
done. We look forward to another bright morning where you trust we will be there at the table when 
you need us, and, in return, the Tribal nations can count of your growing understanding of working 
with us as your partners.

Alfred Lewis Bishop was born in Laurel, Montana on February 19, 1925 to Rush Floyd and LauraM ae Bishop. 
He graduated from Laurel High School in 1943, having excelled in football and pheasant hunting. During his 
senior year at Laurel High, Al enlisted in the Army Air Force as an Aviation Cadet. While in the service, he 
spent 22 months in Africa, Italy, France and Germany with the 12" Air Force. 


In August 1947, Al married Caroline Frankfurth in Great Falls. They had two children, John and Deborah. He 
received his law degree at the University of Montana Law School and practiced law at the firm of Cline and 
Hendrickson, which later became Hendrickson and Bishop. He practiced law with his daughter Deborah at 
Bishop and Bishop until his retirement in 1986. After 43 years of marriage, Al’s wife Caroline passed away 
in 1991. In November 1992, Al married Elayne Cannon of Billings. 


In 1977, Al was appointed as a Fish and Game Commissioner, and in 1980 he ran unsuccessfully in the 
Republican primary for governor of Montana. Six years later, he was elected to the State Senate, a seat he 
lost after four years but regained four years later. 


Al was a hunter, fisherman, photographer, licensed elk guide, backpacker, mountain biker, and rifle and 
pistol NRA competitor. At age 62 he climbed Granite Peak, the highest mountain in M ontana, by himself. 
He also authored a published novel entitled “Show No Mercy.” 


Al valued community involvement, was amember of St. Pius Catholic Church, Eagles, American Legion, and 
several labor unions. He belonged to the Phi Delta Phi legal fraternity, Billings Rod & Gun Club, Montana 
Wildlife Federation, Yellowstone Rifle Club, Audubon Society, and National Rifle Association. He was a 
director and vice-president of the Billings YM CA, past president of a Toastmasters, Past M aster of Billings 
Lodge No. 113, A.F. & A.M. of Montana, a member of the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry, and the Al Bedoo 
Shrine Temple. 


Alissurvived by his wife, Elayne; his son, John and his wife Sally; his daughter, Deborah; his grandson, Travis 
and his wife Becky; his great-grandchildren Emilee and Brodie; his sister, Annie Schlesinger; his brother, Pat 
and wife Lois Bishop; and stepsons Tim and Shawn Cannon and their families.

BOHARSKI, BILL

Bill Boharski was the sixth of seven children born to George and Margaret Boharski on September 8, 1961 
in Chicago. Five years later the family moved to Kalispell, where Bill graduated from Flathead High School 
in 1979. His life changed forever during his senior year at Montana State University, when a car accident 
rendered him quadriplegic. After surgery and rehabilitation, Bill graduated from MSU in 1985. 


Bill returned to Kalispell in 1986 after a year in California as a mechanical engineer. He co-owned and 
operated asmall business in downtown Kalispell and worked as an engineer at Semitool. In 1988 at the age 
of 27, William was elected to the Montana House of Representatives. During his years in the Legislature, 
his mother M argaret worked alongside him as a legislative aide. As alegislator, Rep. Boharski was an early 
advocate for extending protections to the North Fork of the Flathead River. 


After serving five terms in the M ontana House of Representatives , Bill shifted his political attention to his 
hometown of Kalispell. With the desire to make a more direct impact on the community, he was elected 
mayor of Kalispell, serving from 1998 to 2001. As a member of his community, Bill sang with the Flathead 
Valleyaires chorus and was an active member of St. M atthew’s Parish, serving on the parish council. He also 
taught at Flathead Valley Community College. Bill said in an interview, “My life is set. I’m in a wheelchair 
until | die, and I’m generally a pretty happy person about that. | enjoy working on problems, whether it’s 
designing something for Semitool or whether it’s finding a better way for the city of Kalispell to 
work...whichever it might be, that’s fun to me.”

Ethel became a 
Montana State Senator from District 25 until leaving office in 1996. 


“She was a fine lady, a strong person, just a good all-around person,” said former M ontana Supreme Court 
Chief J ustice Jean Turnage of Polson, whose decision to run for the high court in 1984 opened the door for 
Harding to seek what had been Turnage’s Senate seat. 


In 1974, tragedy struck Ethel’s life. Her daughter Lana was murdered. After leaving public office, Ethel’s 
energies turned to the development of a children's ministry in Lake County. This ministry has grown and 
expanded through the years, and has impacted the lives of countless children, young people and their 
families.

With three other individuals, Luke contributed his legal and political talents so that financing was secured 
for the development of Fairmont Hot Springs. He served on the Anaconda-Deer Lodge Council of 
Commissioners, was a past post commander of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, a member of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians and Knights of Columbus, was appointed a member of the Commission of Post 
Secondary Education by Gov. Thomas Judge, and served on the Anaconda school board. 


Luke spent the rest of his life practicing law. He devoted a large amount of his time to helping friends and 
others without charging a fee, winning the admiration of local people.

During the Great Depression, Allyn joined 
the thousands of young men who rode the rails throughout the country in search of work, earning money 
to send back to their families. 


In 1931 his travels landed him in Livingston, where he went to work on the Paul Armstrong Ranch south of 
town. It turned out that Mr. Armstrong had a daughter named Agnes, and in M arch of 1936 a wedding was 
celebrated on the ranch. Together, Allyn and Agnes assumed the management of the ranch and went on 
to have four children. Years later, inthe 1970s, they established Armstrong's Spring Creek and for the next 
thirty years welcomed sport fishermen onto one of the finest spring creeks in the world. 


Over the course of his many years in Park County, Allyn was active in a number of civic organizations and 
offices. He was past president of the Park County Pioneer Society, member of Livingston Rotary Club, 
chairman of the Park Branch Canal Association, member of Richland school board, Park County planning 
board, a director of the Park County Conservation District, member of the American Hereford Association, 
4-H leader, and served two terms in the M ontana Legislature. 


Allyn is survived by two sons, Jerry and Virginia O’Hair; Andy and Karen O’Hair; two daughters, M ary and 
Russ Dolven; Bonnie and Jim Francis; a brother, Wally and Virginia O’Hara; six grandchildren, 12 great- 
grandchildren, and numerous nieces and nephews.

In 1975 she put another crack in the proverbial glass ceiling when she became the 
first woman elected to a position of leadership in either House, as Senate Minority Whip. One year later, 
she was honored by an appointment to the National Advisory Council on Economic Opportunity by 
President Gerald Ford. 


Through the years Toni was involved in supporting and engaging in organizations, as well as serving on 
boards too numerous to name. Toni always made time for family and friends, and she and her husband 
shared a deep love for Native culture and traditions. She is remembered for her “boundless energy and

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 44 (SB 44), "AN ACT 
ELIMINATING THE AIR POLLUTION CONTROL ADVISORY COUNCIL AND ITS FUNCTIONS; 
ELIMINATING A PROVISION RELATED TO PUBLIC HEARINGS ON RULES; AMENDING 
SECTIONS 75-2-103 AND 75-2-402, MCA; REPEALING SECTIONS 2-15-2106, 75-2-121, 
75-2-122, 75-2-123, AND 75-2-205, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 44 repeals §75-2-205. In addition, section 2 of SB 44 deletes from §75-2-402 a cross-reference 
to §75-2-205 and makes grammatical and style changes to §75-2-205. Grammatical and style 
changes are often made to bills to clean up antiquated language, and are not intended to make 
substantive changes in the law. However, one of the style changes in SB 44 is substantive and 
dramatically alters the operation of 75-2-402(1). It replaces the introductory phrase "Any other law 
to the contrary notwithstanding" with "Except as otherwise provided in statute." Under existing 
language, the Department of Environmental Quality is required to take immediate abatement action 
in a general air quality emergency. Under the new language, the Department could be delayed in 
taking abatement action in order to comply with procedural requirements in other statutes. 


In the event of an air quality emergency, human health or safety is at risk and immediate action by 
the Department of Environmental Quality is required. The unintended consequence of the above 
amendment is to limit the ability of the Department to take such immediate action. This is 
unacceptable. 


In addition, this error threatens the ability of Montanans to maintain control over the regulation of 
air quality within the state's borders. Under federal law the state must have an approved 
Emergency Episode Avoidance Plan (Emergency Plan). The current section 75-2-402(1) is 
contained in the Emergency Plan, and the amendment of 75-2-402( 1), MCA, would require the 
Department of Environmental Quality to revise its Emergency Plan and seek EPA approval for that 
revision. Given that this erroneous amendment to 75-2-402(1), MCA, could limit the ability of the 
Department to take immediate action to protect human health or safety during an air quality 
emergency, EPA would be unlikely to approve the revised Emergency Plan. This would lead to dual 
state/EPA regulation that would be administratively burdensome to the regulated community, 
especially during emergency situations. 


My amendment would restore the original language in 75-2-402(1), protect public health and safety, 


and preserve the state's leadership role in administration of the Clean Air Act of Montana in 
emergency situations. 
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| have discussed my proposed amendment with the sponsor of the bill, Senator Keane, who has 
expressed his support. | urge your concurrence in this amendment.

In accordance with the powers vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 41 (SB 41), "AN ACT PROHIBITING A GOVERNING 
BODY FROM CONSIDERING THE IMPACTS OF POTENTIAL FUTURE SUBDIVISIONS WHEN 
REVIEWING SUBDIVISION APPLICATIONS; AMENDING SECTION 76-3-608, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY DATE." 


Local officials are best suited to decide if impacts to future developments in their communities 
should be considered when they evaluate a proposed project. SB 41 takes that ability away from 
local governments, by prohibiting them from considering the cumulative impacts of expected growth 
when reviewing a subdivision application. 


This bill also prevents a local government from requiring mitigation when acting on a subdivision 
application, if the mitigation relates to expected future subdivisions. As such, it may actually force 
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communities to deny subdivisions rather than approve them. This will surely lead to more litigation, 
not less. 


The best decisions are based on complete information, and SB 41 severely limits the information 
local governments need to make good decisions concerning the communities we live in. Further, 
the bill is not clear as to what kinds of information can or cannot be considered in determining 
appropriate mitigation to minimize the impacts of a proposed subdivision. For example, 
consideration of transportation, infrastructure, capital improvement or other kinds of responsible 
growth planning could be prohibited, as could planning related to future growth as identified ina 
growth policy, zoning, or other long-range plan. This lack of clarity will also result in litigation.

REGULATION TO 182 DAYS FROM THE DATE IT BECOMES EFFECTIVE; ELIMINATING THE 
SPECIFICATION OF EXIGENT CIRCUMSTANCES; REQUIRING CERTAIN PROCEDURES FOR 
THE EXTENSION OF A RESOLUTION FOR AN INTERIM ZONING DISTRICT OR INTERIM 
REGULATION; AND AMENDING SECTION 76-2-206, MCA." 


When there is an emergency involving public health, safety or welfare, the public wants their local 
officials to act decisively to address the problem. Interim zoning is often utilized by locally elected 
public officials to protect the public, including the protection of private property rights when those 
rights are threatened by unexpected land use proposals. 


At the same time, the public expects that local officials will act in a transparent and thoughtful 
manner, considering and balancing the legitimate interests of all concerned. 


While Senate Bill 23 imposes reasonable limitations on the ability of counties to utilize interim 
zoning, the bill unnecessarily restricts this authority by reducing the timeframe for an interim zoning 
district to remain in effect, and by requiring a supermajority vote by the local governing body to 
extend the duration of an interim zoning ordinance. 


| propose amendments to SB 23 to accomplish three things. 
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First, to give the public assurance that the interim zoning action is the most appropriate temporary 
measure to address the problem and that county officials are taking permanent steps to address 
the underlying emergency. SB 23 requires that a county initiate a study or investigation within 30 
working days to verify a significant threat exists, but contains very little guidance. My amendments 
require the county, as part of the study or investigation, to identify the potential options available 
for alleviating the emergency and identify a proposed course of action to address it. 


Second, to provide county officials with adequate time to study the problem, hear from those 
concerned in a public process, and begin a course of action to permanently correct or alleviate the 
emergency. SB 23 requires the county government to complete this work in six months (182 days), 
which is inadequate. My amendments extend this period for action to one (1) year. 


Finally, to make sure locally elected officials maintain the power to act in a manner they believe is 
necessary to serve the best interests of their communities. SB 23 requires that any extension of 
the interim zoning be approved by a supermajority of the county commission. It is unreasonable 
to require a supermajority to extend the protections for public health, safety and welfare when the 
original action was based upon a simple majority. My amendments remove the supermajority 
requirement. 


Senate Bill 23, with my amendments, will provide for the valid and reasonable use of interim 
zoning by counties, while ensuring accountability, promoting sound decision making, and giving 
deference to the goals of the community.

EXPENDITURES FOR PROVIDING STATE EMPLOYEE GROUP BENEFITS ARE SUBJECT TO 
BIENNIAL LEGISLATIVE APPROPRIATION; AMENDING SECTION 2-18-812, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 12 purports to provide the Legislature additional oversight of the State Employee Group Benefit 
Plan. The Legislature already has oversight of the budget of every state division, including the 
Health Care and Benefits Division. This bill would not provide greater transparency or efficiency, 
rather it would simply limit the health care decisions a state employee could make. 


The State Employee Group Benefit Plan is already subject to oversight by the Legislative Branch, 


both through the biennial appropriations process and through an advisory council, established by 
2-15-1016, MCA, which includes legislative representation. Moreover, the Plan is subject to 
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oversight by the Legislative Auditor, and claim audits are presented to the Legislative Audit 
Committee. 


Funding for the State Employee Group Benefit Plan comes from both the state and contributions 
made by employees, retirees, judges and legislators. Any changes to the state share must be 
passed by the Legislature. SB 12 would subject the contributions from policy holders to the 
appropriations process -- a dangerous precedent where the Legislature would manage the funds 
an employee used to purchase an optional insurance policy. 

Through the State Employee Group Benefit Plan public servants, retirees, judges and legislators 
enjoy quality, affordable health care in Montana. And we manage this plan in an efficient and 
transparent manner. 

For these reasons, | respectfully request that you sustain my veto.

(d) ensure that there is an adequate number of health care professionals throughout the 
state;

It is the intent of the legislature to 
establish a pilot project in the medicaid program to evaluate whether incentives to improve a 
recipient's management of chronic disease improves overall health outcomes and reduces the 
long-term costs of health care for the recipient." 

As used in [sections 1 through 5], the 
following definitions apply: 

(1) "Department" means the department of public health and human services provided

(2) "Recipient" means a person:

(f) examine ways to: 

(i) promote the appropriate use of health care services, particularly laboratory and 
diagnostic imaging services;

(ili) reduce fraud and waste in the medicaid program; and

(a) participants who did not meet the goals; and

(d) the locations where the applicant practices and the average number of hours the 
applicant works each week providing patient care at each location; 

(e) the average number of weeks the applicant worked during the past full year in the 
licensed profession; 

(f) the percentage of time the applicant spends engaged in direct patient care and in 
other activities, including but not limited to teaching, research, and administration in the 
licensed profession; and 

(g) other data as proposed to and approved by the board. 

(3) The board may not approve an application for a license or a renewal of a license for 
an applicant who fails to provide information as required under this section. 

(4) The board shall report the information collected under this section to: 
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(a) the department of public health and human services provided for in 2-15-2201; and 

(b) Montana professional associations representing physicians and physician assistants. 

(5) (a) Except as provided in subsection (5)(b), the board may not release personally 
identifiable data collected under this section for any person licensed by the board. 

(b) The provisions of subsection (5)(a) do not apply to the release of information to a 
state agency or a Montana medical professional association for state program, workforce, or 
health planning purposes."

(ii) use of a capitated payment model instead of a fee-for- 
service payment model for some health care providers or services, including a predetermined 
bundled payment for specific health conditions or time periods; 

(iii) use of medicaid funds to purchase a qualified health plan as defined in 42 U.S.C. 
18021 (a); and 

(iv) offering incentives that would allow individuals to obtain insurance coverage through 
the health exchange. 

(2) The department shall apply to the centers for medicare and medicaid services for 
any waivers necessary to contract for services or to use medicaid funds as provided in 
subsection (1)(c). 
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(3) The department shall report the following information to the children, families, health, 
and human services interim committee no later than August 15 of each year: 

(a) the number of individuals who were determined eligible for medicaid pursuant to 53- 
6-131(1)(h); 

(b) the average cost of medical services provided to those individuals; 

(c) the average length of time the individuals remained eligible for medical assistance 
under this section; 

(d) the total cost of providing services under this section, including related administrative 
costs; and 

(e) the status of efforts that the department has undertaken pursuant to subsection 
(1)(c) to contract for providing or paying for medical services."

(8) providing incentives as allowed by federal law and regulation to recipients who are 
identified by their health care providers as complying with established preventive care and 
wellness standards that may reduce the overall costs of health care provided to recipients; and 

(9) submitting to the children, families, health, and human services interim committee 
any proposals developed under this section for review and recommendation by the committee 
before implementation of the proposal." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 12. Deposit of unexpended medicaid funds. The 
department shall deposit into the medicaid expansion mitigation account provided for in [Section 
13] any general fund appropriated for medicaid services that is unexpended 12 months after the 
close of the fiscal year for which it was appropriated." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 13. Medicaid expansion mitigation account -- 
report. (1) There is an account in the state special revenue fund for the deposit of: 

(a) any general fund appropriated for medicaid services that is unexpended 12 months

(b) money transferred from the general fund and the state special revenue fund that is 
the equivalent of the:

(ii) amount of general fund replaced by receipt of the enhanced federal medical 
assistance percentage provided pursuant to 42 U.S.C. 1397ee(b) for the children's health 
insurance program.

(3) Money in the account must be used to pay the state share of expenditures for 
medical services for recipients who are eligible for medicaid pursuant to Public Law 111-148 
and Public Law 111-152. Money may not be spent from the account before January 1, 2017. 

(4) The department shall identify the reductions in expenditures that occurred in the 
following programs because the medicaid program was expanded to individuals eligible 
pursuant to Public Law 111-148 and Public Law 111-152: 

(a) the Montana comprehensive health association plan provided for in Title 33, chapter 
22, part 15; 

(b) the small business health insurance purchasing pool provided for in Title 33, chapter 
22, part 20; 

(c) services offered under the state medicaid program provided for in this part to: 

(i) pregnant women; 

(ii) individuals with breast or cervical cancer; 

(ili) individuals undergoing chemical dependency and substance abuse treatment; and 

(iv) any other individual who: 

(A) is not enrolled in medicaid because the individual is able to obtain insurance through 
the health exchange; or 

(B) is eligible for medicaid and no longer obtaining services from a program paid for with 
general fund money; 

(d) the mental health services program provided for in 53-21 -702; 
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(e) health care services for individuals who have been ordered by a court of competent 
jurisdiction into a correctional facility or program as described in 53-1-202 when the health care 
services are provided outside of a correctional facility and paid for by the medicaid program 
rather than the general fund; and 

(f) other sources as identified by the department. 

(5) No later than January 1 of each odd-numbered year, the department shall report to 
the legislature on: 

(a) the reductions identified pursuant to subsection (4); and 

(b) the amount of federal funds the state received that are attributable to the enhanced 
federal medical assistance percentage provided pursuant to 42 U.S.C. 1397ee(b) for the 
children's health insurance program."

For purposes of funding this medical assistance 
program, the board shall adjust the renewal fee to be commensurate with the cost of the 
program. 

(kK) pursuant to rules adopted by the board, periodically collect workforce data for the 
purposes of creating a statewide strategy for promoting efforts to develop a nursing workforce 
that will best meet the health care needs of Montanans. Except as otherwise provided by law, 
the data collected may not be disclosed in a manner that reveals individually identifiable 
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information. 

(2) The board may: 

(a) participate in and pay fees to a national organization of state boards of nursing to 
ensure interstate endorsement of licenses; 

(b) define the educational requirements and other qualifications applicable to 
recognition of advanced practice registered nurses. Advanced practice registered nurses are 
nurses who must have additional professional education beyond the basic nursing degree 
required of a registered nurse. Additional education must be obtained in courses offered ina 
university setting or the equivalent.

Advanced practice 
registered nurses include nurse practitioners, nurse-midwives, nurse anesthetists, and clinical 
nurse specialists. 

(c) establish qualifications for licensure of medication aides, including but not limited to 
educational requirements. The board may define levels of licensure of medication aides 
consistent with educational qualifications, responsibilities, and the level of acuity of the 
medication aides’ patients. The board may limit the type of drugs that are allowed to be 
administered and the method of administration.

Dear President Essmann: 


In accordance with the powers vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 105 (SB 105), "AN ACT 
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PROHIBITING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF AN INTERIM ZONING DISTRICT OR INTERIM 
REGULATION TO PREVENT A PROPOSED USE UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES; 
PROHIBITING ESTABLISHMENT OF AN INTERIM ZONING DISTRICT OR INTERIM 
REGULATION TO PREVENT AGRICULTURAL ACTIVITIES; AND AMENDING SECTION 
76-2-206, MCA." 


Interim zoning is one tool that local governments can use to protect the public health, safety, 
morals, and general welfare as an emergency measure. Local officials are well suited to 
balance the competing interests associated with a proposed development in their communities. 
While local officials must consider and balance the legitimate interests of all property owners, 
SB 105 unreasonably tips the balance of property rights in favor of persons proposing certain 
uses subject to regulation by state agencies over those of adjacent landowners. 


| propose amendments to SB 105 to accomplish four things. 


First, under SB 105, a County would be unable to apply interim zoning to a proposed use that is 
subject to regulation by a state agency under Title 75 (regulation of air quality, water quality, 
solid waste, hazardous waste, underground storage tanks, outdoor advertising, junkyards, 
transmission lines, pipelines, and hydroelectric facilities by the Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ)) and Title 76, chapter 4 (regulation of sanitation in subdivisions by the DEQ). 
Both of these statutes require a wide variety of land uses to obtain a permit, license, or 
certificate for only one particular aspect of the proposed use such as an underground storage 
tank or a billboard. In many instances, no other aspect of these proposed uses are reviewed or 
considered by the state agency or agencies, such as the potential impacts on local traffic, 
schools, emergency services, and compatibility with surrounding land uses. These impacts, in 
some cases, can be prevented only with interim zoning while the county studies these issues 
and considers the long-term options available to minimize or avoid such impacts to the 
community. For these reasons, my amendments remove Title 75 and Title 76, chapter 4 from 
SB 105. 


Second, the SB 105 trigger for prohibiting interim zoning against a proposed use occurs upon 
the simple act of a person submitting an application to the applicable state agency. The stated 
intent of this trigger is to protect the applicant from investing time and money into obtaining 
state approval for a proposed use, only to be prohibited from such use with the enactment of 
interim zoning. However, under most state permitting processes, the submission of the 
application to a state agency is the point at which public notice of the proposed use is 
published, and the first time that adjacent landowners are made aware of the proposed use. 


To help local governments more reasonably balance the legitimate interests of the public and 
the applicant for a proposed use, my amendments establish a process by which applicants can 
voluntarily provide early public notice of their intent to apply to a state agency for a permit, 
license, or certificate. The local governing body will then have 90 days to consider and enact 
interim zoning prohibiting, if necessary, concerning the proposed use. If the governing body 
chooses not to adopt interim zoning during that timeframe, the applicant may then proceed with 
its application for a proposed use and the county may no longer prohibit such use through 
interim zoning. 
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Third, under SB 105, landowners could prohibit a county from adopting interim zoning to 
regulate or prohibit uses on property for indefinite periods of time. My amendments provide for 
time limits on this restriction, which will protect the current applicant and proposed use from 
interim zoning but will provide the county with authority to prohibit other proposed uses of the 
property in the future. 


Fourth, SB 105 would restrict a local government's ability to establish an interim zoning district 
or regulation that would prevent agricultural activities, "as provided under Title 76, Chapter 2, 
Part 9 MCA." The referenced statute already protects agricultural activities from governmental 
zoning and nuisance ordinances, thereby rendering the proposed language of SB 105 
superfluous. My amendments remove this language from the bill. 


Interim zoning is an important tool that enables counties to carefully evaluate and address the 
potential impacts to public health, safety, morals and general welfare resulting from an 
emergency situation. Private landowners also have legitimate interests in seeking state agency 
approval for a proposed use and protection from prohibitions on that use through interim 
zoning. My amendments help counties strike a balance between these competing interests.

Insert: "(4)(a) Before a person submits an application for a permit, license, or certificate for a 
proposed use of land subject to regulation and approval by a state agency under Title 82, 
the person may provide the county and state agency with a notice of intent to apply to the 
relevant state agency or agencies for a permit, license, or certificate for a proposed land 
use. The notice of intent must contain, at a minimum, the following information: 
(i) the person's name and address; 
(ii) the legal description and physical address of the tract of record upon which the use is 
proposed; and 
(iii) a description of the proposed use, including the: 
(A) type of use; 
(B) location of the use on the tract of record;

(D) provision of public services, including water, wastewater, utilities, and fire and 
emergency services; and 

(E) access to the property for the proposed use. 

(b) The board of county commissioners shall: 

(i) publish notice of receipt of a notice of intent at least twice in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the locality of the proposed use; 

(ii) mail the notice by first-class mail to surface owners of land located within one-half mile 
of the boundary of the proposed use using the most current known owners of record as shown in 
the records of the county clerk and recorder in the county where the proposed use is located; and 

(ili) post the notice in at least two prominent locations at the site of the proposed use, 
including near a public road if possible. 

(c) If the board of county commissioners does not enact an interim zoning district or 
interim regulation within 90 days following receipt of the notice of intent, the person may submit an 
application to the state agency or agencies, and the county may not establish an interim zoning 
district or interim regulation to prevent the proposed use unless the use as permitted by the state 
agency or agencies is substantially different from the use proposed in the notice of intent. 

(d) If the person does not proceed with an application to the state agency or agencies 
within 180 days of issuing the notice of intent, the prohibition in subsection (4)(c) no longer applies 
to the county unless the procedures provided in this section are repeated. 

(e) The prohibition on interim zoning provided in subsection (4)(c) applies only to the 
proposed use as reviewed and approved by the state agency for the term provided for in the permit 
issued by the state agency. 

(5) If the person does not provide the county and state agency with a notice of intent to 
apply to the relevant state agency or agencies for a permit, license, or certificate for a proposed 
land use, then nothing in this section prohibits the county from establishing an interim zoning 
district or interim regulation as provided in this section."

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 139 (SB 139), "AN ACT 
REQUIRING THAT A SMALL BUSINESS IMPACT ANALYSIS BE CONDUCTED PRIOR TO 
THE ADOPTION OF AN ADMINISTRATIVE RULE; DEFINING "SMALL BUSINESS"; 
AMENDING SECTION 2-4-102, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE AND A 
TERMINATION DATE." 


SB 139 requires that prior to the adoption of a proposed rule, a state agency determine if the 
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rule will significantly and directly impact small businesses. The bill was amended during the 
legislative process to reflect a bipartisan compromise and to meet the interests of both small 
businesses and state agencies in the rule making process. One of those amendments made 
clear that the adoption, amendment or repeal of a rule could not be challenged in court on the 
grounds that an agency's small business analysis was inaccurate or inadequate. My proposed 
amendment is consistent with the intent of that amendment and clarifies that an agency also 
could not be sued for making the determination that a rule would not have a direct and 
significant impact on a small business as required under the bill. My amendment preserves the 
benefits for small businesses while also ensuring that taxpayer dollars will not be spent 
defending costly and unnecessary litigation.

Dear President Essmann and Speaker Blasdel: 
In accordance with the powers vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of 


the State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 24 (SB 24), "AN ACT PROVIDING THAT A 
SAND AND GRAVEL OPERATION MAY NOT BE PROHIBITED THROUGH ZONING UNDER 
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CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES; AND AMENDING SECTION 76-2-209, MCA." 


SB 24 unreasonably restricts a county from implementing a zoning ordinance to prevent the 
impacts of a sand and gravel operation on adjacent landowners. Under SB 24, a county may 
not implement zoning to prohibit a sand and gravel operation in a previously unzoned area if a 
sand and gravel operator has submitted a complete application to the Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) for an operation permit and the county has not yet noticed a 
hearing on a proposed zoning ordinance. The application review process for completeness is 
statutorily set at 5 days. In contrast, a county zoning process can take months or years to 
complete, and involves extensive public input. That process would be brought to a standstill 
simply by the 5-day application submission. 


SB 24 circumvents county zoning even though a DEQ permit has not been issued or operations 
actually commenced. Although sand and gravel operations may never actually begin, or may be 
completed and the area reclaimed, the county would nonetheless be permanently restricted 
from prohibiting sand and gravel operations on the property through zoning. 


| have already returned to the legislature SB 23 and SB 105 with amendments. These two bills, 
with my proposed amendments, ensure that local governments will not misuse interim zoning to 
unreasonably limit development while maintaining the ability of local governments to respond to 
emergencies involving the public health, safety, morals or general welfare. Further, with regard 
to permanent zoning, the existing statute prohibits counties from preventing the complete use, 
development, or recovery of any mineral, forest, or agricultural resources through the use of 
county zoning, except in residentially zoned areas. Senate Bill 24 unreasonably restricts the 
role of county governments in permanently managing community growth and is unnecessary in 
light of current statute and Senate Bills 23 and 105, as amended. 


For the foregoing reasons, | respectfully ask you to sustain my veto.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana | hereby veto Senate Bill 181 (SB 181) "AN ACT EXEMPTING A HEALTH 
CARE SHARING MINISTRY FROM REGULATION AS AN INSURANCE COMPANY, AND 
AMENDING SECTION 33-1-102, MCA." 


Senate Bill 181 puts Montana consumers at risk by creating a loophole in the insurance code 
for any entity calling itself a "health care sharing ministry." 


This is a problem Montana has seen before. In 2007, a case was presented in the First Judicial 
District of Montana, in which a minister had a serious heart condition that required extensive 
medical treatment. His health care sharing ministry refused to pay, claiming the individual had 
an undisclosed preexisting condition. The evidence presented in the case made it clear and the 
court ruled that the ministry was essentially an insurance company operating without a license. 
This effectively removes the protection that keeps health care sharing ministries from acting like 
unregulated insurance companies. 


By exempting these ministries from the same regulations governing other insurers, SB 181 
opens the door to fraud and abuse. The bill does not prevent health care sharing ministries 
from operating in Montana so long as they do so in compliance with the same laws governing 
other insurers. If enacted, it would distort the charitable purpose of health care sharing 
ministries and leave Montanans vulnerable. 


Because SB 181 is unnecessary and creates a loop hole in the insurance code which puts 
consumers at risk, | respectfully request that you sustain my veto.

It is hereby agreed between the President of the Senate and the Minority Leader that the 
practice of pounding on the desk to gain recognition is prohibited. 


II. The proper procedure for gaining the recognition of the presiding officer is to stand, with 
microphone in hand; the clerk shall activate the microphone; the member shall speak up 
audibly (with or without amplification). 


IV. The member shall remain standing until recognition is gained from the presiding officer. 


V. Furthermore, Chairs on second reading are instructed to gavel down the disruptive 
conversation of members who are talking in the chamber, which continues to make it 
difficult for all to hear the Senator who is speaking. If a member on the floor is having 
difficulty hearing the debate or motion on the floor due to side conversation or other noise, 
the proper procedure is to audibly call on the chair to restore order.

The budget director shall provide a copy of the recommendations to the legislative 
fiscal analyst at the time that the recommendations are submitted to the governor and shall provide 
the legislative fiscal analyst with any proposed changes to the recommendations. The legislative 
finance committee shall meet within 20 days of the date that the proposed changes to the 
recommendations for reductions in spending are provided to the legislative fiscal analyst. The 
legislative fiscal analyst shall provide a copy of the legislative fiscal analyst's review of the proposed 
reductions in spending to the budget director at least 5 days before the meeting of the legislative 
finance committee. The committee may make recommendations concerning the proposed 
reductions in spending.

(7) The grant amount must be held on behalf of the individual by the department or by a 
vendor designated by the department and must be used to pay, in the order listed, the following 
expenses until the grant is fully expended: 

(a) the costs of premiums for a qualified health plan; 

(b) cost-sharing requirements for health care services; and 

(c) the costs of items that are eligible for reimbursement under 26 U.S.C. 213 and related 
federal regulations. 

(8) (a) A grant provided under this section must be reported as income to the internal 
revenue service.

In developing the plan, the department shall work with representatives 
from the following entities to assess the costs and savings associated with providing the services: 

(a) achain pharmacy; 

b) an independent pharmacy;

(i) subject to subsection (2), property that is owned or property that is leased from a federal, 
state, or local governmental entity by institutions of purely public charity if the property is directly 
used for purely public charitable purposes; 

(j) evidence of debt secured by mortgages of record upon real or personal property in the 
state of Montana; 

(Kk) public museums, art galleries, zoos, and observatories that are not operated for gain 
or profit; 

(I) motor vehicles, land, fixtures, buildings, and improvements owned by a cooperative 
association or nonprofit corporation organized to furnish potable water to its members or customers 
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for uses other than the irrigation of agricultural land; 

(m) the right of entry that is a property right reserved in land or received by mesne 
conveyance (exclusive of leasehold interests), devise, or succession to enter land with a surface 
title that is held by another to explore, prospect, or dig for oil, gas, coal, or minerals; 

(n) (i) property that is owned and used by a corporation or association organized and 
operated exclusively for the care of persons with developmental disabilities, persons with mental 
illness, or persons with physical or mental impairments that constitute or result in substantial 
impediments to employment and that is not operated for gain or profit; and 

(ii) property that is owned and used by an organization owning and operating facilities that 
are for the care of the retired, aged, or chronically ill and that are not operated for gain or profit; and

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property is used by the charity to produce unrelated business taxable income as that term is 
defined in section 512 of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 512. A public charity claiming an 
exemption for agricultural property shall file annually with the department a copy of its federal tax 
return reporting any unrelated business taxable income received by the charity during the tax year, 
together with a statement indicating whether the exempt property was used to generate any 
unrelated business taxable income. 

(ili) up to 15 acres of property owned by a purely public charity is exempt at the time of its 
purchase even if the property must be improved before it can directly be used for its intended 
charitable purpose.

(f) if the state taxable distribution of an estate or trust is greater than the federal taxable 
distribution of the same estate or trust, the difference between the state taxable distribution and 
the federal taxable distribution of the same estate or trust for the same tax period; and 

(g) except for exempt-interest dividends described in subsection (2)(a)(ii), for tax years 
commencing after December 31, 2002, the amount of any dividend to the extent that the dividend 
is not included in federal adjusted gross income. 

(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of the Internal Revenue Code, adjusted gross income 
does not include the following, which are exempt from taxation under this chapter: 

(a) (i) all interest income from obligations of the United States government, the state of 
Montana, or a county, municipality, district, or other political subdivision of the state and any other 
interest income that is exempt from taxation by Montana under federal law; 

(ii) exempt-interest dividends as defined in section 852(b)(5) of the Internal Revenue Code, 
26 U.S.C. 852(b)(5), that are attributable to the interest referred to in subsection (2)(a)(i); 

(b) interest income earned by a taxpayer who is 65 years of age or older in a tax year up 
to and including $800 for a taxpayer filing a separate return and $1,600 for each joint return; 

(c) (i) except as provided in subsection (2)(c)(ii), the first $3,600 of all pension and annuity 
income received as defined in 15-30-2101; 

(ii) for pension and annuity income described under subsection (2)(c)(i), as follows: 

(A) each taxpayer filing singly, head of household, or married filing separately shall reduce 
the total amount of the exclusion provided in subsection (2)(c)(i) by $2 for every $1 of federal 
adjusted gross income in excess of $30,000 as shown on the taxpayer's return; 

(B) in the case of married taxpayers filing jointly, if both taxpayers are receiving pension 
or annuity income or if only one taxpayer is receiving pension or annuity income, the exclusion 
claimed as provided in subsection (2)(c)(i) must be reduced by $2 for every $1 of federal adjusted 
gross income in excess of $30,000 as shown on their joint return; 

(d) all Montana income tax refunds or tax refund credits;

(f) all tips or gratuities that are covered by section 3402(k) or service charges that are 
covered by section 3401 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, 26 U.S.C. 3402(k) or 3401, as 
amended and applicable on January 1, 1983, received by a person for services rendered to patrons 
of premises licensed to provide food, beverage, or lodging; 

(g) all benefits received under the workers' compensation laws; 

(h) all health insurance premiums paid by an employer for an employee if attributed as 
income to the employee under federal law; 

(i) all money received because of a settlement agreement or judgment in a lawsuit brought 
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against a manufacturer or distributor of "agent orange" for damages resulting from exposure to 
"agent orange"; 

(j) principal and income in a medical care savings account established in accordance with 
15-61-201 or withdrawn from an account for eligible medical expenses, as defined in 15-61-102, 
of the taxpayer or a dependent of the taxpayer or for the long-term care of the taxpayer or a 
dependent of the taxpayer; 

(kK) principal and income in a first-time home buyer savings account established in 
accordance with 15-63-201 or withdrawn from an account for eligible costs, as provided in 
15-63-202(7), for the first-time purchase of a single-family residence; 

(I) contributions withdrawn from a family education savings account or earnings withdrawn 
from a family education savings account for qualified higher education expenses, as defined in 
15-62-103, of a designated beneficiary; 

(m) the recovery during the tax year of any amount deducted in any prior tax year to the 
extent that the recovered amount did not reduce the taxpayer's Montana income tax in the year 
deducted; 

(n) if the federal taxable distribution of an estate or trust is greater than the state taxable 
distribution of the same estate or trust, the difference between the federal taxable distribution and 
the state taxable distribution of the same estate or trust for the same tax period;

(P) income of a dependent child that is included in the taxpayer's federal adjusted gross 
income pursuant to the Internal Revenue Code. The child is required to file a Montana personal 
income tax return if the child and taxpayer meet the filing requirements in 15-30-2602. 

(q) principal and income deposited in a health care expense trust account, as defined in 
2-18-1303, or withdrawn from the account for payment of qualified health care expenses as defined 
in 2-18-1303; and 





ts}(r) the amount of the gain recognized from the sale or exchange of a mobile home park 
as provided in 15-31-163. 

(3) A shareholder of a DISC that is exempt from the corporation license tax under 
15-31-102(1)(I) shall include in the shareholder's adjusted gross income the earnings and profits 
of the DISC in the same manner as provided by section 995 of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 
U.S.C. 995, for all periods for which the DISC election is effective. 

(4) A taxpayer who, in determining federal adjusted gross income, has reduced the 
taxpayer's business deductions by an amount for wages and salaries for which a federal tax credit 
was elected under sections 38 and 51(a) of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 38 and 51(a), 
is allowed to deduct the amount of the wages and salaries paid regardless of the credit taken. The 
deduction must be made in the year that the wages and salaries were used to compute the credit. 
In the case of a partnership or small business corporation, the deduction must be made to 
determine the amount of income or loss of the partnership or small business corporation. 

(5) Married taxpayers filing a joint federal return who are required to include part of their 
social security benefits or part of their tier 1 railroad retirement benefits in federal adjusted gross 
income may split the federal base used in calculation of federal taxable social security benefits or 
federal taxable tier 1 railroad retirement benefits when they file separate Montana income tax 
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returns. The federal base must be split equally on the Montana return. 

(6) Married taxpayers filing a joint federal return who are allowed a capital loss deduction 
under section 1211 of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 1211, and who file separate Montana 
income tax returns may claim the same amount of the capital loss deduction that is allowed on the 
federal return. If the allowable capital loss is clearly attributable to one spouse, the loss must be 
shown on that spouse's return; otherwise, the loss must be split equally on each return. 

(7) In the case of passive and rental income losses, married taxpayers filing a joint federal 
return and who file separate Montana income tax returns are not required to recompute allowable 
passive losses according to the federal passive activity rules for married taxpayers filing separately 
under section 469 of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 469. If the allowable passive loss is 
clearly attributable to one spouse, the loss must be shown on that spouse's return; otherwise, the 
loss must be split equally on each return. 

(8) Married taxpayers filing a joint federal return in which one or both of the taxpayers are 
allowed a deduction for an individual retirement contribution under section 219 of the Internal 
Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 219, and who file separate Montana income tax returns may claim the 
same amount of the deduction that is allowed on the federal return.

(9) (a) Married taxpayers filing a joint federal return who are allowed a deduction for interest 
paid for a qualified education loan under section 221 of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 221, 
and who file separate Montana income tax returns may claim the same amount of the deduction 
that is allowed on the federal return. The deduction may be split equally on each return or in 
proportion to each taxpayer's share of federal adjusted gross income. 

(b) Married taxpayers filing a joint federal return who are allowed a deduction for qualified 
tuition and related expenses under section 222 of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 222, and 
who file separate Montana income tax returns may claim the same amount of the deduction that 
is allowed on the federal return. The deduction may be split equally on each return or in proportion 
to each taxpayer's share of federal adjusted gross income. 

(10) A taxpayer receiving retirement disability benefits who has not attained 65 years of age 
by the end of the tax year and who has retired as permanently and totally disabled may exclude 
from adjusted gross income up to $100 a week received as wages or payments in lieu of wages 
for a period during which the employee is absent from work due to the disability. If the adjusted 
gross income before this exclusion exceeds $15,000, the excess reduces the exclusion by an equal 
amount. This limitation affects the amount of exclusion, but not the taxpayer's eligibility for the 
exclusion. If eligible, married individuals shall apply the exclusion separately, but the limitation for 
income exceeding $15,000 is determined with respect to the spouses on their combined adjusted 
gross income. For the purpose of this subsection, "permanently and totally disabled" means unable 
to engage in any substantial gainful activity by reason of any medically determined physical or 
mental impairment lasting or expected to last at least 12 months. 

(11) An individual who contributes to one or more accounts established under the Montana 
family education savings program may reduce adjusted gross income by the lesser of $3,000 or 
the amount of the contribution. In the case of married taxpayers, each spouse is entitled to a 
reduction, not in excess of $3,000, for the spouses' contributions to the accounts. Spouses may 
jointly elect to treat half of the total contributions made by the spouses as being made by each 
spouse. The reduction in adjusted gross income under this subsection applies only with respect 
to contributions to an account of which the account owner, as defined in 15-62-103, is the taxpayer,

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 45 (SB 45), "AN ACT 
REVISING THE DEFINITION OF "ELIGIBLE RENEWABLE RESOURCE" TO INCLUDE 
HYDROELECTRIC PROJECT EXPANSIONS; PROVIDING THE PUBLIC SERVICE 
COMMISSION WITH RULEMAKING AUTHORITY WITH RESPECT TO HYDROELECTRIC 
PROJECT EXPANSIONS; AMENDING SECTIONS 69-3-2003 AND 69-3-2006, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND A RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY 
DATE." 


SB 45 amends Montana's Renewable Power Production and Rural Economic Development Act 
(Act), passed by the 2005 Legislature, by allowing for hydropower expansions at existing dams 
to be incorporated into the renewable portfolio standard. It accomplishes this goal in a far more 
responsible and workable manner than has been attempted in previous legislative sessions. 


The intent of the 2005 Act was to incentivize diverse rural economic development, and it has 
been tremendously successful. 


It makes sense to allow for the future expansion of existing hydropower facilities to be included 
in the renewable portfolio standard. Such activities would generate new jobs and create new 
sources of renewable power. Appropriately, this bill seeks to limit the amount of credit for a 
future project to the amount of new power associated with the expansion. 


SB 45 has two problems. First, as written it would apply to at least one project that is almost 
complete. This project is one that the company determined was economically viable even 
without the Act's incentives, and thus does not serve the Act's original purpose --to expand rural 
economic development. 


Having these incentives apply retroactively to a project already underway creates no new jobs, 
which is a top priority of mine and a goal shared by many legislators. 


| believe most Montanans share my goal of job creation, and see the benefits of incentives that 
create new jobs. Extending the Act's incentives to a project that is almost complete actually 
discourages job creation, since the total number of incentives is limited and those that are 
applied to the existing project cannot then be used to create new jobs. 


Second, as written SB 45 would overstate the amount of incentive given for power generated at 
a new project. This also has the real world effect of displacing new jobs, as the incentives that 
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are inappropriately attributed to a project cannot be used elsewhere to encourage new projects 
and new jobs. 


Therefore, | offer anendments to accomplish two objectives: limit applicability to hydropower 
expansion projects at existing facilities that commence construction after the effective date of 
SB 45; and, ensure that the amount of credit given to any new project more accurately reflects 
the actual power that is generated. 


| believe SB 45, amended as | propose, allows for incremental hydropower projects while still 
meeting the intent of the original Act.

Two community 
renewable energy projects may not be considered to be under common ownership simply because 
the same entity provided debt or equity or both debt and equity to both projects. 

(4) "Community renewable energy project" means an eligible renewable resource that: 

(a) is interconnected on the utility side of the meter in which local owners have a controlling 
interest and that is less than or equal to 25 megawatts in total calculated nameplate capacity; or 

(b) is owned by a public utility and has less than or equal to 25 megawatts in total 
nameplate capacity. 

(5) (a) "Competitive electricity supplier" means any person, corporation, or governmental 
entity that is selling electricity to small customers at retail rates in the state of Montana and that is 
not a public utility or cooperative. 

(6) The term does not include governmental entities selling electricity produced only by 
facilities generating less than 250 kilowatts that were in operation prior to 1990. 

(6) "Compliance year" means each calendar year beginning January 1 and ending 
December 31, starting in 2008, for which compliance with this part must be demonstrated. 

(7) "Cooperative utility" means: 

(a) a utility qualifying as an electric cooperative pursuant to Title 35, chapter 18; or 

(b) an existing municipal electric utility as of May 2, 1997. 

(8) "Dispatch ability" means the ability of either a balancing authority or the owner of an 
electric generating resource to rapidly start, stop, increase, or decrease electricity production from 
that generating resource in order to respond to the balancing authority's need to match supply 
resources to loads on the transmission system. 

(9) "Electric generating resource" means any plant or equipment used to generate 
electricity by any means.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the power of the Constitution and 
the laws of the State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 125 (SB 125), 
"AN ACT ESTABLISHING THAT THE PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION MAY IMPOSE AN 
ADMINISTRATIVE PENALTY FOR FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH THE GRADUATED 
RENEWABLE ENERGY STANDARD AND FOR FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH THE 
COMMUNITY RENEWABLE ENERGY PROJECT REQUIREMENT; AMENDING SECTION 
69-3-2004, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND A 
RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY DATE." 
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SB 125 amends Montana's Renewable Power Production and Rural Economic Development 
Act (Act), passed by the 2005 Legislature, by clarifying the calculation of an administrative 
penalty for failure to comply with the Community Renewable Energy Project (Community 
Project) requirement, and by substantially reducing the penalty that would apply under current 
law. 


Certain entities subject to the Act are required to purchase a minimum portion of their energy 
load from renewable resources. Satisfying this requirement must include a certain amount of 
purchases from Community Projects. 


The Act was intended to create incentives for economic development and jobs through the 
production of renewable power commencing operation after January 1, 2005, and it has been 
tremendously successfuL The Community Project requirement, in part, was intended to ensure 
that those economic benefits and jobs were well distributed across the state, including to rural 
communities and Montana owners. 


If an entity is unable to meet either the minimum standard or the Community Project 
requirement, an administrative penalty may be assessed by the Montana Public Service 
Commission (PSC). The PSC may also grant a short-term waiver from the substantive 
requirements and the penalty. 


There is an ambiguity in current law as to the calculation of the administrative penalty for failure 
to meet the Community Project requirement. While the minimum purchase requirements for 
Community Projects are stated in megawatts (capacity), the penalty provisions are stated in 
megawatt hours (MWh) (output). This bill appropriately corrects this problem. 


However, in doing so, this bill sets the penalty too low to provide sufficient incentive for an entity 
to comply with Community Project requirements or work with the PSC to obtain a waiver. For 
example, under current law, a 20 MW shortfall in meeting the Community Project requirement 
could result in a penalty of between $500,000 and $700,000. Under SB 125, the maximum 
penalty would be $20,000. 


My amendment sets the penalty at $10,000 per MW. For a 20 MW shortfall as described above, 
this would result in a penalty of $200,000. This is not excessively punitive, nor is it so low, as it 
would be with the bill in its current form, that it discourages compliance with the Community 
Project 

requirement and stifles the local economic benefits intended by the Act.

In accordance with the powers vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of 
the State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 224 (SB 224), "AN ACT REVISING THE 
MONTANA ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURE ACT; REQUIRING AGENCIES TO INITIATE 
RULEMAKING WITHIN A SPECIFIED TIME FOLLOWING THE ENACTMENT OF 
LEGISLATION REQUIRING THE ADOPTION, AMENDMENT, OR REPEAL OF 
ADMINISTRATIVE RULES; ALLOWING AN ADMINISTRATIVE RULE REVIEW COMMITTEE 
TO GRANT AN EXTENSION TO THE DEADLINE; AMENDING SECTIONS 24-302,2-4-305, 
and 2-4-402, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 224 requires that state agencies initiate administrative rulemaking within 180 days of the 
effective date of the legislation requiring the rules. For rules required pursuant to preexisting 
statutes, the bill requires that agencies complete their rulemaking process by July 1, 2014. The 
bill poses practical and legal problems for the agencies. While | expect that rules should be 
adopted in a timely fashion, the one-size-fits-all approach will in certain instances undermine 
the integrity of the rulemaking process. 


First, in rulemakings of significant complexity, the 180 day timeline will short-circuit needed time 
for consultation with affected parties and for the research, drafting and legal review process. 
Second, the 180 day deadline may run before an administrative rule review committee meets, 
making any extension requests moot. Third, the 2014 deadline for preexisting rules may not be 
possible to meet for state rulemakings that are coordinated with federal rulemaking timelines. 
Finally, the bill does not say what happens if the timelines are not met. The bill thus creates 
legal and administrative ambiguity and divests agencies of their discretion in determining how to 
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produce the most effective rules. 

In FY 2012 and FY 2013, the Office of the Secretary of State published 6,864 pages of rules 
from 17 state agencies. The Department of Labor and Industry alone initiated 198 new rules 
over the course of fiscal years 2011 and 2012. State agencies are very familiar with the 
rulemaking process and are in the best position to determine how long a particular rulemaking 
will take. AS Governor, | expect that agencies will formulate these rules in a manner which is 
timely and effective.

[Sections 1 through 5] may be cited 
as the "Montana Health Care Reform and Cost Containment Act"." 
Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 2. Legislative findings and intent. (1) The intent of 


[sections 1 through 5] is to modify and enhance Montana's health care delivery system to 
provide access to quality and affordable health care for all Montana citizens. 

(2) The legislature finds that to achieve the purposes of [sections 1 through 5], it will be 
necessary for state government, health care providers, patient advocates, and other parties 
interested in quality and affordable health care to collaborate in order to: 

(a) increase the number of Montanans with health insurance coverage; 

(6) provide greater value for the tax dollars spent on the medicaid program by exploring 
options for delivering services in a more efficient and cost-effective manner, including but not 
limited to: 

(i) offering incentives to encourage health care providers to achieve measurable 
performance outcomes; 

(ii) improving the coordination of care among health care providers and health care 
payers; 

(iii) reducing preventable hospital readmissions; and 

(iv) exploring medicaid payment methodologies that promote quality of care and 
efficiencies; 

(c) contain growth in health care costs by: 

(i) curbing wasteful spending; 

(ii) avoiding unnecessary use of health care services; 

(ili) reducing the instances in which health care practitioners provide health care 
services in order to avoid the risk of litigation; and 

(iv) reducing fraud; 

(d) ensure an adequate number of health care professionals throughout the state; 

(e) provide incentives that result in Montanans taking greater responsibility for their 
personal health; 

(f) boost Montana's economy by reducing the costs of uncompensated care; and 

(g) reduce or minimize the shifting of payment for unreimbursed health care costs to 
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patients with private insurance. 

(3) The legislature further finds that state policymakers have an interest in testing the 
effectiveness of wellness incentives in order to collect and analyze information about the 
correlation between wellness incentives and health status. It is the intent of the legislature to 
establish a pilot project in the medicaid program to evaluate whether incentives to improve a 
recipient's management of chronic disease improves overall health outcomes and reduces the 
long-term costs of health care for the recipient."

(a) result in a federal medical assistance percentage that is commensurate with the 
percentage authorized for eligible individuals by Public Law 111-148 and Public Law 111-152 
on [the effective date of this act]; 

(b) use the health insurance exchange to purchase qualified health plans for eligible 
individuals; 

(c) require that eligible individuals participate in cost sharing on a basis that is 
comparable to the cost sharing required of persons in the same income range in the private 
insurance market and that is structured to enhance the ability of eligible individuals to invest in 
their health care purchasing decisions; and 

(d) allow the department to provide payment to carriers for the premiums and cost 
sharing of eligible individuals enrolled in plans offered by the carriers. 

(4) The department shall propose that participation in the program be limited to adults 
who are: 

(a) currently employed or actively seeking employment; 
(b) primary caregivers for a family member; or 
(c) the spouses of adults who are employed or actively seeking employment. 

(5) The department may propose that the program exempt from purchase of a qualified 
health plan any eligible individuals for whom obtaining a qualified health plan is determined to 
be impractical, overly complex, or contrary to continuity or effectiveness of health care because 
the individuals: 

(a) have exceptional health care needs, including but not limited to medical, mental 
health, or developmental conditions; or 

(b) live in a geographical area, including an Indian reservation, that lacks health care 
providers who are participating in a qualified plan available to the individuals.

department of health and human services to develop waiver provisions that limit the extent to 
which the waiver would apply to eligible individuals who are able-bodied and who are not 
actively seeking employment.

Dear President Essmann: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 19 (SB 19), "AN ACT DEFINING 
THE TERM "COMBINED APPROPRIATION" FOR WATER WELLS AND DEVELOPED SPRINGS 
THAT ARE EXEMPT FROM PERMITTING; CLARIFYING THE DEFINITION OF THE TERM 
"DEVELOPED SPRING"; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 85-2-102 AND 85-2-306, MCA." 


SB 19 would limit the ability of a senior water right holder to protect their property right. "First in 
time, first in right" is a bedrock principle of water law, but any right is only as good as one's ability 
to protect it. SB 19 in its current form would perpetuate a system where many water wells could be 
developed in close proximity to one another, collectively pump substantial amounts of water, and 
the holder of an adjacent senior water right would be powerless to protect that right. 


Although senior water rights are held by many individuals and entities in this state, including cities 
and town, hydroelectric facilities, and many others, a great many of our agricultural producers hold 
senior water rights. | am very concerned about the impacts of SB 19 on agriculture, the largest 
sector of our economy. 


For example, if an agricultural producer seeks to develop a well for a center pivot to irrigate 100 
acres of alfalfa, he or she must rightfully go through the State's permitting process in order to show 
that the water is both legally available and its use will not have an adverse effect on more senior 
water rights. However, under SB 19, if a subdivision is built next door and includes a well for each 
lot that, cumulatively, uses the same amount of water, no permit is required. Moreover, there is no 
basis for the senior water right holder to object. This makes no sense, and equity alone dictates 
that the permitting process should apply. 


| am cognizant of the impacts of SB 19 on other uses, in particular land development. It is 


appropriate and necessary to have some threshold for well development that encourages 
development by allowing for new wells without the rigors of permitting. But on balance, SB 19 tips 
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too far away from senior water rights and prior appropriation. 
Accordingly, | am returning SB 19 with proposed amendments that accomplish four things: 


First, recognizing that one size does not fit all, my amendments operate only in closed basins 
where the challenges of appropriating water for new uses, and the threats to senior water rights 
holders, are greatest. 


Second, my amendments utilize a square 40-acre parcel of land as a minimum point of reference 
for new exempt wells, which is consistent with the standard already in place under section 85-2-306 
for exempt stock pits. The spacing requirement for stock pits was designed by the Legislature to 
protect other nearby water appropriators, and the same rationale is applicable here. 


Third, my amendments provide maximum flexibility to landowners by limiting application of the 
spacing requirements for new exempt wells to single parcels. This will still allow for the use of 
multiple new exempt wells on a single parcel, including the development of a new subdivision, and 
a landowner's rights will not be limited by the actions of their neighbor. 


Fourth, my amendments protect existing rights. 


| believe my amendments strike a better balance for Montana's agricultural producers and other 
senior water rights holders while still promoting development through the reasonable use of exempt 
wells. | respectfully ask that you support these amendments.

States citizenship or legal alien status. 

(5) A state agency shall execute any written agreement required by federal law to 
implement this section. 

(6) As used in this section, the following definitions apply: 

(a) "Agency" means a department, board, commission, committee, authority, or office of 
the legislative or executive branches of state government, including a unit of the Montana university 
system. 

(b) “Hegat Unauinonzed allen means an individual who is not a citizen of the United 
States and who has-untawfully enterec-orremains Whitty ates is not a "qualified 

alien" pursuant to 8 U. S. C. 1641, 

(c) "State service" means a payment of money, the grant of a state license or permit, or 
the provision of another valuable item or service under any of the following programs and 
provisions of law: 

(i) employment with a state agency; 

(ii) qualification as a student in the university system for the purposes of a public education, 
as provided in 20-25-502; 

(iii) Student financial assistance, as provided in Title 20, chapter 26; 

(iv) issuance of a state license or permit to practice a trade or profession, as provided in 
Title 37; 

(v) unemployment insurance benefits, as provided in Title 39, chapter 51; 

(vi) vocational rehabilitation, as provided in Title 53, chapter 7; 

(vii) services for victims of crime, as provided in Title 53, chapter 9; 

(viii) services for the physically disabled, as provided in Title 53, chapter 19, parts 3 and 4; 

(ix) a grant, as provided in Title 90.""

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 337 (SB 337), "AN ACT 
CLARIFYING THE DEFINITION OF "GOOD CAUSE SHOWN" FOR A HEARING ON A 
TEMPORARY PRELIMINARY DECREE OR PRELIMINARY DECREE; AND AMENDING 
SECTION 85-2233, MCA." 


SB 337 amends the statute defining who has standing to object to a water right claim in the 
Montana Water Court and who is entitled to a hearing. The bill, as written, purports to grant 
standing only to a person with an ownership or leasehold interest in an existing water right, 
permit, certificate, or state reservation. 


It is important for the adjudication process to be as comprehensive as possible to allow for a 
thorough vetting of all tangible interests. Attempting to narrow the scope of participation in the 
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adjudication process will leave the state's adjudication process vulnerable to challenges by 
others seeking to take Montana's water, such as other states or the federal government. 
Further, it is possible that the amendments as proposed in SB 337 may raise constitutional 
issues, in light of the Montana Supreme Court's rationale in Montana Trout Unlimited v. 
Beaverhead Water Company, 361 Mont. 77 (2011). While it is up to the courts to decide 
constitutional questions, | do have an interest in making sure that the laws passed by the 
legislature do not create the grounds for unnecessary litigation. 


My proposed amendments would define those with standing to object as persons not only with 
an "ownership or leasehold interest" but those with an economic, or other substantial interest. 
The import of these amendments is significant. With my amendments, and in order to have 
standing, an individual would be required to demonstrate a real interest in the water right, not 
simply a general interest as a member of the public.

Locally-elected officials are best suited to decide the impacts to their communities from 
subdivision development, including the impacts of that development on agriculture. Under 
current law, a local governing body must review a subdivision proposal for its impact on 
agriculture. This provides the opportunity for local officials to consider a proposed subdivision's 
impact on adjacent agricultural operations, as well as the overall impacts the conversion of land 
from agriculture to urban uses will have on agriculture in the area. Certainly, how locally-elected 
officials choose to look at this issue will reflect the specific values of that particular community. 


SB 147 significantly limits the ability of locally-elected officials to reflect community values. It 
restricts the local governing body's review to the proposed subdivision's impacts on adjacent 
agricultural operations. This would prevent a local official from considering the larger and 
cumulative impacts to agriculture as a part of the community. 


Agriculture is a vital part of Montana's economy and culture. When evaluating a proposed 
development, a local community must be able to consider both short and long term agricultural 
impacts. 


Protections are in place to make sure that this important power is not abused. The Montana 
Subdivision and Platting Act provides that the local governing body may not unreasonably 
restrict a landowner's ability to develop land, the Montana and United States Constitutions 
protect landowners from unconstitutional development conditions, and judicial precedent 
prohibits local elected officials from being arbitrary or capricious in their actions.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 366 (SB 366), "AN ACT ELIMINATING THE 
LIMITATION ON THE NUMBER OF YEARS THAT A MEMBER OF THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
QUALITY COUNCIL MAY SERVE; AMENDING SECTION 5-16-103, MCA; AND PROVIDING 
AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 366 eliminates term limits for serving on the Environmental Quality Council (Council). Under 
current law, members may not serve longer than 6 years. The Council is comprised of 12 
members of the Legislature and 4 members of the public, as well as an ex officio member that | 
designate. 


The Council serves a number of very important functions, and its charge is a dynamic one. The 
Council must stay abreast of current environmental trends and new developments, creatively 
respond to the evolving needs and interests of the state, and recommend forward-looking state 
policies to promote the improvement of the quality of the environment. To meet these 
challenges requires fresh thinking and new perspectives. A 6-year term limit balances this need 
against the desire for continuity. Eliminating term limits could subject the collective work on the 
Council to a narrowing of interests and viewpoints, which would be a disservice to all 
Montanans. 


In addition, there is a benefit from having members circulate through the Council, being 
educated on critical environmental issues of the day, and then making room for someone else.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 347 (SB 347), "AN ACT 
PROVIDING THAT A DIVERSION OR WITHDRAWAL OF WATER IS NOT DEGRADATION 
UNDER THE WATER QUALITY ACT; AMENDING SECTIONS 75-5-103 AND 75-5-317, MCA; 
AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


Under existing laws protecting water quality that have been in force for two decades, an activity 
that decreases water flow is not significant to human health or the environment if the decrease 
is within certain measurable numeric limits. In addition, a decrease in flow outside of these 
numeric limits may still be acceptable (if the Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ) makes 
certain findings based on specific criteria). 


SB 347 would amend the Montana Water Quality Act, replacing these protections with only a 


narrative standard that would require the DEQ to determine if the decrease in flow would "have 
a reasonable possibility to cause a significant adverse impact on a fish population." 
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| have several concerns with this approach. 


First and foremost, | am very concerned that this change will invite substantial litigation, 
delaying the creation of jobs. SB 347 would replace a set standard that is measurable and 
widely understood ("decrease in the mean monthly flow of a surface water by less than 15% or 
the seven-day 10 year low flow by less than 10%"), with a narrative description that is subject to 
dispute and differing scientific opinions. The vagueness of the narrative standard in SB 347 was 
identified by several parties during the legislative process. This is sure to generate litigation. 


Second, | believe the reference to "a fish population,” while very important, is not consistent 
with our laws relating to surface water quality which use "aquatic life" as the standard yardstick. 
A stream should be protected from de-watering even if it does not contain fish. Besides, every 
angler knows that healthy aquatic insects are a critical part of having healthy fish populations. 


Third, the Legislature has previously determined that the impacts on existing water rights are an 
important consideration, and current law reflects this judgment (Section 75-5-301 (5)(c)(i), 
MCA). 


SB 347 does away with this consideration, except in those instances where protecting "a fish 
population" also happens to protect an existing water right (or where the decrease in flow is for 
a beneficial use, which is then reviewed for its impacts on senior water right holders under Title 
85, Chapter 2, MCA). 


Accordingly | propose amendments to accomplish three objectives: 


1. In order to provide as much clarity as possible in regard to this new narrative standard, 
and lessen the risk of litigation, | am including explicit direction to the Board of 
Environmental Review to adopt rules to give specificity to the new standard, with a 
completion date of November 1, 2014. 

2. To provide that "aquatic life" is the benchmark in the narrative standard. In extending 
protection to streams where fish are not present in sufficient numbers, this amendment 
also provides more protection for senior water rights holders. 

3. To clarify the prospective nature of new rules adopted by the Board of Environmental 
Review and allow existing applicants and permit holders the option of applying the new 
rules to their respective applications and operations. 


Current law does not require certain types of water use to go through the water right permitting 
process, nor are they considered waste under Title 85, Chapter 2, MCA. However, and as | 
have proposed to amend this bill, for the first time the department will review these 
non-beneficial uses of water to ensure that they will not have an adverse impact on aquatic life.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 31 (SB 31), "AN ACT REVISING THE 
DEFINITION OF "ELIGIBLE RENEWABLE RESOURCE" UNDER THE MONTANA 
RENEWABLE POWER PRODUCTION AND RURAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT ACT AND 
INCLUDING HYDROELECTRIC RESOURCES WITHIN THE DEFINITION; AMENDING 
SECTIONS 69-3-2003, 90-3-1003, AND 90-4-1005, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE 
EFFECTIVE DATE AND A RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY DATE." 


SB 31 amends Montana's Renewable Power Production and Rural Economic Development Act 


(Act), passed by the 2005 Legislature, by allowing all new hydroelectric power plants, 
regardless of capacity, that commence commercial operation after January 1, 2013, to be 
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defined as an eligible renewable resource under the Renewable Portfolio Standard (RPS). 


The intent of the 2005 Act was to incentivize diverse rural economic development, and it has 
been tremendously successful. For example, wind development in Montana has led to 
approximately $1.5 billion in capital investment, $23 million in property taxes collected, and 
approximately $1.5 million annually in lease payments to landowners. 


Hydroelectric facilities have been an enduring and important component in the Montana energy 
system and hydroelectricity is clean, renewable energy. However, passage of SB 31 at this time 
is not advised for several reasons. 


First, the current RPS allows certain small hydroelectric facilities that create no new 
impoundment to qualify. This legislation was carefully crafted to balance the benefits of 
hydroelectric power with its impacts and foster the development of multiple projects across the 
state. Allowing any and all new hydroelectric facilities to qualify for the RPS would upset this 
carefully crafted balance. 


Second, the current RPS is a tightly woven legislative framework built around a 15 percent 
standard. SB 31 is a significant expansion of the scope of the RPS which should merit a 
thoughtful review of the standard. 


Finally, the passage of Senate Joint Resolution 6 (SJ 6) in this session, with broad bipartisan 
support, calls for an interim study of the 2005 Act to assess its effectiveness. | applaud SJ 6 
and look forward to a public accounting of its benefits. A significant change to the RPS in light 
of the interim study, such as that proposed by SB 31, is ill timed. 

For these reasons, | veto SB 31.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 105 (SB 105), "AN ACT PROHIBITING THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF AN INTERIM ZONING DISTRICT OR INTERIM REGULATION TO 
PREVENT A PROPOSED USE UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES; PROHIBITING 
ESTABLISHMENT OF AN INTERIM ZONING DISTRICT OR INTERIM REGULATION TO 
PREVENT AGRICULTURAL ACTIVITIES; AND AMENDING SECTION 76-2-206, MCA." 


When there is an emergency involving public health, safety or welfare, the public wants their 
locally-elected officials to act decisively to address the problem. Interim zoning is often utilized 
by local officials to protect the public, including the protection of private property rights when 
those rights are threatened by unexpected land use proposals. 


SB 105 prevents locally-elected public officials from acting in the manner they believe is 
necessary to serve the best interests of their communities, and unreasonably tips the balance 
of property rights in favor of persons proposing certain uses subject to regulation by state 
agencies over those of adjacent landowners. 


Under SB 105, a county would be unable to apply interim zoning to a proposed use that is 
subject to regulation by a state agency under Title 75 (air quality, water quality, solid waste, 
hazardous waste, underground storage tanks, outdoor advertising, junkyards, transmission 
lines, pipelines, and hydroelectric facilities), Title 76, Chapter 4 (sanitation in subdivisions), or 
Title 82 (mining and oil and gas operations and reclamation), MCA. While such activities are 
regulated by a state agency, many aspects of these activities are not regulated, such as the 
potential impacts on local traffic, schools, emergency services, and compatibility with 
surrounding uses of private property. 


In some cases these impacts can be addressed only with interim zoning while local public 
officials study the issues and consider long-term options to minimize or avoid the impacts to the 
private property rights of adjacent landowners and to the community at large. 


Under SB 105, the prohibition against interim zoning is triggered by the simple act of a person 
submitting an application to the applicable state agency, and once triggered, is in effect for an 
indefinite period of time. Yet under most state permitting processes, this submission is the first 
time that the public and adjacent landowners are officially made aware of the proposed use. 
This is unfair, and not only discourages public participation in government, but also prevents 
locally-elected public officials from conducting a thoughtful review of the activity. 
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SB 105 also prevents a local government from establishing an interim zoning district or 
regulation that would prevent agricultural activities, but this language is unnecessary since 
existing law already limits local government power in this regard. 


Interim zoning is an important tool for counties to carefully evaluate and address the impacts to 
public health, safety or welfare resulting from an emergency situation. Private landowners also 
have legitimate interests. They should be able to seek state agency approval for a proposed 
use without interim zoning being used in an inappropriate manner to prohibit that use. They 
should also be assured that if their property rights are threatened by a proposed use on an 
adjacent piece of land, then their locally-elected officials will have the power to protect them. SB 
105 strikes an unfair balance between these competing interests. 


| proposed amendments to address these issues, but they were rejected. Therefore, | now veto 
SB 105.

SUBSEQUENT OWNER; AMENDING SECTIONS 61-3-311 AND 61-3-317, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING A DELAYED EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 114 changes the registration date on motor vehictes, trailers, semi-trailers, or pole trailers 
from the date when ownership is transferred to the date when a vehicle is first registered. Under 
this proposal, the purchaser of a used vehicle will not have to register the vehicle until the 
vehicle's registration renewal date. The impact of SB 114 is a significant loss of revenue to 
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state and county general funds. 


The budget | proposed was balanced, left money in the bank for a rainy day, cut taxes for small 
businesses and homeowners, and maintained critical services. | laid out clear and basic 
expectations for the Legislature in preparing a budget. First, Montana's budget needs to be in 
structural balance--we cannot spend more than we take in. Second, to ensure sound fiscal 
management, the Legislature needs to maintain a reserve of $300 million in ending fund 
balance. Finally, essential services and long-term liabilities must be addressed before the 
Legislature creates new programs or tax expenditures. However well-intentioned SB 114 may 
be, we simply cannot afford it.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 138 (SB 138), "AN ACT EXTENDING CLASS 
FOURTEEN PROPERTY TAX CLASSIFICATION TO ALL FUTURE ELECTRICAL 
GENERATION FACILITIES AND FUEL AND GAS PRODUCTION FACILITIES; EXPANDING 
RULEMAKING AUTHORITY; AMENDING SECTIONS 15-6-137, 15-6-141, 15-6-156, 15-6-157, 
75-20-104, AND 75-20-304, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN 
APPLICABILITY DATE." 


SB 138 ostensibly seeks to "level the playing field" between the tax treatment for renewables 
and that for traditional hydrocarbon generation. However, the playing field is much more 
equitable than the proponents of SB 138 would acknowledge. For example: fossil fuel 
exploration, production, and distribution activities get a number of tax incentives that 
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renewables do not; renewables can be required to pay impact fees to counties at the front end 
that fossil fuel projects are not required to pay; and renewable projects have higher up-front 
capital costs than a similar size fossil fuel generator (e.g., taxable property for a wind farm is 
approximately twice the taxable value than the same size facility that uses natural gas as a 
fuel). 


The incentives for the production of oil, natural gas, and coal as well as wind and other 
renewable resources have been carefully crafted by the Legislature over many decades to 
ensure Montana can continue to pursue an "all of the above" energy portfolio, which | support. 
SB 138 substantially upsets that balance. 


Further, SB 138 offers a 3 percent tax rate to electrical generation facilities classified as Class 
14 on June 30, 2013, or commencing construction after June 30, 2013. There is no difference 
in these facilities from existing ones except for the date on which they were classified as Class 
14. Montana law requires that "under the rational basis test, classifications must be reasonable, 
not arbitrary, and they must bear a fair and substantial relation to the object of the legislation, 
so that all persons similarly circumstanced shall be treated alike." Eisenstadt v. Baird, 405 U.S. 
438, 447 (1972). There is no rational basis for treating new electrical generation facilities 
differently than existing ones. If the bill provided a lower tax rate to encourage new or cleaner 
technology (as does current section 15-6-157, MCA), then a rational basis might exist for the 
differing treatment. However, a change in date is not a rational basis.

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State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 236 (SB 236), "AN ACT TEMPORARILY 
INCREASING THE COAL SEVERANCE TAX ALLOCATION TO THE COAL NATURAL 
RESOURCE ACCOUNT; ESTABLISHING THE INCREASE UNTIL JUNE 30, 2019; 
AMENDING SECTION 15-35-108, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE." 


From October 1, 2013 until June 30, 2019, SB 236 increases the coal severance tax allocations 
to the coal natural resource account from 2.9 percent to 5.8 percent. Unfortunately, SB 236 
impedes the funding mechanism of House Bill 454 (HB 454), which will use spendable interest 
from the permanent fund of the coal tax trust to fix the public employees retirement system and 
to help offset the costs of local governments. 


HB 454 will temporarily increase employee and employer contributions to the public employee 
retirement system until the system is determined to be actuarially sound. It utilizes some of the 
spendable interest from the permanent fund of the coal tax trust, coal severance tax revenues 
and state land revenues to assist local governments in meeting their financial obligations. As 
outlined in the budget | submitted to the Legislature, we have an obligation to address our 
long-term liabilities, and this obligation includes fixing our retirement systems. Article VIII, 
Section 15 of the Montana Constitution compels us to act, and SB 454 provides a 
comprehensive solution of shared sacrifice to shore up our public employee retirement system 
without raising taxes. 


Under SB 236 the amount distributed to the coal natural resource account would increase by 
$1.429 million in FY 2014 and by $1.972 million in FY 2015, and would increase each year 
thereafter until FY 2020. The distribution of the coal severance tax revenue to the general fund 
would decrease by an equal amount. 


Finally, if SB 236 is signed into law, there is no corresponding appropriation in House Bill 2 (HB 
2) to provide funding for it. SB 236 would create an increased account balance for the coal 
natural resources account with no corresponding authority for the Department of Commerce to 
spend the increased fund balance. 

For these reasons, | veto SB 236.

ACQUIRED LANDS; DELETING REPORTING REQUIREMENTS; REMOVING THE 
STATUTORY APPROPRIATION FOR MAINTENANCE OF ACQUIRED LANDS; REPEALING 
THE SUNSET ON GOOD NEIGHBOR LAWS; AMENDING SECTIONS 17-7-502, 23-1-126, 
87-1-209, AND 87-1-230, MCA; REPEALING SECTION 8, CHAPTER 427, LAWS OF 2009; 
AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


The Montana Department of Fish, Wildlife & Parks (FWP), members of the Legislature, 
hunters, anglers, landowners, and virtually all Montanans share the common goal of ensuring 
that state government has the authority, direction, funding, and staffing necessary to effectively 
and efficiently operate and maintain state-owned land. SB 250 is directly contrary to that goal. 


Existing law requires that when FWP purchases land, it must deposit an amount equal to 20 
percent of the purchase price into a maintenance account. SB 250 unreasonably earmarks 
these deposits specifically to each property, rather than allowing FWP the flexibility it needs for 
operations and maintenance on the highest priority needs. This restriction would result in some 
properties having unspent funds sitting in earmarked accounts, while other properties lack the 
funds necessary to provide needed care. 


FWP, like any landowner, must be able to determine maintenance priorities according to need. 
Whether it is weed infestations, fences that need fixing, impassable roads, or a multitude of 
other issues faced by landowners, FWP must be able to respond, and should not be limited by 
an arbitrary formula that serves no purpose. As demonstrated by recent unforeseen or 
catastrophic events, like the wildfires in eastern Montana last year, or the major flooding of the 
previous year, FWP needs the flexibility to move operations and maintenance funding from one 
property to another. 


| strongly endorse the "good neighbor policy" as a critical tool for improving the relationship 
between FWP and landowners. | note that a bill which would have continued this worthwhile 
program, without playing politics, was tabled in the Senate Fish and Game Committee. That's a 
shame. 

| have asked FWP and the FWP Commission to do a critical assessment of the agency's land 
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holdings, including the successes and challenges of the good neighbor policy. | am hopeful that 
this review will provide an opportunity for productive public dialogue which, sadly, has been 
lacking. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 250.

PROCESS FOR THE BOARD OF PUBLIC EDUCATION TO PRESENT PROPOSED 
ACCREDITATION STANDARDS TO A LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE; CLARIFYING THE 
PROCESS FOR CONDUCTING AN ANALYSIS OF THE FISCAL IMPACT OF THE 
PROPOSED ACCREDITATION STANDARDS; REQUIRING ACCREDITATION STANDARDS 
PROPOSED DURING THE INTERIM WITH A PROJECTED FISCAL IMPACT TO BE 
INCLUDED IN THE OFFICE OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION'S EXECUTIVE BUDGET; 
PROVIDING FOR A DELAYED IMPLEMENTATION DATE FOR THE BOARD OF PUBLIC 
EDUCATION'S PROPOSED STANDARDS EXCEPT FOR THOSE WITH NO PROJECTED 
FISCAL IMPACT; REQUIRING THE BOARD TO PRESENT ACCREDITATION STANDARDS 
PROPOSED DURING A REGULAR LEGISLATIVE SESSION DIRECTLY TO THE JOINT 
APPROPRIATIONS SUBCOMMITTEE THAT CONSIDERS EDUCATION; AND AMENDING 
SECTION 20-7-101, MCA." 


SB 302 unnecessarily complicates the process of adopting changes to the Montana public 
schools accreditation standards by creating a new unfunded mandate, and intrudes on the 
authority of the Governor, the Superintendent of Public Instruction and the Board of Public 
Education (BPE). 
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First, the bill requires a new step in the fiscal analysis of proposed rule changes by the BPE. 
Section 20-7-101, MCA, is amended to require an independent third party to develop a fiscal 
analysis of proposed changes to the accreditation standards which may be submitted to the 
Education and Local Government Interim Committee brought forward by the Board of Public 
Education. However, no appropriation was provided to the Legislative Services Division nor the 
BPE to fulfill this new mandate. This effectively prohibits actions on the part of the BPE during 
this interim which is constitutionally granted "general supervision" of Montana's K-12 schools 
under Article X, Section 9. 


Further, the bill stipulates that the Superintendent of Public Instruction shall include the fiscal 
analysis in the Office of Public Instruction's budget request pursuant to 17-7-112, MCA, for 
presentation to the Legislature in the next regular session after completion of the fiscal analysis. 
Section 17-7-112, MCA does not empower the Superintendent of Public Instruction to submit 
anything to the Legislature but rather governs the preparation and presentation of the Executive 
Budget. Nothing in SB 302,20-7-101, MCA, or 17-7-112, MCA, requires the Governor or budget 
director to include any cost analysis performed by either the Legislative Fiscal Division, as 
current law stipulates, or the new third party in the Executive Budget. 


The new requirements of SB 302 are further complicated by the provisions of Section 1, 
subsection 3(c) of the bill which require presentation to the Joint Appropriations Subcommittee 
on Education even though that subcommittee disperses prior to March 1 and would, therefore, 
have no ability to consider the fiscal analysis for, potentially, another two years. 


The current check and balance of authority between locally elected schools boards, the BPE, 
Superintendent, Legislature and Governor's Office is delicate and should not be tampered with 
lightly. The current provisions of law do require greater communication and cooperation among 
these entities to ensure our children have access to great schools and curriculum. | remain 
committed to facilitating such a dialogue as chairman of the Board of Education. SB 302 does 
not improve communications between elected officials and the various governing boards of our 
quality education system and actually actively seeks to impair it. 


For these reasons, | respectfully request that you sustain my veto.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 344 (SB 344), "AN ACT PROVIDING A PUBLIC 
SCOPING PROCESS FOR CERTAIN LAND ACQUISITIONS BY THE DEPARTMENT OF 
FISH, WILDLIFE, AND PARKS; AMENDING SECTION 87-1-218, MCA; AND PROVIDING A 
TERMINATION DATE." 


SB 344 would require the Department of Fish, Wildlife & Parks (FWP) to engage in additional 
public scoping before making any land acquisition of 640 acres or greater. 


| strongly support expanding hunting, fishing and outdoor recreational opportunities for all 
Montanans. Our ability to enjoy Montana's world-renowned hunting and fishing, whether to feed 
our families or put a trophy on the wall, is an important part of our way of life. Whether itis a 
fishing access site where we can take our kids to pass on our heritage, or the acquisition of key 
elk wintering range, FWP land acquisitions are about making sure we protect the best of 
Montana. 


President Teddy Roosevelt said that "[I]n a civilized and cultivated country, wild animals only 
continue to exist at all when preserved by sportsmen." That was true then and it is true today. 
Montana's sportsmen and women continue to play a leadership role in creating a wildlife legacy 
for all Montanans to enjoy, now and into the future. 


So it is with regret that | note that the Legislature, in House Bill 5, has chosen to significantly 
limit future habitat acquisitions by the State of Montana over the next biennium. And that the 
Senate, on a largely partisan vote (including the sponsor of this bill), refused an amendment 
that would have restored compromise language that was acceptable to both this administration 
and members of the House. The funds that would be restricted come directly from the purchase 
of hunting and fishing licenses by sportsmen and women. It is ironic that these same legislators 
now want to pass legislation like SB 344 to ostensibly improve a process that they do not want 
to happen. 


Hopefully in the future we can have a more sensible dialogue on these issues. That is why | 
have directed the new FWP Commission to undertake a thorough and public review of the 
agency's land holdings and management policies. | expect that this process will yield valuable 
information that will help inform a productive public discussion.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 19 (SB 19), "AN ACT DEFINING THE TERM 
‘COMBINED APPROPRIATION' FOR WATER WELLS AND DEVELOPED SPRINGS THAT 
ARE EXEMPT FROM PERMITTING; CLARIFYING THE DEFINITION OF THE TERM 
‘DEVELOPED SPRING’; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 85-2-102 AND 85-2-306, MCA." 


As | indicated in my amendatory veto letter, SB 19 would limit the ability of senior water right 
holders to protect their property rights. "First in time, first in right" is a bedrock principle of water 
law, but any right is only as good as one's ability to protect it. SB 19 would perpetuate a system 
where many water wells could be developed in close proximity to one another, collectively pump 
substantial amounts of water, and the holder of an adjacent senior water right would be 
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powerless to protect that right. Although senior water rights are held by many individuals and 
entities in this state, including cities and towns, hydroelectric facilities, and many others, a great 
many of our agricultural producers hold senior water rights. 


| am very concerned about the impacts of SB 19 on agriculture, the largest sector of our 
economy. For example, if an agricultural producer seeks to develop a well for a center pivot to 
irrigate 100 acres of alfalfa, he or she must rightfully go through the State's permitting process 
in order to show that the water is both legally available and its use will not have an adverse 
effect on more senior water rights. However, under SB 19, if a subdivision is built next door and 
includes a well for each lot that, cumulatively, uses the same amount of water, no permit is 
required. Moreover, there is no basis for the senior water right holder to object. This makes no 
sense, and equity alone dictates that the permitting process should apply. 


| am cognizant of the impacts of SB 19 on other uses, in particular land development. It is 
appropriate and necessary to have some threshold for well development that encourages 
development by allowing for new wells without the rigors of permitting. 


| proposed amendments that would have provided some measure of protection for senior water 
rights holders while providing a great deal of flexibility for new development by allowing for 
multiple new exempt wells on a single parcel, protecting landowners from development on 
neighboring parcels, and preserving existing rights. The Senate agreed my amendments were a 
good idea. The House refused to consider them at all. | am surprised that the House leadership 
refused to consider the needs of our state's agricultural sector. 


Unfortunately, SB 19 tips too far away from senior water rights and prior appropriation and does 
not address concerns that many individuals and organizations have with the cumulative effects 
of multiple, concentrated exempt wells. For these reasons, | am vetoing SB 19. 


| encourage all interests to work together to find an acceptable balance in the upcoming 
rulemaking before the Department of Natural Resources and Conservation.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 125 (SB 125), "AN ACT ESTABLISHING THAT 
THE PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION MAY IMPOSE AN ADMINISTRATIVE PENALTY FOR 
FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH THE GRADUATED RENEWABLE ENERGY STANDARD AND 
FOR FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH THE COMMUNITY RENEWABLE ENERGY PROJECT 
REQUIREMENT; AMENDING SECTION 69-3-2004, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE 
EFFECTIVE DATE AND A RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY DATE." 


SB 125 amends Montana's Renewable Power Production and Rural Economic Development 
Act (Act), passed by the 2005 Legislature, by clarifying the calculation of an administrative 
penalty for failure to comply with the Community Renewable Energy Project (Community 
Project) requirement, and by substantially reducing the penalty that would apply under current 
law. 


Certain entities subject to the Act are required to purchase a minimum portion of their energy 
load from renewable resources. Satisfying this requirement must include a certain amount of 
purchases from Community Projects. 


The Act was intended to create incentives for economic development and jobs through the 
production of renewable power commencing operation after January I, 2005, and it has been 
tremendously successful. The Community Project requirement, in part, was intended to ensure 
that those economic benefits and jobs were well distributed across the state, including to rural 
communities and Montana owners. 


If an entity is unable to meet either the minimum standard or the Community Project 
requirement, an administrative penalty may be assessed by the Montana Public Service 
Commission (PSC). The PSC may also grant a short-term waiver from the substantive 
requirements and the penalty. 


There is an ambiguity in current law as to the calculation of the administrative penalty for failure 
to meet the Community Project requirement. Although SB 125 clarifies this ambiguity, the bill 
sets the penalty too low to provide sufficient incentive for an entity to comply with Community 
Project requirements or work with the PSC to obtain a waiver. | also thought the penalty under 
current law was too high and proposed amendments to set a more reasonable penalty, but the 
Senate leadership refused to consider them.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 265 (SB 265), "AN ACT EXTENDING THE 
SUSPENSION OF WATER RIGHT ADJUDICATION DURING NEGOTIATIONS OF INDIAN 
AND FEDERAL RESERVED WATER RIGHTS; REQUIRING AN INTERIM STUDY; 
PROVIDING AN APPROPRIATION; AMENDING SECTIONS 85-2-217 AND 85-2-702; AND 
PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 265 extends the suspension of adjudication of Indian and federal water rights claims from 
July 1, 2013, to July 1,2015. The bill also requires the legislative Water Policy Interim 
Committee (WPIC) to conduct meetings concerning the proposed compact that has been 
negotiated between the Confederated Salish & Kootenai Tribes (CSKT), the State of Montana, 
and the United States. Further, the WPIC is to prepare a study of issues related to the compact; 
create new legislation with regard to the compact; and make recommendations as to the 
adoption of the compact to the 64th Legislature. 


In 1979, the Legislature created the Montana Reserved Water Rights Compact Commission 
(Commission) for the express purpose of negotiating quantification agreements for tribal and 
federal claims to water within the boundaries of this state. The Commission has successfully 
negotiated 18 of these federal and tribal water compacts. These compacts include two adopted 
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this session: the Upper Missouri Breaks National Monument Water Compact and the C.M. 
Russell National Wildlife Refuge Water Compact. With great foresight, the Montana Legislature 
created a negotiation process that has proven to be highly durable and successful. 


Unfortunately, SB 265 comes to my desk because the Legislature has failed--for the first time in 
the 34-year history of the Commission--to adopt a state-tribal compact negotiated in good faith. 
The proposed water compact with the CSKT is the culmination of years of negotiation, legal and 
technical work, and public involvement. Despite the importance of this compact to the economic 
future of western Montana and to the timely completion of the statewide General Stream 
Adjudication, the agreement was never allowed a vote on the floor of the Senate or the House. 
Instead, the Legislature proposes to extend the deadline for suspension of the adjudication of 
tribal water rights, presumably to allow for further negotiations over the CSKT's claims. 


| now veto SB 265 for the following reasons. First, the CSKT and the Commission have 
completed negotiations and agreed to a water compact. Both sides have made concessions. 
The compact is a reasonable settlement of the CSKT's water rights claims that provides 
necessary protections for all affected water users in Montana, including those in eastern 
Montana who might otherwise be impacted by the claims the CSKT could file in the Adjudication 
and who are wholly protected from that possibility by the compact. It was made clear during the 
committee hearings on this bill and on the proposed compact that there is no reason to believe 
the CSKT would agree to reopen negotiations. Even if further negotiations were deemed 
necessary or appropriate, the CSKT and the state can mutually agree to do so at any time, 
without SB 265. 


Second, the bill unnecessarily extends the deadline for suspension of the adjudication of tribal 
water rights claims. Pursuant to 85-2-702 (3), the CSKT have two years to file their claims after 
the current suspension ends on July I, 2013. Therefore, even without the extension contained in 
SB 265, the CSKT's claims do not have to be filed until July 1,2015, after the conclusion of the 
2015 legislative session. To the extent the purpose behind SB 265 is to allow time for the 
current compact to be better understood in advance of the 2015 session, current law allows for 
that process without the need for an extension. Additionally, with or without SB 265, it is entirely 
up to the CSKT whether and when in the next two years they file their claims. Nothing in SB 265 
does or can limit the CSKT's ability to file claims at any time if they so choose. That decision will 
be made by the CSKT based on their own assessment of whether the state will enter into a fair 
compact with them. 


Third, adding two more years to the suspension simply serves to delay the completion of 
Montana's General Stream Adjudication. In testimony to the Legislature, Water Court Chief 
Judge Bruce Loble has identified the lack of resolution of tribal and federal water rights claims 
as a Critical barrier to concluding the adjudication. The CSKT's rights are the last set of tribal 
claims that need to be quantified. In the event the Legislature does not approve a negotiated 
settlement, those claims must be litigated before the Adjudication can be complete. The CSKT 
has estimated to the Department of Natural Resources and Conservation (DNRC) that, absent 
a compact, up to 10,000 claims might be filed in basins both within and outside of the Flathead 
Indian Reservation. Each of those claims would need to be examined by the DNRC and then 
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issued by the Water Court as part of one or more preliminary decrees before those claims can 
be finally adjudicated. Moreover, those claims, to the extent they are finally adjudicated, need to 
be incorporated into basin-wide decrees before the Adjudication's work is finished. An additional 
two-year delay in filing further slows progress toward a final adjudication. Such a delay leaves 
state water users with tremendous uncertainty, makes it difficult to protect Montana's water 
from demands from neighboring states and Canada, postpones future land and water 
development in western Montana, and will undermine the legislative directive to the DNRC and 
the Water Court to ensure the issuance of all preliminary decrees by 2020. 


Finally, SB 265's insertion of the WPIC into the compacting process is unnecessary. The 
Legislature created the Commission to be the state entity responsible for negotiating water 
rights quantification agreements with Indian tribes and the United States, and nothing in SB 265 
alters that arrangement. With this letter | am directing the Commission, working with DNRC, the 
CSKT, the Flathead Joint Board of Control, the United States, and other interested parties to 
prepare a comprehensive report addressing the questions raised about the compact during the 
2013 legislative session. This report shall be submitted to the WPIC well in advance of the 2015 
session, and made available for public review on the DNRC website. Further, | am directing the 
Commission and the DNRC to consult with interested parties in the preparation of this report, to 
ensure that it addresses all questions and concerns in as thorough and professional a manner 
as possible. If the compact is again considered during the 2015 legislative session, legislators 
and the public shall have a full and accurate understanding of its content. 


SB 265 serves no useful purpose and needlessly delays the Montana General Stream 
Adjudication to the detriment of tens of thousands of Montana water users. For these reasons, | 
veto SB 265.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 337 (SB 337), "AN ACT CLARIFYING THE 
DEFINITION OF 'GOOD CAUSE SHOWN' FOR A HEARING ON A TEMPORARY 
PRELIMINARY DECREE OR PRELIMINARY DECREE; AND AMENDING SECTION 85-2-233, 
MCA." 


SB 337 proposes to amend the statute defining who has standing to object to a water right 
claim in the Montana Water Court, and who is entitled to a hearing. SB 337 would grant 
standing only to a person with an ownership or leasehold interest in "an existing water right, 
permit, certificate, or state reservation under 85-2-316 or a right to water through an irrigation 
project." Unfortunately, this language excludes others who have a substantial interest in the fair 
adjudication of water. 


For example, irrigators who contract for water delivered out of a storage reservoir do not have 
an ownership interest in "a right to receive water through an irrigation project" as required by SB 
337. Similarly, others such as municipalities and industrial users who contract for stored water 
would not be allowed to object, even though they may be significantly affected by adjudication. 
Water users with real and substantial interests at stake will be excluded under SB 337. 


It is important for the adjudication process to be as comprehensive as possible. Narrowing the 
scope of participation will leave the state's adjudication process vulnerable to challenges by 
others who may seek to claim Montana's water, such as downstream states or the federal 
government. Further, the language of SB 337 appears to raise constitutional issues in light of 
the Montana Supreme Court's rationale in Montana Trout Unlimited v. Beaverhead Water 
Company, 361 Mont. 77 (2011). 


| proposed amendments to fix these problems, and consistent with the Supreme Court's 
rationale in Beaverhead Water, would have defined those with standing to object as persons 
not only with an "ownership or leasehold interest" but those with an economic, or other 
substantial interest. In order to have standing an individual would have been required to 
demonstrate a real interest in the water right, not simply a general interest as a member of the 
public. Although the Senate saw the wisdom of these amendments, they were unfortunately 
rejected by the House. 


Water right objections help to ensure the accuracy and fairness of adjudication, and SB 337 
would leave too many potential objectors out of the process. Organizations or individuals that 
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have a real, demonstrable interest in the accurate adjudication of water rights should be able to 
object. The Montana Supreme Court, in a practical and wise decision, has reasoned that they 
deserve their "day in court." | will not allow that right to be taken away. 


For these reasons, | now veto SB 337.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 347 (SB 347), "AN ACT PROVIDING THAT A 
DIVERSION OR WITHDRAWAL OF WATER IS NOT DEGRADATION UNDER THE WATER 
QUALITY ACT; AMENDING SECTIONS 75-5-103 AND 75-5-317, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN 
IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


Under existing laws protecting water quality, which have been in effect for two decades, an 
activity that decreases water flow does not have a significant impact to water quality if the 
decrease is within measurable numeric limits. A decrease in flow outside of these numeric limits 
may still be acceptable, if the Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ) makes certain 
findings based on specific criteria. 


SB 347 would amend the Montana Water Quality Act, replacing these protections with only a 
narrative standard that would require DEQ to determine if the decrease in flow would "have a 
reasonable possibility to cause a significant adverse impact on a fish population." 

| have several concerns with this approach. 


First and foremost, | am concerned that this change will invite substantial litigation, delaying the 
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creation of jobs. SB 347 would replace a set standard that is measurable and understood 
("decrease in the mean monthly flow of a surface water by less than 15% or the seven-day 10 
year low flow by less than 10%"), with a narrative description that is subject to dispute and 
differing scientific opinions. The vagueness of the narrative standard in SB 347 was identified 
by several parties during the legislative process. This is sure to generate litigation. 


Second, the reference to "a fish population," while very important, is not consistent with our 
laws relating to surface water quality which generally focus on protecting "aquatic life" as the 
yardstick. A stream should be protected from dewatering even if it does not contain fish. 
Besides, every angler knows that healthy aquatic insects are critical for healthy fish populations. 


Third, the Legislature has previously determined that the impacts on existing beneficial uses of 
water are an important consideration (section 75-5-301 (5)(c)(i), MCA). SB 347 does away with 
this consideration, except when protecting "a fish population" also happens to protect these 
other uses of water (or where the decrease in flow is for a beneficial use, which is then 
reviewed for its impacts on senior water right holders under Title 85, Chapter 2, MCA). 


| proposed amendments to address these concerns and to provide existing applicants and 
permit holders some flexibility in meeting the new requirements. Unfortunately, the Senate 
leadership refused to take my amendments to the floor for a vote. 

| am requesting that the Board of Environmental Review conduct a public process to examine 
its existing rules regarding the regulation of flow for water quality purposes and consider 
whether those rules are reasonable and protective of public health and the environment. 

For these reasons, | now veto SB 347.

| am committed to investing in the education of Montana's children. The strength of our 
economy and our communities is directly related to the strength of our public school system. 
Montana is fortunate that we have quality schools and quality teachers. With the passage of SB 
175 we will make a significant investment in our schools and our children's future. Local school 
boards will have greater ability to address needs, with increased resources and tools for school 
improvement initiatives, competitive salaries, and other priorities. Using our natural resource 
revenues, we can make these investments without raising property taxes. 


SB 175 also specifically targets money to areas in Eastern Montana impacted by the oil boom in 
the Bakken. As Attorney General, | saw first-hand the impact this development is having on 
local communities. And while | welcome this vital economic development for our state, | also 
recognize that the impacts are immediate and should be addressed. SB 175 includes provisions 
to address impacts of schools in this region. In fact of the $51 million of additional investment in 
our K -12 education system, $22 million of that will go to just 39 of the state's 416 school 
districts.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 81 (SB 81), AN ACT ALLOWING TAX CREDITS 
FOR CONTRIBUTIONS TO EDUCATIONAL IMPROVEMENT ORGANIZATIONS AND 
STUDENT SCHOLARSHIP ORGANIZATIONS BY INDIVIDUAL AND CORPORATE 
TAXPAYERS; CREATING PUBLIC SCHOOL AND STUDENT FUNDING THROUGH TAX 
REPLACEMENT PROGRAMS; ESTABLISHING REQUIREMENTS FOR ORGANIZATIONS 
THAT AWARD GRANTS AND SCHOLARSHIPS; ESTABLISHING REQUIREMENTS FOR 
AWARDING PUBLIC SCHOOL GRANTS AND DETERMINING ELIGIBLE PUBLIC SCHOOLS; 
ESTABLISHING REQUIREMENTS FOR GRANTING STUDENT SCHOLARSHIPS AND 
DETERMINING EDUCATION PROVIDERS THAT ARE ELIGIBLE TO EDUCATE STUDENTS

SB 81 creates tax credits for individual and corporate contributions to "educational improvement 
organizations" and "student scholarship organizations." The ostensible purpose of the bill is to 
support and enhance the opportunity for private schooling in Montana. 


| recognize and support the right of parents to choose to educate their children in private 
elementary and high schools, or at home. According to recent statistics, over 7,000 elementary 
and high school students attend private schools, and approximately 4,000 children are 
home-schooled. Thus, school choice exists in Montana. The issue raised by SB 81 is whether 
the State of Montana should subsidize school choice by creating an income tax credit that is 
projected to cost the state general fund in excess of $6.5 million over the next biennium, with 
increases beyond that in subsequent years. | do not believe it is right to do so from either a 
policy or a fiscal standpoint. 


As a policy matter, | strongly support our public school system, and | believe as a state we 

properly should keep our focus on supporting and enhancing that system. Public education is 
the great equalizer in our society. The doors of our public schools are open to all children, and 
our educators serve those students with dedication and professionalism. By concentrating our 
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financial support on our public school system, we continue to build and maintain a society that 
is inclusive and not fragmented as | believe the framers of our Constitution intended. See, e.g., 
Mont. Const. Conv., Tr. pp. 2008-09 ("The growth of a strong, universal, and free educational 
system in the United States has been due in part to its exclusively public character. Under 
federal and state mandates to concentrate public funds in public schools, our educational 
system has grown strong in an atmosphere free from divisiveness and fragmentation."). While 
we must safeguard the right of individuals and organizations to establish and maintain private 
schools, | do not believe we should subsidize those schools with tax revenues redirected from 
the state treasury. 


As a fiscal matter, SB 81 costs the state general fund money that we cannot justify. We must 
maintain structural balance, and | am committed to maintaining an appropriate ending fund 
balance. Because the Legislature did not stay within these budgetary parameters, | have had to 
veto a number of bills, many of them well-intentioned, in order to maintain structural balance 
and leave money in the bank for a rainy day. SB 81 is one more bill that must be vetoed. 


As stated above, | support parents’ right to choose to educate their children outside of 
Montana's public school system. | do not, however, support legislation that subsidizes that right 
at the projected cost to the state general fund of more than $6.5 million in the coming biennium. 
For these reasons, | veto SB 81.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 148 (SB 148), "AN ACT LIMITING THE AMOUNT 
OF LOST WAGES AND FRINGE BENEFITS AN EMPLOYEE MAY BE AWARDED WHEN 
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THE EMPLOYEE HAS BEEN WRONGFULLY DISCHARGED; AND AMENDING SECTION 
39-2-905, MCA." 


Montana's Wrongful Discharge from Employment Act strikes a balance between the interests of 
employers and the rights of workers. It requires that an employer have good cause before firing 
a person who is outside of their probationary period. If the employee challenges their 
termination and a jury determines that an employer did not have good cause for the discharge, 
the employee may recover up to four years of wages and benefits. Any wages that the 
employee earned or could have earned if they had diligently sought employment are deducted 
from the damage award. 


| believe this balance works for Montana and that SB 148's limitation on damages could harm 
working Montanans. SB 148 keeps the four-year cap on damages but it limits a worker to half 
the wages and benefits they earned while working in the job. Thus if a jury found that an 
employer wrongfully discharged an employee and that employee had worked for three years, 
they would only be entitled to recover a year and a half of damages. While | absolutely agree 
that employers must have the right to discharge an employee for legitimate business reasons, | 
also recognize that being wrongfully discharged can have major financial implications for 
Montana's working families. Those workers, who have been found to have been discharged in 
violation of Montana law, should be able to recover reasonable damages. Because | believe 
current Montana law provides for that, | am vetoing SB 148.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 240 (SB 240), "AN ACT EXEMPTING CERTAIN 
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AIR AND WATER POLLUTION CONTROL EQUIPMENT FROM PROPERTY TAXES; 
AMENDING SECTIONS 15-6-135 AND 15-6-219, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE 
EFFECTIVE DATE AND A RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY DATE." 


SB 240 proposes to exempt from taxation under § 15-6-135, MCA, air and water pollution 
control equipment that is placed into service after January 1, 2012. Those who have pollution 
control equipment in place prior to January 1,2012, will continue to pay tax at three percent of 
the market value of that equipment. The bill as written raises equal protection concerns. 


The Montana Supreme Court has held that "... if the classification is reasonable, and if all of the 
subjects within a given class are accorded the same treatment, the legislation cannot be said to 
deny to anyone within such class the equal protection of the law ....". State ex rel. 
Schultz-Lindsay Constr. Co. v. Board of Equalization, 145 Mont. 380, 390 (1965); Montana 
Stockgrowers Ass'n v. Department of Revenue, 238 Mont. 113 (1989). Moreover, the United 
States Supreme Court in Eisenstadt v. Baird, 405 U.S. 438, 447 (1972), determined that 
"classifications must be reasonable, not arbitrary, and they must bear a fair and substantial 
relation to the object of the legislation, so that all persons similarly circumstanced shall be 
treated alike." 


With respect to SB 240, a taxpayer with pollution control equipment placed into service prior to 
January 1,2012, will continue to be taxed at 3 percent. Alternatively, a similar taxpayer with 
identical pollution control equipment placed into service after January 1, 2012, will receive a 
complete tax exemption for that pollution control equipment. There are no incentives in SB 240 
encouraging new development, new technologies, or new energy production. Treating similarly 
situated taxpayers in the same classification differently, solely on the basis of the date on which 
they placed pollution control equipment into service, may not withstand an equal protection 
challenge. In addition, the potential loss of all tax revenues from pollution control equipment 
would create significant fiscal impacts for state and local governments. 


The budget | proposed was balanced, left money in the bank for a rainy day, cut taxes for small 
businesses and homeowners, and maintained critical services. At the same time | laid out clear 
and basic expectations for the Legislature while considering the state budget. First, Montana's 
budget needs to be in structural balance we cannot spend more than we take in. Second, to 
ensure sound fiscal management, the Legislature needs to maintain a reserve of $300 million in 
ending fund balance. Finally, essential services and long-term liabilities must be addressed 
before the Legislature creates new programs or tax expenditures. While the short-term costs of 
SB 240 are minimal, given the legal concerns the long term costs could be significant. 
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For these reasons | veto SB 240.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 256 (SB 256), "AN ACT MAKING THE 
DEPARTMENT OF FISH, WILDLIFE, AND PARKS LIABLE FOR DAMAGE TO PRIVATE 
PROPERTY BY CERTAIN WILD BUFFALO AND BISON; REQUIRING AN ESTIMATION OF 
PRIVATE PROPERTY DAMAGE AND COSTS FOR WHICH THE DEPARTMENT WOULD BE 
LIABLE IF A WILD BUFFALO OR BISON PROPOSED FOR RELEASE OR 
TRANSPLANTATION ESCAPES; PROVIDING AN APPROPRIATION; AMENDING SECTION 
87-1-216, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 256 would impose liability on the State of Montana for any damage to private property that 
results from wild buffalo and bison that have been transplanted or released. This would be the 
first time that, absent malfeasance, such a liability would be imposed on the State for the 
impacts of wild animals, even transplanted ones. The bill does not define what constitutes 
damage to private property, and sets the stage for litigation and potentially significant liability 
claims. For example, under SB 256, the State could be liable for the grass lost to grazing. In 
addition, as stated in the fiscal note, after fiscal year 2015 the Department of Fish, Wildlife & 
Parks (FWP) would be forced to divert license funds to pay for any damages, jeopardizing more 
than $18 million in federal funds. 


SB 256 would set an unacceptable precedent. If applied to other species, this rationale would 
practically preclude any wildlife restoration efforts, regardless of the benefits. If this precedent 
had existed 100 years ago, Montana's world-class wildlife heritage would not exist today. 

Just as troubling is the idea that the State should pay for damage to property resulting from the 
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actions of any wild animal, whether that would be wild bison eating grass in Eastern Montana, 
mule deer eating tulips in Helena, or a moose getting in the way of a vehicle in the Swan Valley. 
As recognized long ago, landowners in Montana fully understand that wildlife are practically part 
of the land itself: 


"Montana is one of the few areas in the nation where wild game abounds. It is regarded 
as one of the greatest of the state's natural resources, as well as the chief attraction for 
visitors. Wild game existed here long before the coming of man. One who acquires 
property in Montana does so with notice and knowledge of the presence of wild game 
and presumably is cognizant of its natural habits. Wild game does not possess the 
power to distinguish between fructus naturales and fructus industriales, and cannot like 
domestic animals be controlled through an owner. Accordingly, a property owner in this 
state must recognize the fact that there may be some injury to property or 
inconvenience from wild game for which there is no recourse." State of Montana v. 
Rathbone, 110 MT 225, 242 (1940). 


Finally, it is worth noting that existing statute in 87-1-216, MCA, already directs FWP to develop 
and adopt, with full public participation, a specific management plan prior to any restoration 
effort on private or public land in Montana. This statute explicitly provides that FWP may be 
liable for damage to private property resulting from its failure to comply with the statute. 


| am committed to improving the relationship between the sportsmen and women, FWP, and 
landowners of this state, and am grateful to the many landowners who provide vital habitat for 
our great wildlife herds. Their actions benefit all of us who are fortunate to live here. We must 
do more to work together, but SB 256 is not the answer. 

For these reasons, | veto SB 256.

EXPENDITURE ESTIMATES IN FISCAL NOTES ARE IN EXCESS OF OR A REDUCTION TO 
THE BASE BUDGET; CLARIFYING THAT PRESENT LAW ADJUSTMENTS ARE NOT 
INCLUDED IN THE BASE BUDGET; REPLACING REFERENCES TO A PRESENT LAW 
BASE BUDGET WITH REFERENCES TO PRESENT LAW ADJUSTMENTS; AMENDING 
SECTIONS 5-4-205, 5-12-3038, 17-7-102, 17-7-111, 17-7-112, 17-7-123, AND 20-9-326, MCA; 
AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 269 seeks to, among other items, establish a new basis from which fiscal notes are 
calculated, seeks to make a strict distinction between present law and new proposals, and 
effectively eliminates statewide present law adjustments. Simply stated, SB 269 creates more 
questions than it attempts to solve and does little but provide current legislative cover for the 
general misunderstanding of, and lack of learning about the state’s budget process that has 
worked well for both sides of the aisle session after session. 


Section 1 of the bill suggests that changes calculated in fiscal notes should start from the 
current fiscal year (i.e. the second year of the biennium). Acknowledging that the rest of the 
budget process is based off the base year (i.e. the first year of the biennium), undoubtedly this 
would lead to fiscal notes being understated and other procedural gaming of fiscal notes which, 
unfortunate as it may be, could be the point of this legislation. Further, Section 3 of the bill 
attempts to make a very strict distinction between present law and new proposals. It is unknown 
what the intent of this legislation is to address, as the categorization of decision packages has 
seemed to be a non-controversial issue, and the categorization of a decision package can 
already be changed by the Legislature with an affirmative vote in any respective legislative 
committee. 


Moreover, the current budget processes employed by executive agency staff in the 
development, defense, and implementation of my budget are sound, transparent, and effective. 
SB 269 attempts to change a process that is tried and true, and attempts to disrupt a productive 
course of action with legislative "fixes" for problems that do not exist. 


As our current statewide budget outlook is and has been superior, | would like to think that at 
least some of this success is due to the current budgetary processes we have in place in 
current statute, and not just plain luck. Based on my interpretation of our current processes and 
the expertise of my staff, | would argue it is the former. That said, SB 269 is a misguided 
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attempt to change a process that has helped make Montana the fiscal envy of the rest of the 
country. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 269.

| appreciate the Legislature's willingness to consider ways to simplify Montana's income tax 
system. However, the manner in which SB 282 attempts to simplify the system is not conducive 
to economic growth and job creation. Moreover, this measure would raise taxes on middle class 
families and senior citizens. | cannot justify a tax hike on 97,000 middle income Montanans. 


Many of the credits which are eliminated under SB 282 have created jobs across Montana. 
Credits which are eliminated under the bill include the New or Expanded Industry Credit, 
Mineral Exploration Credit, Contractors' Gross Receipts Credit, Empowerment Zone Credit, 
Alternative Fuel Conversion Credit, Geothermal Heating System Credit, Alternative Energy 
Production Credit, Recycling Credit and Deduction, and the Biodiesel Credit. These credits 
were created to incentivize growth and development across the state and across many 
economic sectors from agriculture to heavy industry. 


We should not increase taxes on the businesses that are creating jobs using these credits.

Second, to ensure sound fiscal management, the Legislature needs to maintain a reserve of 
$300 million in ending fund balance. The Legislature's actions to date leave Montana with an 
insufficient ending fund balance and spend significantly more than current revenues allow 
according to the most recent analysis completed by the Legislative Fiscal Division. 
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However well-intentioned SB 282 may be, we simply cannot afford its cost of $2.7 million over 
the biennium and therefore | veto this bill.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 305 (SB 305), "AN ACT REVISING THE 
DEFINITION OF WILD BUFFALO AND WILD BISON; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 81-1-101, 
87-2-101, AND 87-6-101, MCA." 


SB 305 changes the definition of wild buffalo and wild bison to require that the animal "has 
never been owned," by a wide range of entities, "except for the state or a state agency." 
Current law is that a wild buffalo or wild bison "has not been reduced to captivity and is not 
owned by a person." Fish and wildlife in Montana are not actually "owned" by anyone, but are 
held by the state in trust for the benefit of the people of Montana. Under existing statutes the 
state is given broad management responsibilities for wild buffalo and wild bison, requiring the 
Departments of Livestock and the Department of Fish, Wildlife & Parks to exercise authority 
over the animals, including disease control, hunting, and possible relocation both within and 
without the state. 


To effectively manage wild buffalo and wild bison in Montana, the state needs to rely on various 
partners including the federal government and the tribal nations. SB 305 precludes any 
meaningful role for these entities and severely limits the ability of the state to meet its 
obligations to the public under the law. 
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For these reasons, | veto SB 305.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 370 (SB 370), "AN ACT GENERALLY REVISING 
LAWS RELATED TO THE LEGISLATURE; REVISING LAWS RELATING TO FISCAL NOTES; 
AMENDING SECTIONS 5-4-201 AND 5-4-203, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE 
EFFECTIVE DATE." 


This bill would allow the Legislature to pass legislation from one house to another which has 
been deemed by the President of the Senate or Speaker of the House to have a fiscal impact to 
the State of Montana without an accurate fiscal analysis completed in compliance with Title 5, 
Chapter 4 of the Montana Code Annotated. This is a dangerous precedent which would, for the 
first time, legally allow the Legislature through willful ignorance, to ignore its constitutional 
responsibility to pass a balanced budget. 


We, as elected leaders, have a responsibility to act as responsible stewards of the people's 


money. Turning a blind eye to the fiscal implications of legislation does not serve any of our 
shared purpose in doing so. 
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For these reasons, | veto SB 370.

The budget | proposed to the Legislature was balanced, left money in the bank for a rainy day, 
cut taxes for small businesses and homeowners, and maintained critical services. At the same 
time | laid out clear and basic expectations for the Legislature when considering the state 
budget. First, Montana's budget needs to be in structural balance--we cannot spend more than 
we take in. Second, to ensure sound fiscal management, the Legislature needs to maintain a 
reserve of $300 million in ending fund balance. Finally, essential services and long-term 
liabilities must be addressed before the Legislature creates new programs or tax expenditures. 


SB 394 is a $47 million income tax rebate, with over 70 percent of the rebate directed to the top 
20 percent of earners in our state. Nearly $26 million of the $47 million is directed to the top 10 
percent of income taxpayers in Montana. Conversely, only $127 total of the nearly $50 million 
rebate is directed towards those with income in the lowest 10 percent in the state. These 
Montanans would see less than $0.0025 in income tax relief in 2014, or one-fourth of one 
penny. | am enclosing the analysis from my Budget Office for your reference. 


| believe that Montana is more likely to create jobs if we ensure that our tax relief is targeted 
towards working families, small businesses, students, farmers and ranchers. Unfortunately, SB 
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394 does not meet that test. 
For these reasons, | veto SB 394.

OF THE METALLIFEROUS MINES LICENSE TAX; AND AMENDING SECTION 15-37-117,

SB 401 decreases the allocation of metalliferous mines license tax proceeds deposited into the 
general fund by 10 percent and redirects those funds to hard rock mining counties. SB 401 
results in an ongoing cost of more than $3.5 million to the state treasury.
